The  functions  of  the  Privy  Council  are  dealt  with  in  a  note 
by  "  Xrayser  "  (p.  691). 

The  Prince  of  Monaco  has  made  a  princely  gift  to  the 
French  nation  (p.  681). 

The  pass  list  of  the  recent  examinations  of  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  is  given  on  p.  678. 

The  condition  of  Mr.  Idris,  M.P.,  who  had  a  motor  accident 
a  fortnight  ago,  is  better  now  (p.  702). 

A  note  about  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  and  prizes  on  p.  679 
will  interest  assistants  and  apprentices. 

All  is  not  well  in  the  relations  between  pharmacy-owners 
and  their  assistants  in  Germany  (p.  682). 

A  list  of  thirty-eight  persons  who  havo  just  qualified  as 
dispensers  to  apothecaries  is  given  on  p.  679. 

"  Xrayser"  traces  the  history  of  diachylon,  but  cannot  find 
why  the  name  got  applied  to  emplastrum  plumbi  (p.  691). 

A  question  as  to  the  limitation  to  use  natural  indigo  for 
dyeing  navy  serge  came  before  the  House  of  Commons  this 
week  (p.  699). 

The  more  important  features  of  the  Budget  are  recorded  in 
an  editorial  note  on  p.  696.  The  postal  modifications  promise 
to  be  of  value  to  chemists. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  have  lying  in  their  shops  for  signature  peti- 
tions in  favour  of  company  chemists  for  presentation  to 
Parliament  (p.  696  and  p.  709). 

Mr.  Edward  Robert  Cross,  President  of  the  Scarborough 
Chemists'  Association,  figures  this  week  in  our  gallery  of 
Association  Presidents  (p.  696). 

The  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  seems  to  bo  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition,  the  membership  having  been  increased  by 
seventy  during  the  year  (p.  697). 

Several  local  Associations  have  discussed  the  Pharmacy 
Bills  and  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  most  of  the  Associations  are  bank- 
ing down  for  the  summer  (p.  696). 

The  committee  appointed  in  1903  by  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  to  look  into  the  question  of  the  standardisation  of 
disinfectants  has  issued  a  report  (p.  678). 

Mr.  Hermann  C.  T.  Gardner  read  a  paper  on  the  Unifica- 
tion of  Galenical  Preparations  before  the  Public  Dispensers' 
Association.    An  abstract  is  given  on  page  698. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  referred  in  his  Budget 
speech  to  the  probability  of  legislation  in  regard  to  granting 
duty-free  alcohol  for  certain  industrial  purposes  (p.  698). 

An  Analytical  Advisory  Committee  has  been  formed  to  give 
gratuitous  and  confidential  advice  to  public  analysts  on  points 
involving  correct  interpretation  of  analyses  of  drugs  and 
similar  matters  (p.  678). 

A  preliminary  report  of  the  International  Congress  of 
Applied  Chemistry  at  Rome  is  printed  in  this  issue.  It  has 
been  a  successful  meeting,  and  Sir  William  Ramsay  is  named 
as  the  next  President  when  the-  Congress  meets  in  London 
(p.  688). 

The  outline  of  the  programme  at  the  Birmingham  meeting 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  July  is  given  on 
p.  687.  It  foreshadows  an  enjoyable  meeting.  Forty-nine 
new  members  of  the  Conference  were  elected,  and  the  financial 
outlook  has  improved. 

The  position  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  peculiar. 
The  Earl  of  Crewe  has  definitely  recommitted  it  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  for  reconsideration 
on  May  8.  The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  on  the  alert 
(p.  694). 

Antimony,  tartar  emetic,  lithia  salts,  ferri  amnion,  cit., 
chamomiles,  almond  oil,  staraniseed  oil,  and  nitrate  of  soda 
are  higher.  Tartaric  acid,  castor  oil,  and  American  pepper- 
mint oil  are  firmer.  Cod-liver  oil,  menthol,  Japan  wax,  are 
weaker,  and  shellac,  ginger,  vanilla  are  lower  (p.  704). 

Our  correspondence  in  regard  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bills  and  the  relation  of  company  chemists  thereto  is  getting 
to  bo  decidedly  inspiriting.  "  Pharm.  Chem."  again  advances 
views  showing  the  title  and  identity  of  the  individual  with  it 
is  all  that  the  public  require,  and  the  best  for  chemists  (p.  708). 

The  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  is  reported  on  page  684.  References  were 
made  to  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  N.  Butt  and  the  accident  to  Mr. 
Idris.  The  winner  of  the  Pereira  medal  is  Mr.  P.  A.  W.  Selfe. 
The  Council  also  approved  of  the  sixty-fifth  annual  report, 
which  is  to  be  placed  before  the  members  at  the  annual 
meeting  on  May  16  (p.  685).

Brevities. 

A  football  match  between  Newcastle  Pharmacy  F.C.  and 
Newcastle  Greenmarket  F.C.  was  played  on  April  25  on  the 
Newcastle  United  ground,  when  Greenmarket  won  a  hard 
and  even  game  by  one  goal  to  nil. 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  May  1,  a  young- 
labourer,  named  Strutt,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  break- 
ing a  plate-glass  window,  worth  7>l.,  in  the  shop  of  Mr. 
Milton  Hersant,  chemist  and  druggist,  Archway  Road, 
Highgate,  N. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Yarmouth,  I.W.,  on  April  27, 
regarding  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Richardson,  chemist  and 
■druggist,  the  circumstances  of  which  were  narrated  in  our 
last  issue.  Dr.  J.  H.  Whaite  deposed  that  death  was  due 
to  heart-failure  caused  through  suffocation  by  smoke,  and 
■  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  accordingly. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  Violet  Tewksbury,  wife  of  a  company 
promoter,  charged  with  obtaining  money  by  means  of  worth- 
less cheques,  is  still  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Bow  Street 
Magistrate.  At  the  resumed  hearing  on  April  26,  one  of  the 
witnesses  for  the  prosecution  was  Mr.  W.  Cooper,  chemist 
and  druggist,  of  Messrs.  Pope  Roach  &  Co.,  St.  James's 
Street,  London,  W.,  who  said  Mrs.  Tewkesbury  tendered 
him  a  101.  cheque  in  payment  of  her  account  of  17.  10.S.  6d. 
He  refused  to  change  it,  so  accused  said  she  would  get  it 
cashed  elsewhere  and  would  return ;  but  she  did  not  go 
back,  and  the  account  still  remains  unpaid. 

Analytical  Advisory  Committee. 

Reference  was  made  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  some 
weeks  ago  to  the  successful  issue  of  the  negotiations  between 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Society 
•of  Public  Analysts  in  regard  to  drug-standards  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  As  a  result  an  Advisory 
Committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Sir  Thomas  Steven- 
son, Messrs.  E.  J.  Bevan,  Michael  Carteighe,  P.  A.  Ellis 
Richards,  John  C.  Umney,  and  Edmund  White.  This  Com- 
mittee is  to  give  gratuitous  and  confidential  advice  to 
public  analysts  on  points  involving  correct  interpretation 
•of  analyses  of  drugs,  as  well  as  on  the  legitimate  proportion 
of  toxic  bodies  that  may  be  present  in  a  drug.  It  occasion- 
ally happens  that  cases  present  themselves  to  public  analysts 
where  the  analysis  of  a  drug  or  its  interpretation  involves 
•questions  of  considerable  complexity  and  difficulty.  Some- 
times, for  example,  a  drug  included  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia may  be  sold  under  a  different  name  or  of  a  dif- 
ferent strength  from  the  B.P.  one,  and  public  analysts  are 
not  always  in  a  position  to  know  trade  custom  in  the  matter, 
so  that  prosecutions  have  in  such  cases  taken  place.  One 
of  the  objects  of  the  Advisory  Committee  will  be  to  help  in 
such  cases.  Mr.  P.  A.  Ellis  Richards,  Charing  Cross  Hos- 
pital, London,  W.C.,  is  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 
Standardisation  of  Disinfectants. 

The  "Lancet"  publishes  the  following  report  of  the 
Disinfectant  Standardisation  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  in  1903.  and  of  which  Mr.  Walter 
Hills  is  a  member,  representing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  : 

1.  The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  no  one  method  of 
testing  disinfectants  can  indicate  their  relative  values  under 
every  possible  condition.  These  must  be  specially  deter- 
mined for  the  given  case  required,  and  when  penetration 
is  important  a  "  thread  method  "  is  indicated. 

2.  For  general  purposes,  on  account  of  its  simplicity  of 
working,  the  committeo  recommend  the  "  drop  method  "  as 
described  in  the  "  Journal  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute," 
vol.  xxiv.  (1903),  page  424. 

The  test  to  be  carried  out  with  pure  broth  cultures  of  the 
Bacillus  typhosus,  using  sterilised  distilled  water  as  the 
diluent  of  the  disinfectant. 

All  nutrient  broth  to  have  a  constant  reaction  of  +  15. 

Where  special  conditions  exist  which  may  interfere  with 
the  activity  of  the  disinfectant  the  consumer  should  be 
advised  to  call  for  the  same  conditions  to  bo  embodied  in  the 
test. 

Institute  of  Chemistry. 
Of  seven  candidates  who  entered  for  the  Intermediate

B.Sc.  (Lond.)  (Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.), 
S.  H.  Groenewoud,  B.  R.  James,  G.  R.  W.  Lawson,  E.  H. 
Merritt,  B.Sc.  (Lond.),  and  C.  A.  Wonham,  B.Sc.  (Lond.). 
In  the  Final  examination  for  the  Associateship  four  were 
examined  in  the  mineral  chemistry  branch  and  three  passed 
— viz.,  G.  N.  Bacon,  Assoc.  R.C.Sc.  (Lond.),  B.Sc.  (Lond.), 
F.  M.  G.  Johnson,  M.Sc.  (Montreal),  and  E.  J.  Wilson, 
B.A.  (Cantab.).  Of  four  in  the  branch  of  metallurgical 
chemistry,  H.  J.  Bailey  passed.  Two  candidates  were 
examined  and  passed  in  organic  chemistry — viz.,  L.  H. 
Berry  and  0.  W.  Stickland,  B.Sc.  (Lond.)  ;  and  of  seven 
who  entered  in  the  branch  of  the  analysis  of  food  and  drugs 
and  of  water,  including  an  examination  in  therapeutics, 
pharmacology,  and  microscopy,  the  following  five  passed  : 
B.  J.  Eaton,  W.  R.  Mummery,  F.  L.  Okell,  R.  P.  Page, 
and  R.  G.  Pelly. 

Contracts. 

The  Barnsley  Education  Committee  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Mr.  A.  Oglesby,  chemist  and  druggist,  for  the 
supply  of  chemicals  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Swindon  and  District  Hospital  Board  have  appointed 
Mr.  J.  J.  Shawyer,  chemist  and  druggist,  Swindon,  to 
supply  drugs,  etc.,  for  the  ensuing  half-year. 

The  Exeter  City  Council  have  accepted  the  tender  of 
Messrs.  Evans,  Gadd  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Exeter,  for  the  supply 
of  drugs  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  that  of  Messrs.  Reid  &  Co. 
for  disinfectants. 

The  Hertford  and  Ware  Joint  Hospital  Board  have 
accepted  the  tender  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Gregory,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Ware,  for  the  supply  of  medical  sundries  for  the 
ensuing  half-year. 

The  Hammersmith  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the 
tender  for  drugs,  value  303Z.  10s.  2d.,  submitted  by  Messrs. 
Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  London,  subject  to  the  medical 
officers'  approval  of  the  drugs. 

The  Dudley  Board  of  Guardians  have  adopted  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Local  Government  Board  that  they  should 
provide  drugs  for  use  at  the  workhouse,  instead  of  the 
medical  officer  providing  them  out  of  his  salary. 

Mr.  Oliver  Davies,  chemist  and  druggist,  Mill  Street, 
and  Mr.  J.  Ernest  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  High 
Street,  have  secured  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  drugs 
to  the  Pontypridd  Union  and  Cottage  Homes  for  the  ensuing 
six  months. 

Analysts'  Reports. 
According  to  the  annual  report  of  the  public  analyst  of 
Stoke  Newington,  three  samples  of  seidlitz-powders  were 
examined  during  the  twelve  months  and  five  of  cream  of 
tartar.  All  were  genuine  with  the  exception  of  one  of  the 
seidlitz-powders,  which  contained  only  1.83  grains  tartaric 
acid  instead  of  2.46  grains. 

According  to  an  annual  report  just  issued  by  the  Middlesex 
County  Council,  the  following  samples  of  drugs  were  taken 
in  the  county  under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  during  the  year  1905  :  Cod-liver  oil,  2 ;  Epsom 
salts,  3;  eucalyptus  oil,  1;  powdered  gentian,  11;  gly- 
cerin, 1;  liquorice  powder,  3;  compound  liquorice 
powder,  9;  stick  liquorice,  1;  mace,  1;  oil  of  almonds,  6; 
ointment  of  potassium  iodide,  2 ;  ammoniated  tincture  of 
quinine,  9 ;  orange  quinine  wine,  2 ;  quinine-wine,  1 ; 
tincture  of  rhubarb,  2;  sal  volatile,  1;  seidlitz-powders, 1 ; 
sodium  salicylate,  1 ;  syrup  of  squill,  1 ;  cream  of  tartar,  l0  ; 
tincture  of  valerian,  1 ;  zinc  oxide,  2.  None  were  adul- 
terated, but  one  sample  of  powdered  gentian  was  certified 
to  be  "  inferior."  During  the  quarter  ended  March  31,  1906, 
two  samples  of  cod-liver  oil,  one  sample  of  arrowroot,  one 
of  cream  of  tartar,  four  of  paregoric  elixir,  thirteen  of 
glycerin,  two  of  Epsom  salts,  six  of  sodium  carbonate,  four 
of  tincture  of  capsicum,  and  two  of  quinine-wine  were 
analysed.  None  were  adulterated,  but  two  samples  of 
glycerin  were  certified  to  be  "  inferior." 

Presentation  to  a  Bristol  Chemist. 

There  was  an  interesting  gathering  at  the  Bristol  General 
Hospital  this  week,  when  presentations  were  made  to  Mr. 
W.  Berry,  chemist  and  druggist,  on  his  resignation  of  the 
post  of  dispenser,  which  he  has  held  for  upwards  of  fifty 
years,  the  gifts  coming  as  tokens  of  the  high  esteem  in 
which  he  is  held  by  all  with  whom  he  has  been  associated 
at  the  hospital.    Dr.  Markham  Skerritt,  on  behalf  of  the 
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honorary  and  acting  medical  staff,  handed  him  a  handsome 
silver  tea  and  coffee  set  which  bore  the  inscription  "Pre- 
sented to  W.  Berry,  Esq.,  M.P.S.,  L.C.S.,  by  the  honorary 
and  active  medical  staff  of  the  Bristol  General  Hospital,  as 
a  token  of  their  high  esteem  of  his  personal  worth,  and  also 
as  a  recognition  of  his  long  and  valued  services  on  the  ter- 
mination of  his  office  as  dispenser  in  the  above  institution 
for  a  period  of  fifty-three  years. — 1906."  Mr.  W.  Thwaites 
presented  him,  on  behalf  of  the  resident  staff,  officers, 
nurses,  and  servants,  with  a  revolving  dish  and  glass  stand, 
which  also  bore  an  inscription  referring  to  the  valued  ser- 
vices Mr.  Berry  had  rendered  to  the  hospital.  Mr.  Berry 
suitably  acknowledged  the  gifts. 

Sheffield  Notes. 
There  has  been  considerable  excitement  in  local  pharma- 
ceutical circles  in  connection  with  the  petition  in  favour  of 
company  chemists  which  Messrs.  Boots,  Ltd.,  are  inviting 
their  customers  to  sign.  The  company  has  eighteen  branches 
in  the  city. 

The  local  Society  again  invited  local  chemists  who  are  not 
members  to  be  present  at  their  meeting  on  Monday.  This 
course  has  been  taken  several  times  during  the  session  just 
closed,  when  matters  of  interest  to  the  craft  in  general  have 
been  on  the  agenda,  and  it  remains  now  to  be  seen  whether 
the  membership  of  the  Society  will  benefit  as  it  deserves. 
Midland  Notes. 

The  official  early-closing  canvass  in  Birmingham  has  re- 
sulted in  a  disastrous  failure  of  the  movement,  the  majority 
of  traders  objecting  to  closing  at  all. 

Dr.  Hall  Edwards,  the  radiographer,  has  started  a 
Birmingham  Association  of  South  African  Service  Men, 
with  Lord  Roberts  as  President.  The  members  number 
about  150,  and  include  several  pharmacists — e.g.,  Messrs. 
Billington  and  Percy  Tymms. 

Much  sympathy  will  be  extended  to  Mr.  Penistone— who 
for  many  years  has  occupied  an  important  post  in  the  whole- 
sale department  of  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd., 
Birmingham — on  the  death  of  his  only  son,  a  promising 
young  man,  who  had  also  been  with  the  firm. 

An  action  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Preston,  a  commercial  clerk,  of 
Birmingham,  claiming  damages  against  defendant,  Mr.  W. 
FitzThomas  Wyley,  of  Coventry,  for  alleged  fraudulent 
misrepresentation  in  a  prospectus  issued  by  a  cycle  com- 
pany, ended  in  the  jury  disagreeing  and  their  discharge. 
The  defendant  stated  he  had  himself  lost  over  3,500/.  in  the 
venture. 

Public  Dispensing. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Rutter,  the  dispenser  to  the  City  of  London 
Guardians,  has  written  a  letter  to  the  Board  from  Geelong, 
Australia,  stating  that  as  a  result  of  his  voyage  he  has  been 
completely  restored  to  health  and  that  he  will  be  returning 
immediately  to  resume  his  duties. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  Board  of  Guardians  on 
May  1,  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Frederick  C.  Coates,  chemist 
and  druggist,  as  dispenser,  at  a  salary  of  180/.  per  annum, 
was  moved  by  Mr.  Marlow  ;  but  Mr.  T.  Palmer  objected  on 
the  ground  that  Mr.  Coates  had  a  private  business.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  Mr.  Coates  formerly  owned  eight  chemists' 
shops,  but  that  he  had  given  up  six  of  them  and  that  the 
two  remaining  ones  were  managed  for  him.  Mr.  Palmer's 
amendment  that  the  appointment  should  be  made  on  the 
understanding  that  Mr.  Coates  gave  up  his  private  business 
was  defeated  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  and  the  original 
motion  was  carried. 

Royal  Institution. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  on  May  1  the  following 
gentlemen  were  unanimously  elected  as  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year  :  President,  the  Duke  of  Northumberland ; 
Treasurer,  Sir  James  Crichton-Browne ;  Secretary,  Sir 
William  Crookes ;  and  among  the  managers  are  Dr.  Ludwig 
Mond  and  Sir  R.  Douglas  Powell,  Bart.  Mr.  C.  E.  Groves 
was  elected  one  of  the  visitors. 

Fairehild  Scholarship  and  Prizes. 

Although  a  year  has  not  yet  elapsed  since  the  first  ex- 
amination for  these  was  held,  the  qualification  pass-lists 
show,  we  understand,  that  the  majority  of  those  who  com- 
peted last  year  have  since  passed  the  qualifying  examina- 
tion, and  a  few  have  become  pharmaceutical  chemists.  This 
is  a  happy  augury  for  those  who  are  thinking  of  competing 


this  year,  as  well  as  for  the  competition  itself,  which  is 
open  to  all  registered  students  of  pharmacy  in  Great  Britain 
or  Ireland  who  are  eligible  to  enter  for  the  qualifying  ex- 
amination of  either  island.  The  scholarship  is  of  the  value 
of  50/.,  and  each  of  the  prizes  (for  students  of  the  four 
countries)  is  a  five-pound  note.  The  subjects  of  the  examina- 
tion are  elementary  botany,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  and 
pharmacy  (including  business  knowledge).  The  last  day  for 
entry  is  June  1,  and  students  can  obtain  entry-forms  from 
the  Secretary  to  the  Committee,  Mr.  A.  E.  Holden,  Bath 
House,  Holborn  Viaduct,  London,  E.C.

The  Wrong  Bottle. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  the  Derby  Infirmary  on  April  27, 
it  was  stated  that  the  deceased,  a  child  nine  weeks  old,  was 
admitted  to  the  institution  to  undergo  an  operation.  This 
was  successfully  performed,  but  while  under  the  anwsthetic 
the  child  became  weak,  and  the  surgeon  told  the  nurse  in 
attendance  to  give  two  minims  of  solution  of  strychnine. 
In  the  hurry  the  nurse  took  up  the  bottle  containing  mor- 
phine solution  and  administered  that  instead.  The  child 
died  eight  hours  later.  The  two  bottles  containing  the 
morphine  and  the  strychnine  were  produced,  and  the 
Coroner  pointed  out  that  they  were  exactly  similar.  It  was 
explained  by  the  doctors  and  the  Secretary  to  the  hospital 
(Mr.  W.  G.  Carut)  that  it  was  the  custom  at  the  hospital 
to  have  various  poisons  in  different  kinds  of  bottles,  and 
that  it  was  usual  to  store  morphine  and  strychnine — which 
were  kept  handy  during  operations  in  the  event  of  being 
required — in  bottles  of  a  very  different  character. — Dr. 
Heathcote  (the  house-surgeon)  could  not  account  for  the  two 
poisons  being  in  similar  bottles  on  that  occasion. — Mr.  Carut 
said  that  since  the  accident  he  had  inspected  the  whole  of 
the  poison-cupboards,  and  in  every  instance  he  found  mor 
phine  and  strychnine  in  different  kinds  of  bottles.  He  wa 
unable  to  explain  how  the  two  came  to  be  in  similar  bottlea 
but  he  imagined  that  perhaps  the  original  morphine-bottle 
was  broken  and  the  drug  had  been  put  into  a  bottle  like 
that  used  for  strychnine  and  labelled  "  Morphine."  The 
dispenser  had  not  put  morphine  into  the  bottle  in  question. 
Death  was  attributed  to  morphine-poisoning,  although  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  if  the  child  had  been  a  stronger 
one  the  dose  administered  would  not  have  been  sufficient  to 
kill  it.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  mis- 
adventure, considering  that  no  blame  whatever  could  be 
attached  to  the  nurse. 

Pills  for  "  Pretty  Paces." 

At  Stafford  Infirmary  on  April  26,  the  Deputy-Coroner  re- 
sumed the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Edith  Emily  Baker  (15), 
who  died  after  taking  some  pills  for  "pretty  faces"  and  a  cure 
for  freckles  (see  C.  <b  D.,  April  14,  p.  555).— Mr.  E.  W.  T. 
Jones,  the  county  analyst,  deposed  that  he  had  made  an 
examination  of  the  various  portions  of  the  intestines  sub- 
mitted to  him,  and  had  not  been  able  to  find  any  traces  of 
poison.  Assuming  that  there  was  any  poison  in  the  pills, 
his  task  was  rendered  all  the  more  difficult,  he  said,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  pills  were  supposed  to  have  been  taken 
nine  days  before  the  illness  commenced. — The  Deputy- 
Coroner  said  good  would  come  from  the  inquiry  if  it  helped 
to  put  an  end  to  the  practice  of  people  answering  adver- 
tisements for  such  pills.  It  was,  of  course,  absurd  to  expect 
that  a  girl  would  be  made  pretty  for  ever  afterwards  and 
have  the  whole  of  her  freckles  removed  for  twopence. — The 
jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical

testimony,  which  was  that  death  was  due  to  ulceration  of 
the  resophagus.

The  Honest  Medicine-man. 

According  to  a  descriptive  writer  in  the  "  Dundee  Adver-  . 
tiser,"  all  market  medicine-vendors  are  not  quacks.  De- 
scribing a  recent  Saturday  evening  spent  in  the  Greenmarket , 
Dundee,  the  writer  tells  of  the  seller  of  a  tonic  who  spoke 
some  good  sense  to  his  audience.  His  tonic  consisted  of  two 
powders,  which,  he  said,  would  not  "change  a  man  from 
sixty  to  sixteen,  nor  restore  to  a  woman  of  fifty  the  days  of 
her  unkissed  youth,"  but  would  lessen  their  ailments  and 
tone  up  their  systems.  His  powders  quickly  disposed  of, 
the  orator  proceeded  to  give  his  audience  some  sound  advice 
in  the  following  strain  : 

"Are  your  children  pale,  and  your  wife  sickly,  and  you 
scarcely  right  yourself  ?  What's  the  matter  ?  I  can  tell 
you,  and  give  you  a  cure  that  costs  nothing.  Open  your 
window  at  night,  so  that  you  may  breathe  God's  fresh  air 
while  you  sleep,  and  the  bloom  will  soon  return  to  your 
children's  cheeks,  and  your  wife's  face  and  your  own  be 
brightened  with  smiles.  You  don't  need  no  doctor,  and  you 
don't  need  no  medicine  ;  all  you  want  is  fresh  air." 

Here  an  interruption  occurs,  and  an  anxious  father  asks, 
"  Wid  your  poodcrs  cure  the  kinkhoast?  " 

"  No,  my  good  man;  they  will  not  cure  whooping-cough, 
nor  will  anything  else  cure  it." 

"  Wid  they  no  help  it  ?  "  adds  the  parent. 
"No,  they  would  not;  no  more  would  a  seidlitz-powder 
cure  the  paint  blister  on  your  front  door.  No,  my  dear 
man,  the  only  thing  that  I  know  to  help  whooping-cough  is 
the  old-fashioned  cure  of  syrup  of  squills  and  ipecacuanha 
given  in  very  small  doses — very  small  doses  indeed.  .  .  ." 

He  then  proceeded  to  give  some  salutary  instruction  to 
parents  regarding  the  feeding  of  children,  with  which  even 
the  most  bigoted  medical  man  would  find  it  difficult  to 
disagree. 


Zhc  Week's  poisonings. 


EIGHT  fatalities  from  poisons  have  taken  place  during  the 
week,  one  only  being  a  misadventure.  A  labourer, 
named  O'Rorke,  employed  at  the  works  of  the  Hedworth 
Barium  Co.,  East  Jarrow,  fell  into  a  tank  containing  a  solu- 
tion of  barium  salts,  accidentally  swallowed  some  of  the 
liquid,  and  died  subsequently  from  the  effects. — Thomas 
Wiseman  (53),  a  Mexborough  carter,  poisoned  himself  with 
butyr  of  antimony.  There  were  three  suicides  with 
laudanum  :  Richard  Baxter,  a  Coleraine  linendresser ; 
William  Henry  Tranter,  a  Hastings  coal-merchant ;  and 
Emily  Sarah  Hawkins,  wife  of  a  War-office  clerk,  living  in 
Holloway. — Carbolic  acid  was  taken  with  suicidal  intent 
and  with  fatal  effect  by  Catherine  Davies,  a  domestic  servant 
at  Bootle,  and  by  Clara  Eleanor  Green,  of  Kensington. — 
George  Jones,  the  popular  huntsman  of  the  Whaddon  Chase 
Foxhounds,  who  was  under  notice  to  leave,  poisoned  himself 
with  oxalic  acid.

Biological  Chemistry. — After  Easter  the  lectures  on 
biological  chemistry  were  commenced,  at  the  Paris  Superior 
School  of  Pharmacy.  This  series  of  lectures  (the  latest 
innovation)  is  delivered  by  Dr.  Grimbert,  the  well-known 
assistant  professor  of  the  school.  The  programme  includes 
the  chemistry  of  urine  and  pathological  liquids. 

Honours  for  Pharmacists. — M.  Toraude,  who  has  just 
been  made  an  Officer  of  Public  Instruction,  is  the  young 
Colombes  pharmacist  whose  poetical  works  have  from  time 
to  time  been  noticed  in  the  C.  Jb  D. — M.  Perrot,  materia 
medica  professor  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  been 
elected  a  corresponding  member  of  the  Argentine  Society  of 
Pharmacy. 
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Pharmacists  for  Val-de-Grace. — The  limit  of  age  for 
medical  candidates  for  the  School  of  Application  of  Military 
Sanitary  Service  (Val-de-Grace)  was  raised  in  1900  to 
twenty-eight,  but  for  pharmacists  the  former  age  of  twenty- 
six  was  retained.  The  Minister  of  War  has  decided  to 
unify  the  rule,  and  pharmacists,  like  doctors,  must  now  be 
twenty-eight  years  of  age. 

A  Polyglot  Pharmacology. — The  members  of  the 
Medical  Group  of  the  Esperantists  met  at  the  Paris  Faculty 
of  Medicine  last  week  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  technical 
dictionary  of  pharmacology,  to  be  published  in  ten  lan- 
guages, including,  of  course,  the  international  tongue,  Es- 
peranto. Professor  Bouchard  presided  and  those  present 
included  Drs.  Rodet,  Rousseau,  Roblot,  Seree,  and  Borson. 
An  anatomical  vocabulary  of  anatomy  was  published  last 
year  by  this  active  group.  Each  member  corresponds  with 
a  number  of  Esperantists  abroad  on  the  subject  of  the  choice 
of  suitable  words  for  this  new  dictionary. 

First  of  May  in  Paris. — Great  preparations  were  made 
by  the  French  Government  in  view  of  a  possibility  of 
troubles  in  Paris  on  Labour  Day,  and  50,000  soldiers  were 
requisitioned  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  order  in  case 
of  need.  The  middle  and  upper  classes  in  the  city  had 
become  greatly  alarmed  and  many  had  laid  in  stocks  of 
provisions,  as  well  as  material  for  lighting  and  heating,  with 
a  view  to  eventualities.  The  fact  is  the  word  "  revolution  " 
had  been  freely  used  and  repeated  to  satiety  in  some  of  the 
newspapers.  However,  the  day  passed  off  very  quietly, 
many  shops  being  closed  and  business  being  at  a  standstill. 

Princely  Scientific  Gift. — In  a  letter  addressed  to  the 
French  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Prince  of 
Monaco  has  intimated  his  intention  of  transferring  the 
entire  Oceanographic  Institute  of  Monaco,  together  with  its 
aquarium,  laboratories,  and  collections,  to  Paris,  and  of 
offering  it  as  a  gift  to  the  French  nation.  A  special  build- 
ing is  to  be  erected  for  the  Institute  in  the  rue  Saint- 
Jacques  and  the  rue  d'Ulm,  and  the  Prince  will  set  aside 
a  sum  of  four  million  francs  (160,000/.)  for  its  main- 
tenance. The  gift  is  valued  at  400, 000/.,  and  in  trans- 
mitting the  acceptance  and  thanks  of  the  Government  for  the 
gift  the  Minister  referred  to  it  as  one  of  the  most  magnifi- 
cent ever  made  to  France. 

"Patent"  Medicines. — By  the  law  of  July  5,  1844 
(Article  3),  no  patent  can  be  taken  out  for  a  remedy  or 
pharmaceutical  composition.  The  Minister  of  Commerce 
must  therefore  refuse  to  grant  any  such  application.  But 
what  is  to  be  done  in  the  case  of  an  industrial  product,  or  a 
product  used  both  in  industry  and  pharmacy  ?  This  ques- 
tion was  raised  regarding  organic  persulphates,  a  patent 
being  demanded  for  a  process  of  manufacture.  It  would 
seem  that  to  obtain  a  patent  the  exact  nature  of  the  in- 
dustrial uses  to  which  the  product  can  be  applied  must  be 
clearly  stated  in  detail ;  it  is,  in  fact,  for  the  applicant  to 
prove  and  illustrate  the  non-pharmaceutical  nature  of  the 
product.  Interesting  decisions  on  this  point  are  those  of  the 
State  Council  (cod-liver-oil  chocolate,  April  14,  1864),  the 
Court  of  Cassation  (May  8,  1868,  Eau  de  Melisse  de  Carmes), 
(January  29,  1872,  Rigollot's  paper),  etc. 

The  New  Dispensary  Assistants'  Examination. — The 
"Assistance  Publique "  (Poor-law  Administration)  has 
just  reorganised  the  service  of  the  dispensaries  of  the  city 
of  Paris.  Henceforth  each  dispensary  will  be  managed  by 
a  qualified  pharmacist,  who  will  have  two  assistants,  both 
categories  being  alike  selected  by  competitive  examination. 
The  first  "exam."  takes  place  in  May  and  the  twenty-five 
successful  candidates  will  be  appointed  as  places  fall  vacant, 
the  salary  being  48/.  for  the  first,  52/.  for  the  second,  and 
56/.  for  the  third  year.  Candidates  must  be  between  twenty 
and  twenty-seven  years  of  age,  and  prove  they  have  passed 
the  "  first-year  "  examination  at  a  school  of  pharmacy.  The 
written  papers  will  be  upon  galenical  pharmacy,  chemistry, 
and  materia  medica  (three  hours  allowed)  ;  the  "oral"  in- 
cludes identification  of  ten  plants,  drugs,  or  chemicals,  ten 
medicaments,  and  a  "dissertation"  on  one  of  these  sub- 
stances (twenty  minutes  in  all);  and  the  "practical"  and 
final  test  (about  two  hours)  is  the  preparation  of  a  medica- 
ment. The  jury  will  consist  of  one  hospital  pharmacist, 
one  pharmacist  "  keeping  open  shop,"  and  three  dispensing 
pharmacists.

Cape  Colony. 

A  Squash  Show. — Mr.  W.  E.  Griffiths,  chemist,  Cath- 
cart  Road,  Queenstown,  C.C.,  sends  us  a  photograph  of  one 
side  of  an  exhibit  he  had  at  the  local  Agricultural  Show  of 
Griffiths'  "Ideal"  lemon  squash.  The  stand  was  four- 
sided  and  was  dressed  with  the  finest  specimens  of  the 
Colonial  fruit.  The  sight  of  the  fruit  and  the  squash  made 
the  visitors  very  thirsty  as  it  was  a  hot  and  dusty  day. 

Medical  "  Covering." — The  Cape  Medical  Council  on 
April  6  disposed  of  a  case  of  alleged  covering  of  an  un- 
licensed practitioner  by  Dr.  O'Toole,  practising  in  the 
Northern  Districts  of  the  Colony.  The  Council  decided 
that  Dr.  O'Toole  had  been  guilty  "of  infamous  and  dis- 
graceful conduct  in  a  professional  respect,"  the  decision  to 
be  conveyed  to  the  Governor-in-Council  in  the  usual  way. — 
On  April  10  an  inquiry  was  held  into  the  case  of  Dr.  John 
McMullen,  of  Cape  Town,  charged  with  having  "  covered 
and  associated  himself  "  with  two  unlicensed  dentists.  After 
hearing  the  evidence,  the  Medical  Council  adjudged  Dr. 
McMullen  guilty  of  the  charges  in  question.  Dr.  McMullen 
has  petitioned  the  Governor  to  intervene. 

Transvaal. 

The  Bi-annual  Examination  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy 
Board  for  the  granting  of  chemists'  diplomas  commences  on 
May  16.  It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  good  number  of 
candidates. 

There  have  been  Several  Cases  of  illegal  possession  of 
opium  before  the  local  Police  Courts  lately,  the  offenders  in 
all  cases  not  being  chemists.  The  Pharmacy  Board  are 
moving  in  the  matter. 

Messrs.  Brande  &  Rightouse,  Ltd.,  are  among  the  com- 
panies registered  during  March  in  the  Transvaal.  The 
capital  is  10,000/.,  and  the  company  is  formed  to  carry  on 
business  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  drug-trade.  The  head 
office  is  in  Johannesburg,  and  there  is  a  retail  branch  in 
Market  Street,  Pretoria.

Homeward. — Mr.  J.  Bliss,  Karachi,  and  Mr.  W.  Mel- 
drum  (Bathgate  &  Co.),  Calcutta,  were  passengers  on  the 
mail  that  left  Bombay  for  England  on  April  14. 

Duty  on  Opium. — At  the  High  Court,  Madras,  on 
April  12,  the  Chief  Justice  and  Mr.  Justice  Benson  disposed 
of  an  important  appeal  regarding  opium-duty.  Mr.  Cohen, 
an  opium-contractor  in  the  Cochin  State,  imported  1,120  lb. 
of  opium  from  Bombay  by  sea  into  British  Cochin  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  it  into  Native  Cochin.  He  paid  as  duty 
Rs.  700  on  each  chest  containing  140  lb.  at  Bombay.  The 
question  was  whether  he  was  bound  to  pay  any  additional 
duty  on  its  importation  into  British  Cochin,  or  whether  the 
pass  given  by  the  Bombay  opium  authorities  under  the  rules 
framed  by  the  Bombay  Government  was  a  Government  pass 
or  not  within  the  meaning  of  the  Indian  Tariff  Act.  Mr. 
Justice  Moore,  in  the  Lower  Court,  decided  that  the  pass 
issued  by  the  Bombay  Government  was  not  a  Government 
pass,  but  that  the  duty  paid  at  Bombay  was  sufficiently 
covered  by  the  certificate  granted  there.  He  held  that  the 
Government  was  wrong  in  confiscating  the  opium  and  de- 
manding the  whole  duty  in  Cochin,  and  gave  the  plaintiff 
damages  amounting  to  Rs.  12,000.  Against  this  both  the 
Government  and  the  plaintiff  appealed,  and  the  Judges  of 
Appeal  decided  that  the  pass  issued  by  the  Bombay  authori- 
ties was  a  Government  pass  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Indian  Tariff  Act,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  bound  to 
pay  any  duty  on  its  importation  into  the  Madras  Pre- 
sidency, and  that  therefore  the  confiscation  and  sale  of  the 
opium  by  Government  were  wrongful.  Their  Lordships 
therefore  decreed  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff  for  damages  to 
the  extent  of  the  whole  value  of  the  goods — viz.,  Rs.  20,160 
— with  interest  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum  from  August  15, 
1901,  up  to  date.  The  Government  was  further  ordered  to 
pay  all  costs. 
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Complaints  of  the  scarcity  of  pharmaceutical  assistants 
have  been  general  in  Germany  lately. 

Increased  Dividend: — The  Anilin  works  of  Meister, 
Lucius  &  Briming,  Ltd.,  of  Hochst,  propose  a  dividend  of 
24  per  cent.,  as  against  20  per  cent,  last  year. 

Wanted  More. — A  pharmacist  in  Marienburg,  Germany, 
has  been  arrested  for  falsifying  medical  prescriptions  by 
adding  other  medicines  to  those  ordered,  with  the  object 
of  increasing  the  price. 

Regulations  similar  to  those  adopted  by  other  Con- 
tinental countries,  regarding  the  importation  of  secret 
remedies  and  medicinal  specialities,  were  published  on  Feb- 
ruary 13  for  the  Canton  Freiburg,  in  Switzerland. 

A  Ministerial  Order  has  been  issued  in  Prussia  stating 
that  the  sale  of  medicaments  for  internal  or  external  use 
which  are  prepared  with  denatured  alcohol  is  prohibited 
even  outside  pharmacies.  The  sale  is  therefore  forbidden 
to  drug-stores  as  well  as  pharmacies. 

Under  the  New  Spanish  Customs  Tariff,  mineral 
waters  pay  25  pesetas  per  hectolitre  (five  times  the  former 
rate)  ;  "  pharmaceuticals  not  otherwise  described."  2  pesetas 
per  kilo,  (instead  of  10c.) ;  and  perfumery  containing  alcohol 
4  pesetas  per  kilo,  (instead  of  2f.  50c). 

Cuban  Duty  on  "Sparklets." — The  Cuban  "Gaceta" 
for  March  30  contains  a  circular  announcing  that  capsules 
for  the  manufacture  of  aerated  waters  (each  capsule  pro- 
ducing one  litre  of  water)  are  to  be  classified  as  "artificial 
water  in  litre  syphons,"  and  to  pay  an  import-duty  at  the 
rate  of  ^  centavo  each. 

Business  Change. — A  new  firm  has  been  started  at 
Barranquilla,  Colombia,  South  America,  under  the  style  of 
J.  H.  Gonzalez  &  Ca.,  which  has  taken  over  the  firm  of 
J.  Castellano  &  Ca.  The  firm  consists  of  Julio  A.  Castellano, 
Carlos  D.  Roca,  and  Carlos  Castellano,  and  the  pharmacy 
will  be  known  as  the  "  Farmacia  Nacional,"  the  firm  being 
also  an  importer  of  drugs,  chemicals,  etc. 

Cheaper  Spirit  Wanted. — The  Russian  Minister  of 
Finance,  says  the  "  Pharmatsevlitcheski  Journal,"  has  had 
under  consideration  the  collective  request  of  seventeen 
perfumery  establishments  in  the  towns  of  St.  Petersburg, 
Warsaw,  Moscow,  and  Riga  for  a  reduction  by  10  copecks 
per  degree  in  the  price  of  rectified  spirit,  which  they  use 
to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  50,000  poods  annually.  The 
proposal  that  such  an  allowance  should  be  made  in  view  of 
the  reduced  receipts  of  the  treasury  was  pronounced  to  be 
ill-timed  for  the  moment,  the  more  so  as  perfumery  is  a 
luxury. 

Spanish  Pharmacy. — "El  Memorandum,"  of  Barcelona, 
publishes  a  Royal  decree  issued  in  answer  to  a  petition  by 
the  President  of  the  College  of  Pharmacists  of  Almeria 
seeking  a  variation  of  the  regulation  as  to  medical  prescrip- 
tions, by  which  decree  no  pharmacist  may  make  up  prescrip- 
tions which  do  not  bear  the  number  and  class  of  the  licence 
for  which  the  prescribing  doctor  has  paid. — "  Individualism 
respects  nothing  "  laments  the  same  journal  in  noting  the 
fact  that  within  twenty-four  hours  a  substitute  was  found 
for  Professor  D.  Eugenio  Munoz  Ramos,  chief  of  the  phar- 
macy of  the  Hospital  of  Valladolid,  who  resigned  his  posi- 
tion on  professional  grounds.  '"El  Memorandum "  is  a 
constant  and  insistent  advocate  of  union  among  the  Spanish 
pharmacists. 

Wholesalers  and  Retailers. — Last  year  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Provincial  Association  of  Pharmacists  of  the  province 
of  Hanover,  Dr.  Cresfeld,  of  Blumenthal,  suggested  that, 
in  conjunction  with  the  German  Pharmaceutical  Circuits  of 
Hanover,  Oldenbourg,  Brunswick,  Lippe,  and  Bremen, 
promises  should  be  obtained  from  wholesale  firms  not  to  sell 
direct  to  sick-funds,  hospitals,  doctors,  or  to  the  public. 
All  the  districts  named  supported  this  proposal,  and  a  com- 
mittee was  formed  to  deal  with  the  matter.  Wholesalers 
were  written  to,  and  numerous  replies  were  received.  Some 
of  the  firms  agreed  without  any  conditions,  and  some  with 
reservations.  A  number  of  firms  sent  joint  replies  through 
the  Association  of  Drug  and  Chemical  Wholesalers  of  Berlin 
and  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Speciality  Manufac- 
turers of  Stettin.    It  was,  however,  agreed  that  the  replies 


of  these  two  Associations  were  unsatisfactory,  and  the  com- 
mittee therefore  recommended  those  wholesale  houses  only 
to  their  colleagues  which  had  signed  the  agreement  in- 
dividually and  unconditionally.  A  list  of  the  firms  recom- 
mended was  published  in  the  "  Apotheker  Zeitung." 

Education  for  Finnish  Pharmacists. — It  is  stated  in 
the  "  Pharmatzevtitcheski  Journal"  that  the  League  of 
Finnish  Pharmacists  has  presented  a  project  to  the  Medical 
Council  respecting  the  education  of  pharmacists.  In  this 
project  the  following  proposals  are  made  :  The  introduction 
of  a  final  examination  as  an  indispensable  condition  to  being 
admitted  as  pharmacist;  reduction  of  period  of  apprentice- 
ship to  two  years ;  introduction  of  practical  tests  (making 
up  preparations  and  prescriptions)  ;  establishment  of  an 
official  journal;  introduction  of  an  elementary  course  of 
bacteriology  (sterilisation,  disinfection,  analysis  of  water 
and  air,  diagnosis  of  the  most  serious  infectious  diseases, 
serumtherapy,  etc.);  legal  knowledge;  instruction  in  single 
and  double  entry  bookkeeping,  commercial  correspondence, 
etc.;  substitution  of  the  term  "certificated  pharmacist" 
for  that  of  "  dispenser." 

New  Spanish  Customs  Tariff. — A  new  Customs  tariff 
for  Spain  has  just  been  published  by  the  Government  of  that 
country.  Articles  I.  and  II.  of  the  Royal  Decree  accom- 
panying the  tariff  provide  that  appeals  against  its  classifica- 
tions and  rates  may  be  made  to  the  Spanish  Government  any 
time  before  the  end  of  April.  These  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Tariff  Commission  and  considered  by  the  Government  in  the 
course  of  May,  and  the  tariff,  with  such  amendments  as  may 
result  from  decisions  on  these  appeals,  is  to  come  into  force 
on  July  1.  According  to  Article  III.,  the  duties  contained 
in  the  second  column  of  the  tariff  (i.e.,  the  duties  forming 
the  minimum  tariff)  are  to  be  applicable  to  merchandise 
from  countries  where  Spanish  products  enjoy  most-favoured- 
nation treatment.  The  duties  contained  in  the  first  column 
(i.e.,  the  maximum  tariff)  are  to  be  applicable  to  the  goods 
of  all  other  countries.  Non-European  products  imported 
from  a  European  country  are  by  Article  IV.  to  be  subject  to 
special  duties.  The  Decree  provides  that  all  Customs-duties 
levied  under  the  tariff  are  to  be  paid  in  gold.  A  copy  of  the 
tariff,  in  the  original  Spanish,  may  be  seen  on  application  at 
the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Pharmacy  Concessions  in  Germany.— The  strained  rela- 
tions that  exist  between  pharmacy-owners  and  their  assis- 
tants in  Germany  have  been  the  subject  of  much  discussion 
recently.  A  Berlin  pharmacy-owner  put  forward  recently 
the  views  of  the  employer  on  the  subject.  He  pointed  out 
that  proprietors  of  pharmacies  are  unable,  owing  to  the  fixed 
prices  imposed  upon  their  goods  by  law,  to  transfer  to  their 
oustomers  any  of  the  enhanced  expense  incident  upon  grant- 
ing the  demands  of  assistants  for  higher  wages,  shorter  hours, 
longer  intervals  for  meals,  better  living-accommodation, 
payment  for  night-duties,  and  so  on.  As  to  the  prospect  of 
becoming  owners  of  pharmacies,  he  asserted  that  an  assistant 
must  wait  at  least  twenty  years  before  he  can  hope  for  a 
concession.  Moreover,  the  concession  is  obtained  by  pay- 
ment of  a  sum  which,  as  a  rule,  precludes  a  man  from 
marrying.  This  long  term  of  waiting  is  cited  as  the  cause 
of  so  many  forsaking  pharmacy  and  becoming  druggists.  If 
pharmacists'  assistants  were  as  adequately  remunerated  as 
employes  in  mercantile  and  manufacturing  establishments, 
the  Berlin  owner  admits  that  more  men  would  remain  in 
pharmacy,  and  proprietors  would  have  less  trouble  in  secur- 
ing suitable  assistants.  But  it  would  be  impossible  for 
owners  with  heavily  mortgaged  pharmacies,  as  is  frequently 
the  case,  to  assume  any  additional  financial  burden.  The 
Government  grants  new  concessions  but  slowly — in  fact, 
only  six  new  pharmacies  have  been  authorised  in  the  whole 
of  Prussia  during  the  past  quarter.  The  interests  of  assis- 
tants waiting  for  concessions  are  directly  opposed  to  those 
of  employers.  He  referred  to  the  formation  several  months 
ago  of  an  Association  of  Employed  Pharmacists,  and  to  tho 
fact  that  a  similar  association  has  existed  for  twenty  years 
in  the  German  Pharmaceutical  Association.  The  last-named 
Association  was  instrumental  in  bringing  about  the  change 
in  the  law  whereby  new  concessions  can  no  longer  be  sold, 
but  fall  out  with  the  death  of  the  holders,  and  the  Associa- 
tion is  now  endeavouring  to  secure  an  extension  so  that  this 
impossibility  of  sale  may  be  made  applicable  to  all 
pharmacies. 
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Prescription-writing. — Of  the  many  Bills  affecting 
pharmaceutical  interests  which  have  appeared  during 
recent  weeks,  one  in  the  National  Congress  in  Washington, 
and  another  in  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina,  would 
compel  all  prescriptions  to  be  written  in  plain,  everyday, 
ordinary  English. 

Dr.  Albert  Schneider,  a  well-known  pharmacognosist, 
for  many  years  a  prominent  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
North-Western  School  of  Pharmacy  in  Chicago,  and  lately 
on  the  teaching  staff  of  the  California  College  of  Pharmacy 
in  San  Francisco,  has  recently  left  the  United  States  proper 
for  Hawaii,  where  he  is  to  act  as  chemist  with  a  prominent 
firm. 

Anti-narcotic  Legislation  is  to  the  fore.  Three  Bills 
to  regulate  the  narcotic  traffic  have  been  introduced  into  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  and  two  into  the  New  York  body. 
In  Ohio  the  model  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
Anti-narcotic  Bill  has  been  presented.  Doubtless  this  legis- 
lative season  will  witness  at  least  four  or  five  new  statutes. 
They  are  needed. 

The  Boston  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  the  local 
branch  of  the  N.A.R.D.,  has  just  taken  a  novel  step  in  in- 
corporating itself.  The  idea  is  to  make  the  corporation, 
instead  of  the  individual  members  of  it,  financially  respon- 
sible in  case  any  anti-conspiracy  actions  or  claims  for 
damages  are  brought  by  cutters  because  of  the  operations  of 
the  anti-cutting  plans  of  the  N.A.R.D.  and  the  B.A.R.D. 
The  recent  Loder  suit  in  Philadelphia  was  brought  against 
certain  members  of  the  local  Association,  and  it  was  feared 
then,  and  is  feared  yet,  that  they  may  as  individuals  be 
responsible  for  any  damages  that  may  be  ultimately 
awarded. 

The  Trend  of  Professionalism. — One  of  the  prominent 
professional  pharmacists  of  the  United  States  is  Dr.  Willis 
G.  Gregory,  of  Buffalo.  Dr.  Gregory  is  a  member  of  the 
Revision  Committee  of  the  U.S. P.,  a  member  and  ex-Pre- 
sident of  the  New  York  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  a  member 
and  ex-President  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
He  has  had  for  twenty  years  a  very  prosperous  pharmacy 
on  one  of  the  main  streets  of  his  city.  It  is  now  to  be 
noted  that  Dr.  Gregory  has  sold  out  his  pharmacy  to  a 
big  cutting  drug-store  in  the  city,  and  has  furthermore  con- 
tracted to  give  the  firm  his  services  as  manager  of  the  pre- 
scription and  dispensing  departments. 

A  Coming  Man.— Mr.  Charles  LaWall  has  been  appointed 
Associate  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phar- 
macy to  the  Philadelphia  College 
of  Pharmacy.  The  department 
will  remain  in  the  chair  of  Pro- 
fessor Joseph  P.  Remington  as 
heretofore,  Mr.  LaWall  con- 
tinuing his  duties  as  assistant  to 
Professor  Remington  for  the  first- 
year  and  third-year  lectures. 
Mr.  LaWall  (whose  portrait  we 
give)  has  been  prominent  in  col- 
lege and  student  circles  since  his 
graduation.  Up  till  October  1903 
he  was  connected  with  the  analyti- 
cal laboratories  of  the  Smith, 
Kline  &  French  Co.,  resigning  at 
that  time  to  become  the  assistant 
of  Professor  Remington.  He  has 
also  been  associated  with  Dr.  Henry  Leffmann  in  the  latter's 
private  laboratory,  and  with  him  is  the  joint  author  of  a 
work  on  organic  chemistry. 

N.A.R.D.  Rocks.— One  of  the  most  ominous  develop- 
ments for  the  N.A.R.D.  is  the  introduction  of  a  resolution 
into  the  national  Congress  at  Washington  providing  for  an 
investigation  into  the  acts  of  the  so-called  "  drug  trust" — 
the  tripartite  arrangement  between  the  Proprietary  Asso- 
ciation of  America,  the  National  Wholesale  Druggists 
Association,  and  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Drug 
gists  for  the  prevention  of  cutting  prices  on  patent  medi 
cines.  The  resolution  has  not  yet  been  adopted  ;  but  if  it  is 
the  whole  N.A.R.D.  history  of  recent  years  will  be  investi

gated  in  a  manner  which  will  probably  do  the  cause  more 
harm  in  the  public  eye  than  the  rather  disastrous  Loder 
suit  of  two  or  three  months  ago.  The  latter,  by  the  way, 
is  the  subject  of  an  appeal  in  the  upper  Courts,  which  is  still 
pending.   

Canafcian  IRotcs. 


The  Reciprocity  Clause  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  at  present  before  the  House  of  Lords  is  welcomed  in 
Canada  as  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  result,  it  is 
said,  will  be  in  the  interests  of  British  licentiates  who  may  be 
thinking  of  settling  in  Canada. 

A  Druggist-photographer. — In  connection  with  the 
recent  tour  of  Prince  Arthur  of  Connaught  in  Canada,  Mr. 
George  Langley,  of  Morison  &  Co.,  druggists,  Victoria, 
B.C.,  was  appointed  official  photographer  for  the  Prince's 
party  en  route  to  Ottawa.  Mr.  Langley  left  with  the  Royal 
party  on  March  31. 

Mr.  George  A.  Sheriff,  who  married  a  daughter  of  the 
late  Senator  Fulford  a  few  months  ago,  died  in  the  hospital 
of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  Brockville,  on  March  9.  Mr. 
Sheriff  had  been  identified  with  the  Williams  Pink  Pill 
Manufacturing  Co.  (founded  by  the  late  senator)  since  the 
death  of  Mr.  Fulford. 

Appreciated. — Mr.  Henry  Miles,  head  of  the  Leeming- 
Miles  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists  and  patent-medicine 
vendors,  Montreal,  was  presented  last  month  with  a  silver- 
fitted  leather  travelling-case  and  an  illuminated  address 
signed  by  every  employe  on  the  staff  of  the  company.  The 
presentation  was  made  on  the  eve  of  the  departure  of  Mr. 
Miles  for  a  holiday  in  Europe. 

The  British  Columbia  Patent-medicine  Bill  has  been 
shelved.  It  was  generally  regarded,  even  among  the  phar- 
macists of  the  province,  as  being  unnecessarily  stringent, 
and  not  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  majority  of 
the  medical  profession.  The  fact  that  proprietary-medicine 
legislation  is  in  progress  at  Ottawa  has  likewise  had  some 
share  in  postponing  consideration  of  the  question. 

A  New  Pharmacy  Act. — A  convention  of  Alberta  drug- 
gists was  held  at  Red  Deer  on  March  1,  the  object  of  the 
meeting  being  to  draft  a  Pharmacy  Act  for  the  Province  of 
Alberta.  Mr.  Gatz,  of  Red  Deer,  was  Chairman,  Mr.  Grey- 
don,  of  Edmonton,  acted  as  Secretary,  and  the  convention 
was  well  attended.  The  Pharmacy  Acts  and  by-laws  of 
Ontario,  British  Columbia,  and  the  North-West  Territories 
were  reviewed,  and  from  them  a  new  Act  for  the  Province 
was  drawn  up,  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Provincial 
Legislature. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  the  North-West  Territories  was  held  on 
March  21  and  22,  the  meeting  being  called  before  the  usual 
time  in  order  to  wind  up  the  business  of  the  old  Association 
before  the  new  Act  becomes  law  in  Alberta. 

The  Anti-company  Bill. — The  Bill  prepared  by  the 
Council  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  and  introduced 
into  the  Legislature,  to  which  allusion  has  been  made  in 
previous  issues,  passed  its  second  reading  on  April  11.  The 
clause  which  has  aroused  considerable  opposition  is  as 
follows  : 

And  no  company  incorporated  under  any  of  the  Acts  in 
force  regulating  joint-stock  companies  shall  sell  or  keep 
open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding 
poisons,  drugs,  or  medicines  as  aforesaid,  or  sell  or  attempt 
to  sell  any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  Schedule  A  to  this 
Act,  unless  a  majority  of  the  directors  thereof  are  duly  re- 
gistered as  pharmaceutical  chemists  or  chemists  and  drug- 
gists under  this  Act,  and  unless  one  of  such  directors  shall 
personally  manage  and  conduct  such  shop,  and  shall  have 
his  name  and  certificate  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  posi- 
tion in  the  shop;  and  no  person  not  so  registered  as  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  shail  in  any 
way  interfere  with  or  take  part  in  the  management  and 
conduct  of  such  shop,  and  no  such  company  shall  adopt  or 
use  as  part  of  its  corporate  name,  the  name  of  a  person  not 
duly  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist  under  this  Act ;  and  anything  which  would  be  an 
offence  by  each  of  such  registered  directors,  and  by  such 
company,  and  the  prosecution  of  any  one  of  them  shall  not 
be  a  bar  to  the  prosecution  of  the  others. 

This  is  a  step  beyond  the  British  Pharmacy  Bill. 
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THE  public  work  at  Wednesday's  meeting  occupied  a 
little  over  an  hour,  but  the  annual  report  necessitated 
much  consideration  in  committee.  A  resolution  placing 
on  record  the  Society's  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
late  Mr.  E.  Northway  Butt  was  passed,  on  the  motion  of  the 
President — the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Atkins,  Mr.  Carteighe,  and 
Mr.  Cooper  supporting  the  resolution.  Mr.  Butt  has  be- 
queathed 2,000/.  to  be  Benevolent  Funds  of  the  Society,  and 
other  legacies  amounting  to  300/.  have  been  received  from 
the  estates  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Dew  and  Mr.  Horace 
Thomas.  The  President  reported  on  his  visit  to  Edin- 
burgh, and  evidently  appreciates  the  reception  given  to  him 
by  the  members  in  Scotland.  The  annual  report  of  the 
Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  was  received  and 
entered  on  the  minutes.  The  Pereira  Medal  has  this  year 
been  won  by  Mr.  P.  A.  W.  Selfe.  The  President  had 
nothing  further  to  add  in  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Bills. 
The  annual  report  of  the  Council  is  printed  in  full  on 
pp.  685-7. 


The  meeting  was  held  on  May  2,  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  there  being  present  the  President  (Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson),  Vice-President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young),  Treasurer 
(Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and  Messrs.  S.  R.  Atkins,  A.  S.  Camp- 
kin,  M.  Carteighe,  A.  Cooper,  W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie, 
W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gift'ord,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F.  Harrington, 
A.  E.  Hobbs,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  A.  Southall, 
C.  Symes,  and  A.  C.  Wootton. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  taken  as  read, 
and  passed. 

Personal. 

The  President  congratulated  Mr.  Newsholme  on  his  re- 
storation to  health  and  upon  his  appointment  on  the  com- 
mission of  the  peace  for  Sheffield. 

The  letter  of  introduction  brought  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Wool- 
nough,  the  President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria, 
was  read,  and  the  President  mentioned  that  facilities  had 
been  afforded  to  Mr.  Woolnough  of  seeing  the  way  the 
examinations  are  conducted. 

The  President  next  referred  to  the  motor-accident  that 
had  befallen  Mr.  Idris,  M.P.,  and  the  Vice-President 
moved  that  a  resolution  expressing  sympathy  be  conveyed 
to  Mr.  Idris.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Atkins,  and 
carried. 

The  Late  Mr.  Butt. 

The  President  then  read  a  statement  as  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  E.  Northway  Butt,  which  occurred  on  April  18.  Mr. 
Butt  was  a  member  of  the  Council  from  1881  to  1886  and 
1886  to  1887,  and  acted  as  one  of  the  Society's  auditors 
from  1897  to  1903.  He  was  identified  with  the  progress  of 
the  Benevolent  Fund  as  a  subscriber  and  donor,  and  as 
chairman  of  the  scrutineers  at  the  annual  election  of  annui- 
tants. Mr.  Butt  was  also  interested  in  pharmaceutical  re- 
search. By  his  will  he  has  left  1,500/.  to  the  Benevolent  Fund 
and  500/.  to  the  Orphan  Fund.  .He  was  a  man  of  sterling 
qualities,  who  held  strong  opinions — for  which,  however, 
added  the  President,  a  man  is  no  worse  if  he  knows  when 
to  give  up  a  position  that  is  untenable.  The  funeral  at 
Thatchani  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  people.  The 
President  moved  a  resolution  placing  on  record  appreciation 
of  Mr.  Butt's  services  to  the  Society. 

The  Vice-President  seconded. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  he  had  had  the  privilege  of  Mr. 
Butt's  friendship  for  a  great  number  of  years.  He  (Mr. 
Carteighe)  was  probably  one  of  Mr.  Butt's  first  friends  when 
he  came  to  London  from  a  country  business.  Mr.  Butt's  life 
was  unique.  He  was  an  only  child,  which  may  have  ac- 
counted for  some  of  the  strong  personal  views  he  held.  His 
heart  was  always  good,  although  on  the  surface  there  ap- 
peared to  be  a  want  of  sympathy  in  his  nature.  Mr.  Butt 
was  very  anxious  to  be  an  engineer;  he  was  not  allowed 
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to  follow  his  bent,  but  was  apprenticed  to  a  well-known 
man  who  was  more  a  chemist  than  a  pharmacist.  This 
apprentice-master,  Mr.  Simpson,  belonged  to  a  small  group 
of  men  which  included  Morson  and  Bullock,  who  carried  on 
business  under  the  name  of  operative  chemists.    Mr.  Butt 
was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  Simpson  before  he  (Mr.  Simpson) 
was  in  partnership  with  other  distinguished  persons.  The 
business  was  in  ^Newington  Road,  and  the  shop  and  labora- 
tory were  well  known  in  that  part  of  London  to  all  those  who 
desired  physical  and  chemical  apparatus.    It  was  there 
that  Mr.  Butt  learnt  much  of  the  practical  side  of  chemistry 
and  a  fair  amount  of  pharmacy.    He  afterwards  became  an 
extremely  good  operator,  being  aided  by  his  engineering 
and  mechanical  skill.    During  his  apprenticeship  Mr.  Butt, 
came  into  contact  with  many  distinguished  men,  such  as 
Abel  and  Bloxam.  An  anecdote  is  told  of  Abel  taking  enough 
fulminate  of  mercury  with  him  in  a  first-class  railway- 
carriage  to  blow  up  the  whole  train,  as  the  railway  com- 
pany would  not  take  that  chemical  at  any  price.    Mr.  Butt 
seemed  to  take  a  dislike  to  the  class  of  work  done  at  Simp- 
son's shop,  and  got  out  of  touch  with  the  group  of  chemists 
who  frequented  that  laboratory.    Mr.  Simpson  afterwards 
took  a  partner,  Maul,  and  to  them  was  apprenticed  a  young 
man  named  Nicholson,  who  discovered  magenta,  a  colour 
that  excited  as  much  discussion  as  the  previous  discovery 
by  Perkin  of  mauve.    Nicholson  appealed  to  his  old  masters 
to  help  him  in  working  his  discovery,  and  a  very  profitable 
partnership — Simpson,  Maul  &  Nicholson — resulted.  Mr. 
Butt  at  the  end  of  his  apprenticeship  took  a  position  with 
Squire,  and  then  settled  down  in  the  country  and  became  a 
humdrum  pharmacist.    The  surroundings  were  not  quite 
adapted  for  one  who  was  accustomed  to  associating  with 
keen  business-men.    He  afterwards  came  to  London,  and 
his  father  died,  leaving  him  a  modest  little  property,  from 
which  and  from  his  business  he  made  a  comfortable  com- 
petence.   Mr.  Bowen  joined  him  in  partnership  in  the  busi- 
ness known  as  Jolley  &  Co.,  Mayfair.    In  due  course  Mr. 
Butt  retired  in  favour  of  his  partner.    Not  much  of  Mr. 
Butt's  competency  came  to  him  out  of  pharmacy,  most  of  it 
being  the  result  of  the  application  of  his  great  financial 
ability.    He  would  have  made  a  good  stockbroker,  as  he 
knew  the  financial  position  of  every  country  in  the  world 
and  studied  the  "  Economist  "  at  a  time  when  it  was  the  only 
financial  paper.    Mr.  Butt  was  always  anxious  to  do  good, 
and  has  clone  so  out  of  his  income  to  a  considerable  extent. 
After  the  death  of  his  wife,  some  six  years  ago,  Mr.  Butt 
began  to  feel  symptoms  of  an  internal  complaint,  which, 
however,  did  not  develop  till  the  last  few  weeks  of  his  life. 
He  had  for  years  suffered  from  a  weak  chest,  and  his  bodily 
activity  was  not  in  proportion  to  his  mental  energy.  His 
death  occurred  from  pneumonia  a  fortnight  after  liis  return 
from  Italy,  where  he  had  been  wintering  to  avoid  the 
English  climate.    The  fact  that  Mr.  Butt  was  the  victim  of 
much  suffering  may  have  made  a  lovable  man  appear  less 
lovable  than  he  really  was. 

Mr.  Atkins,  as  Chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee and  an  old  friend  of  Mr.  Butt,  asked  permission  to 
support  the  resolution.  The  princely  sum  of  2,000/.  which 
Mr.  Butt  has  left  to  the  benevolent  funds  is  a  splendid 
tribute  to  his  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  He 
had  also  during  his  life  given  donations  amounting  to  210/., 
and  for  many  years  a  subscription  of  fifteen  guineas.  He 
(Mr.  Atkins)  only  once  had  a  passage  of  arms  with  Mr.  Butt, 
when  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  speak  strongly  on  a  certain 
matter;  but,  meeting  him  a  few  minutes  afterwards,  Mr. 
Butt  held  out  his  hand  and  said,  "  That  won't  interfere  with 
our  friendship." 

The  Treasurer  said  he  wished  to  associate  himself  with 
the  resolution,  having  known  Mr.  Butt  for  a  great  many 
years.  He  was  a  most  assiduous  worker  on  the  Council  and 
his  great  knowledge  of  finance  made  him  a  source  of 
strength. 

Mr.  CoorER  spoke  as  a  friend  who  had  known  Mr.  Butt 
since  1860,  and  said  he  should  always  cherish  the  memory 
of  his  kind  and  genial  nature. 

Mr.  Carteighe  added  that  it  was  through  Mr.  Butt  that 
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the  funds  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  were  reinvested  some 
years  ago  so  that  instead  of  yielding  3  per  cent,  the  interest 
lias  become  considerably  over  4  per  cent,  with  the  right  of 
reversion. 

The  resolution  was  then  put,  and  carried  unanimously,  all 
the  councillors  up  standing. 

Elections. 

A  number  of  members  and  student-associates  were  elected 
and  several  persons  restored  to  their  former  position  in  the 
Society.  One  name  was  restored  to  the  register,  the 
required  declaration  having  been  made. 

Finance. 

Mr.  Harrington,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, presented  the  report  of  the  committee  and  moved  its 
adoption.    The  receipts  during  the  month  were  :

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which  the  Chairman, 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
that  eleven  cases  were  considered.  Of  these  six  were  re- 
lieved, and  the  others  declined  or  deferred.  A  sum  of  91/ 
was  granted  in  relief  of  the  applicants. 

Mr.  Cross  mentioned  that  Ruby  Victoria  James,  aged 
nine,  daughter  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  who  died  recently, 
is  a  candidate  for  admission  into  the  London  Orphan 
Asylum  at  Watford.  He  asked  that  chemists  who  are  able 
to  influence  votes  will  do  so  on  behalf  of  this  orphan. 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

L.,  M.,  S.  and  H.  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  contained,  among  other  items,  the  information 
that  Messrs.  Parkinson's  monthly  bill  amounted  to 
19/.  O.s.  4(/.,  and  Mr.  Nettley's,  for  overhauling  the  elec- 
trical fittings,  came  to  17/.  Professor  Crossley  was  given 
permission  to  accept  the  position  of  external  examiner  for 
the  Final  examination  in  Pure  and  Applied  Chemistry  in  the 
Faculty  of  Technology  at  the  University  of  Manchester  for 
three  years.  The  Secretary  is  to  obtain  a  sketch  of  a  smaller 
certificate  of  membership  and  submit  it  to  the  next  meetino- 
of  the  committee. 

The  Treasurer,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  moved 


the  adoption  of  the  report,  and,  Mr.  Carteighe  having 
seconded  the  resolution,  the  report  was  adopted. 

General  Purposes  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  committee  referred  to  the  recent  visit 
of  the  President  to  the  North  British  Branch  and  recom- 
mended that  the  salary  of  the  Assistant-Secretary  in  Scot- 
land be  increased  from  250/.  to  275/.,  and  that  of  his  assistant 
from  110/.  to  150/.  by  yearly  increments  of  10/.  The 
committee  also  reported  that  it  was  not  feasible  for  the 
Council  to  undertake  the  organisation  of  the  scheme  of  cut- 
patient  prescriptions  suggested  by  the  London  Chemists' 
Association.  The  changes  in  the  Poison  Schedule  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  which  the  committee  are  pre- 
pared to  recommend  were  also  considered. 

The  President  gave  some  further  details  of  his  visit  to 
Scotland,  and  in  regard  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
said  that  he  had  nothing  to  say  except  that  the  report 
stage  would  come  on  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday,  and 
that  every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  lay  the  views  of  the 
Society  before  the  Lords. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Diplomas  were  granted  to  the  pharmaceutical  chemists 
who  recently  passed  the  Major  examination. 

Report  of  Examinations. 

The  report  on  the  recent  examinations  showed  that  in 
England  and  Wales  there  were  33  Major  candidates,  and  of 
these  16  passed ;  for  the  Minor  there  were  234  candidates, 
and  77  passed.  In  Scotland  of  the  4  Major  candidates 
1  passed,  and  of  108  Minor  candidates  42  passed.  The  certi- 
ficates of  110  persons  desirous  of  registration  as  apprentices 
or  students  were  approved. 

The  President  said  he  was  sorry  to  see  the  large  pro- 
portion of  failures  in  the  examinations  :  it  showed  the  need 
for  better  training. 

Pereira  Medal  Competition. 
The  report  of  the  examiners  on  the  Pereira  Medal  com- 
petition stated  that  ten  candidates  competed,  and  that  three 
did  exceedingly  well  in  all  subjects.  As  a  result  the 
examiners  (Professor  Traill,  Dr.  Coull,  and  Mr.  Boa)  re- 
commend the  following  awards  :

The  Council  approved  these  awards,  and  passed  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  examiners. 

N.B.  Branch. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British 
Branch  was  submitted  and  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the 
minutes.  This  report  was  a  review  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year,  and  included  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
Conference  in  Edinburgh  on  April  12.  The  membership 
in  Scotland  is  now  712,  an  increase  of  25  on  the  previous 
year. 

Miscellaneous. 

Mr.  P.  C.  Brett  was  appointed  Divisional  Secretary  for 
South  Somerset,  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Russell  for  Greenock. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Fair  and  Mr.  Pinches  were  appointed 
examiners  for  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  scholarships 
examination,  to  be  held  in  June  next. 

The  correspondence  included  resolutions  from  Halifax, 
Cambridge,  Harrogate,  Guildford,  West  Ham,  Barnsley, 
and  Edinburgh  in  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Bills. 

From  the  Peterborough  Chemists'  Association  came  a 
suggestion  to  appoint  Benevolent  Fund  stewards  in  each 
town,  a  proposal  which  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  are 
to  consider. 

The  Council  then  went  into  committee  to  consider  the 
annual  report,  which  was  finally  passed  in  the  following 
form  : 

THE  SIXTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 
In  submitting  the  sixty-fifth  annual  report  and  financial 
statement  the  Council  has  the  gratification  of  recording  that 
during  the  year  under  review  the  membership  of  the  Society 
has  attained  a  level  which  it  has  not  hitherto  reached  since  its 
foundation.  The  number  of  persons  enrolled  as  members  was 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  6,226.  The  amount  received  from 
annual  subscriptions,  however,  was  not  so  large  as  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  but  this  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  list  of 
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life  members  has  been  very  materially  increased  during  the 
past  few  years. 

The  fees  received  on  account  of  examinations  have  been  less 
owing  to  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  candidates.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  expenditure  of  the  Society  has  been  somewhat 
less,  and,  in  consequence,  the  net  result  is  that  the  financial 
statement  this  year  is  more  satisfactory. 

Examinations. 

There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  entries  for 
the  qualifying  examination  in  1905,  and  only  1,298  candidates 
submitted  themselves  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  468 
were  successful,  and  the  percentage  of  rejections  was  conse- 
quently 63.95 — a  proportion  rather  above  the  normal.  The 
figures  for  1904  were  1,510  entries  and  61.33  per  cent,  of  re- 
jections. 

For  the  Major  examinations  84  candidates  were  examined 
and  48,  or  57.14  per  cent.,  were  successful.  Both  the  entries 
and  the  percentage  of  passes  are  normal. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  certificates  in  preliminary 
knowledge  were  accepted  for  registration  under  the  by-laws. 
Since  1900,  when  the  Preliminary  examination  of  the  Society 
was  discontinued,  the  annual  registrations  of  "  apprentices  or 
students"  have  been  70,  116,  194,  221,  and  239;  and  it  is  addi- 
tionally interesting  to  record  that  during  the  first  quarter  of 
the  present  year  no  fewer  than  110  registrations  have  taken 
place. 

The  Visitors  on  behalf  of  the  Privy  Council  who  have 
attended  the  examinations  in  London  and  in  Edinburgh  have 
both  expressed  in  their  reports  to  the  Government  their 
perfect  satisfaction  with  the  conduct  of  the  statutory  examina- 
tions. 

Evening  Meetings. 

The  Council  has  been  able  to  maintain  a  full  session  of  the 
evening  scientific  meetings  both  in  London  and  in  Edinburgh, 
and  the  papers  contributed  have  been  full  of  interest  and 
usefulness.    The  following  subjects  have  been  dealt  with:

In  place  of  the  January  meeting  in  London,  which  during 
the  last  two  or  three  years  has  been  of  a  special  educational 
character,  the  President  held  a  reception  of  the  members  of 
the  Society  in  the  Examination-hall  on  January  16,  and  this 
very  successful  function  was  much  appreciated  by  those  who 
were  able  to  accept  the  President's  invitation. 

The  School. 

The  Dean  of  the  School,  Professor  A.  W.  Crossley,  has  re- 
ported that  all  departments  of  the  School  are  in  an  efficient 
condition,  and  that  the  educational  work  of  the  Society  is 
being  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Tho  number  of  students  who  have  attended  the  School 
during  the  session  has  been  rather  larger  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding session,  and  their  progress  has  been  very  gratifying  in 
most  instances. 

The  Council  has  carefully  seen  that  the  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances in  connection  with  the  teaching  work  have  been 
properly  maintained,  and  it  may  be  confidently  claimed  that 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Society  is  a  model  of  what  an 
educational  establishment  in  pharmaceutical  technics  should 
be.  This  fact  has  been  already  widely  recognised  by  educa- 
tional bodies  outside  pharmacy,  and  a  further  recognition  has 
now  to  be  recorded  in  the  acceptance  of  the  school  course  in 
botany  in  connection  with  the  Intermediate  Science  examina- 
tion of  the  London  University. 


Library  and  Museum. 
The  Library  and  Museum  have  both  been  largely  added  to 
by  purchase  and  donation  during  the  year.  A  new  edition  of 
tho  library  catalogue  has  been  compiled  and  issued  for  the 
use  of  members  and  students,  and  space  has  been  made  for 
the  constantly  accruing  additions  to  the  Society's  collections 
by  removing  the  more  obsolete  works  and  specimens,  and 
systematically  eliminating  duplicates.  Arrangements  are  in 
progress  for  presenting  in  convenient  form  at  the  end  of  each 
year  an  explanatory  report  on  the  additions  to  the  Museum 
during  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

Organisation. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  continued  to  give 
much  attention  to  the  organisation  work  of  the  Society.  Very- 
successful  meetings  have  been  held  in  various  centres,  and 
excellent  results  have  been  obtained  in  strengthening  and  co- 
ordinating the  various  interests  concerned,  a  work  to  which 
the  Council  attaches  much  importance. 

Legal. 

Four  hundred  and  seventy-five  cases  of  alleged  infringe- 
ments of  the  Pharmacy  Act  were  investigated  during  the 
year,  and  proceedings  were  instituted  in  162  cases.  No  special 
features  were  presented  in  the  cases  proceeded  against,  but  a 
number  of  the  summonses  could  not  be  served.  In  a  number 
of  other  cases  it  was  found  that  the  article  purchased  did  not 
contain  the  poison  it  was  represented  to  contain  as  an  in- 
gredient, and  there  was  consequently  no  evidence  to  present 
to  a  Court  of  Law.  No  fewer  than  22  cases  of  deliberate 
falsification  of  this  kind  were  met  with  during  the  year,  and 
no  proceedings  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  could  be  taken 
against  the  offenders.  The  Council  has  taken  an  opportunity 
of  directing  the  attention  of  the  Privy  Council  to  the  amount 
of  prejudice  and  danger  to  the  public  occasioned  by  the  traffic 
in  spurious  medicinal  preparations  by  unqualified  dealers. 

Parliamentary. 
The  dissolution  of  Parliament  and  the  consequent  General 
Election  that  took  place  in  January  afforded  the  Council  an 
opportunity  of  bringing  prominently  before  candidates  for 
election  in  Great  Britain  the  urgent  necessity  for  amendment 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  Through  the  Committee  on  Organisa- 
tion and  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  a 
systematic  process  of  interviewing  candidates  was  arranged 
and  carried  out  with  excellent  results.  The  practical  value  of 
the  organising  agency  of  the  Society  has  never  been  more 
emphatically  illustrated  than  in  the  fact  that  during  a  period 
of  three  weeks  more  or  less  definite  expressions  of  opinion  on 
pharmacy  legislation  were  obtained  from  more  than  five 
hundred  Parliamentary  candidates  for  British  constituencies, 
and  in  all  but  a  few  cases  the  views  recorded  were  favourable 
to  the  preservation  of  the  main  principles  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts.  A  full  report  of  the  work  done  and  the  results  accom- 
plished is  published  in  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal"  for 
February  10,  1906  (p.  139),  and  it  will  be  gathered  therefrom 
that  no  fewer  than  330  members  of  the  present  House  of  Com- 
mons have  promised  to  support  an  alteration  of  the  law  on  the 
basis  of  the  Bills  promoted  by  the  Council  during  the  last  two 
Sessions.  This  fact,  coupled  with  the  fortunate  circumstance 
of  the  election  to  the  House  of  two  pharmacists  in  the  persons 
of  Mr.  R.  Winfrey  and  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  inspires  the  hope 
that  some  progress  may  be  made  during  the  present  Session 
towards  the  removal  of  some  of  the  anomalies  that  have  arisen 
since  1880. 

On  February  28  Mr.  Winfrey  introduced  into  tho  House  of 
Commons  the  draft  Pharmacy  Bill  which  had  been  approved 
by  tho  Council  after  revision  by  a  Parliamentary  draftsman. 
Its  supporters  are  Mr.  Idris,  Sir  Henry  Kimber,  Mr.  Hen- 
niker-Heaton,  Mr.  James  Gibb,  Mr.  Remnant,  Mr.  Ellis 
Griffith,  Mr.  Will  Crooks,  Mr.  Cowan,  Mr.  Gulland,  and  Mr. 
O'Malley,  and  it  was  fortunate  enough  to  secure  a  few 
moments'  discussion  before  midnight  on  March  14.  No  sub- 
sequent opportunity  has  presented  itself  for  resuming  the 
debate  then  interrupted  by  the  rules  of  Parliamentary  pro- 
cedure. 

In  the  meantime  a  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  had  been 
introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  by  the  Lord  President  of 
the  Privy  Council  purporting  to  effect  the  following  altera- 
tions in  the  law:  (a)  To  establish  a  class  of  non-pharmaceu- 
tical licensees  to  sell  certain  poisonous  substances  for  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  use;  (b)  to  require  branch  shops  in 
which  the  business  of  a  chemist  is  carried  on  to  be  conducted 
by  duly  qualified  persons;  (c)  to  bring  companies  within  the 
law  as  applicable  to  individuals ;  (d)  to  empower  the  Council 
to  impose  courses  of  study  in  connection  with  the  qualifying 
examination,  and  (e)  to  place  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  the 
mineral  acids  and  other  purely  trade  substances  of  a 
dangerous  nature  without  limiting  the  class  of  vendors.  A 
special  meeting  of  the  Council  was  convened  to  consider  the 
Bill,  and  after  careful  consideration  the  President  waa 
authorised  to  submit  to  the  Lord  President  on  behalf  of  the 
Society  certain  amendments,  and  to  represent  the  strong 
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feeling  among  chemists  in  regard  to  the  proposal  to  allow 
companies  to  employ  the  personal  title  of  their  employees. 
In  the  result,  the  Lord  President  consented  to  accept  some  of 
the  amendments  suggested,  and  in  regard  to  the  use  of  title 
"  chemist  "  by  corporate  bodies,  has  conceded  that  only  com- 
panies using  such  titles  before  April  1  should  be  permitted  to 
continue  the  use.  Further  representation  has,  however,  con- 
vinced his  Lordship  that  even  this  legalised  user  is  a  depar- 
ture from  principle,  and  should  be  restricted  to  a  definite 
term,  hence  it  is  hoped  that  before  the  Bill  leaves  the  House 
of  Lords  a  clause  fixing  a  reasonable  time  limit  will  be  in- 
serted. 

The  Council  feels  that  if  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council 
is  able  to  carry  out  his  intentions,  and  will  modify  the  Govern- 
ment Bill  in  the  directions  that  have  been  indicated  to  him,  it 
would  become  a  measure  that  registered  chemists  and  drug- 
gists should  not  resist. 

The  Council  is  glad  to  acknowledge  its  indebtedness  to  Mr. 
Winfrey  and  Mr.  Idris  for  their  untiring  efforts  to  promote 
the  success  of  the  work  of  the  President  and  his  colleagues,  as 
well  as  for  their  sacrifice  of  time  and  trouble  in  watching  the 
chances  of  the  Society's  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

North  British  Branch. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch 
shows  that  the  work  of  the  Society  in  the  North  is  satisfac- 
torily conducted,  and  that  continued  interest  is  manifested 
in  all  branches  of  the  Society's  work. 

Journal. 

The  Council  has  the  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
numerous  expressions  of  satisfaction  from  the  members  of  the 
Society  regarding  the  developments  of  the  Society's  journal ; 
particular  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  journal  staff 
in  the  production  of  the  "  Chemists'  Annual "  and  the 
"  Students'  Pocket  Note-book  "  have  also  been  generally  ex- 
pressed. 

The  hopes  and  expectations  formed  last  year  that  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  journal  might  be  made 
have  been  justified,  and  a  considerable  saving  has  been 
effected.  There  is  reason  for  the  belief  that  still  further 
economies  may  be  possible  in  future  without  in  any  degree 
endangering  the  progressive  policy  of  rational  development 
which  the  Council  has  followed  confidently  during  the  past 
few  years.

British  pharmaceutical  Conference. 


A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square  on  Tuesday,  April  24.  Present  : 
Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor  (President),  in  the  chair;  Messrs. 
Barclay,  Holmes,  Martin,  and  Ransom  (Vice-Presidents), 
J.  C.  Umney  (Hon.  Treasurer),  Peck  and  White  (Hon. 
Secretaries),  Alcock,  Gadd,  Gerrard,  Howard,  and  Thomp- 
son. 

_  The  Financial  Position  of  the  Conference  was  first  con- 
sidered. The  President  asked  the  Treasurer  to  report  in 
the  matter  of  the  Guarantee  Fund  authorised  at  last 
meeting.— The  Treasurer  stated  that  a  circular-letter  had 
been  sent  out  and  had  resulted  in  promises  of  about  164/. 
towards  the  deficiency  on  the  Index  account,  which  is  now 
about  10/.  only.  The  number  of  guarantors  was  fifty.  He, 
however,  anticipated  a  deficiency  on  the  General  Fund  at 
the  end  of  the  financial  year,  and  after  some  discussion  it 
was  decided  to  appeal  to  members  at  the  annual  meeting  to 
wipe  off  any  adverse  balance  then  remaining. 

Birmingham  Arrangements. — Messrs.  Barclay  and 
Thompson  gave  an  outline  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
annual  meeting  at  Birmingham,  beginning  with  a  reception 
by  the  Lord  Mayor  at  the  Council  House  on  Monday, 
July  23,  and  including  a  visit  to  the  New  University  build- 
ings in  Bournbrook  under  the  guidance  of  the  pro-Vice- 
Chancellor  Alderman  Clayton ;  a  drive  through  Bourn- 
ville ;  a  garden-party  at  the  Botanic  Gardens,  Edgbaston 
(given  by  Mr.  Thos.  Barclay)  ;  a  visit  to  Warwick  Castle ; 
and  on  Thursday  an  excursion  to  Worcester  and  the  Mal- 
vern Hills.  The  headquarters  will  be  at  the  Grand  Hotel, 
and  on  the  suggestion  of  Messrs.  Gerrard  and  Peck,  cheaper 
accommodation  will  be  arranged  for  at  other  hotels.  The 
business  meetings  will  be  held  in  the  University.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Holmes,  the  pro- 
gramme as  submitted  was  accepted  in  its  entirety  and  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  deputation  for 
their  attendance. 

Papers. — The  President  desired  that  it  should  be  under- 
stood that  papers  ought  not  to  be  longer  than  would  require 
ten  to  fifteen  minutes  for  reading,  and  that  discussion 
should  be  brief. 

Mr.  Idris. — The  President  proposed,  and  Mr.  Martin 
seconded,  that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Idris  ex- 
pressing the  sympathy  of  the  committee  on  the  serious 
results  which  had  followed  his  late  accident.  The  pro- 
posal was  unanimously  carried,  and  the  President  was 
desired  to  write  the  letter.

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Upsher  Smith  with  sugges- 
tions for  increasing  the  membership,  which  was  duly  con- 
sidered. 


The  Austro-Hungarian  Consul  in  Tum-Severin  (Roumania) 
reports  an  increasing  importation  of  mineral  waters.  The 
artificial  mineral-water  manufacturers  in  Bucharest  offer  an 
active  competition  against  the  imported  article,  but  the  latter 
is  preferred,  in  spite  of  its  higher  price. 
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THIS  Congress  is  of  comparatively  recent  date  among 
international  unions  for  the  promotion  of  fraternity 
and  knowledge.  The  first  Congress  met  at  Brussels  in  1894, 
two  years  later  Paris  was  the  venue,  in  1898  Vienna  was 
visited  ;  again,  the  members  met  in  Paris  in  1900,  and  in  1903 
the  meeting  was  held  in  Berlin,  when  the  organisation 

reached  a  high 
point  of  develop- 
ment. On  that 
occasion  the 
members  received 
an  invitation 
from  the  United 
Kingdom,  and 
one  from  Italy, 
the  latter  being 
accepted  with  the 
expression  "Lon- 
don next  time." 
So  it  happens 
that  a  representa- 
tion of  over 
twenty  English 
chemists  jour- 
neyed to  Rome 
last  week  to  par- 
ticipate in  the 
work  of  the 
Congress  and  to 
carry  once  again 
(this  time  with 
more  weighty 
official  authority) 
an  invitation  to 
visit  London  in  1909.  The  English  party  includes  Sir 
Henry  Roscoe,  Sir  William  Ramsay,  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond, 
Professor  W.  H.  Tilden,  Dr.  Divers,  Dr.  Emerson  Rey- 
nolds, Professor  Raphael  Meldola,  Sir  Thomas  Wardle, 
Mr.  Thomas  Fox,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid,  Dr.  Squire,  Dr. 
Markel,  Captain  Crosfield,  Mr.  Alexander  Watt,  Professor

goon),  Dr.  Samuel  Rideal,  Dr.  J.  Dobbie,  and  Mr.  Grant 
Hooper. 

As  already  reported,  Professor  Cannizzaro  is  the 
Honorary  President  of  the  Congress.  The  actual  work  of 
the  presidential  chair  is  performed  by  Professor  Emanuele 
Paterno,  the  Effective  President,  as  he  is  officially  called, 
who  is  Cannizzaro's  professorial  associate.  Paterno  is  a 
native  of  Palermo,  where  he  was  born  in  December  ]847. 
He  graduated  in  1868,  and  in  1872  was  appointed  to  a  posi- 
tion on  the  teaching  staff  of  the  chemical  department  in  the 
Palermo  University.  From  there  some  years  later  he  was 
transferred  to  the  University  of  Rome,  and  is  now  associated 
with  Cannizzaro,  who  professes  general  chemistry,  while 
Paterno  has  charge  of  analytical  chemistry.  Although  not 
so  massively  built  as  his  German  predecessor  (Dr.  Otto  N. 
Witt)  in  the  presidential  chair,  Paterno  has  some  of  Dr. 
Witt's  characteristics.  He  has  associated  with  him  the 
leading  chemists  of  Italy,  especially  Professors  Menozzi 
and  Piutti.  The  Congress  was  attended  by  chemists 
from  all  countries,  among  those  present  being  Professor 
Lunge,  Zurich;  Drs.  O.  N.  Witt.  Ostwold,  Nietski,  and 
Frank,  representing  Germany;  and  MM.  Moissan,  Carnot, 
and  others  from  France.  It  was  reckoned  that  300  chemists 
were  present  from  countries  other  than  Italy,  and  that  the 
total  attendance  (including  ladies)  was  at  least  1,500. 

The  meeting-place  of  the  Congress  has  been  the  fine  Palace 
of  Justice — a  building  still  in  progress  which  promises 
to  be  equal  in  every  respect  to  the  Berlin  Parliament 
House,  where  the  fifth  Congress  was  held.  The  Palace  is  on 
the  banks  of  the  Tiber.  The  majority  of  the  rooms  set  apart 
for  the  sectional  meeting  overlooked  Via  Triboniano,  but 
the  greater  part  of  the  buildings  on  that  side  of  the  Cortile 
d'  onore  were  in  use  on  the  occasion.  A  photograph  of  the 
Palace  is  here  utilised  as  a  headpiece. 

The  first  meeting  held  was  of  the  International  Commis- 
sion on  the 

Unification  of  Analytical  Methods, 
a  subject  which  had  priority  even  of  the  conversazione  held 
later  on  Wednesday  evening,  April  25,  but  appropriately 
enough,  for  it  was  in  this  subject  that  the  Congress  had  its 
origin.    Professor  G.  Lunge,  Ph.D.,  presented  a  report,  in 
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which  he  briefly  traced  the  history  of  the  Commission  of 
which  he  is  President,  Professor  Lindet,  Paris,  and  Dr. 
Thorpe,  London,  being  Vice-Presidents.  Of  the  fourteen 
subjects  of  investigation  eleven  were  reported  on,  these  and 
the  researchers'  names  being  as  under  : 

(1)  Uniform  methods  for  ascertaining  the  presence  of 
lead,  copper,  antimony,  and  zinc.    (Chesneau,  Paris.) 

(2)  (a)  Uniform  volumetric  reagents  with  details  as  to 
the  methods  of  preparing  them.  (6)  Uniformity  in  re- 
agents. (Professor  W.  Frescnius  was  assisted  in  this  report 
by  Messrs.  Jul.  Wagner  and  Kiihling,  especially  in  regard 
to  the  volumetric  use  of  potassium  quadroxalate.  Pro- 
fessor Lunge  also  reported  on  indicators  and  the  reagents 
for  alkalimetry,  iodimetry,  permanganate  solution,  etc.) 

(3)  (a)  Uniformity  in  chemical  apparatus  and  methods 
for  securing  it.  (6)  The  same  in  regard  to  density  and 
percentage  instruments.  (c)  Certification  of  chemical 
balances  and  weights.    (Weinstein,  Charlottenburg.) 

(4)  Uniform  principles  for  taking  samples.  (Dr.  H.  W. 
Wiley,  Washington.) 

(5)  Principles  for  the  exact  description  of  the  examina- 
tion of  fuel.    (H.  P.  Jiiptner,  Vienna.) 

(6)  Description  of  analyses  and  their  results.  (Christo- 
manos,  Athens.) 

(7)  Estimation  of  arsenic  in  carpets,  textiles,  etc.  (Dr. 
T.  E.  Thorpe,  London,  in  correspondence  with  Klason  and 
Wiley.) 

(8)  Estimation  of  boric  acid,  benzoic  acid,  salicylic  acid, 
and  other  food-preservatives.  (Lindet,  Paris,  in  corre- 
spondence with  Wiley  and  Liebermann,  Budapest.) 

(9)  Estimation  of  sulphur  in  pyrites,  zinc  blend,  etc. 
(Lunge,  Zurich.) 

(10)  The  manganese  co-efficient  for  volumetric  solutions 
of  permanganate,    (de  Konnick,  Liittich.) 

(11)  Analysis  of  materials  containing  tartaric  acid. 
(Menozzi,  Milan,  who  considers  a  modification  of  Golden- 
berg,  Geromont  &  Co.'s  method  to  be  the  best.) 

Professor  Lunge,  in  concluding,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  it  is  unlikely  that  the  continuation  of  this  international 
work  will  give  such  good  results  as  it  has  done  in  the  past, 
and  he  expected  more  to  come  from  the  Imperial  Chemical 
Institute  which  is  proposed  to  be  established  in  Berlin. 

Conversazione. 
An  informal  reception  of  the  members  of  the  Congress  was 
given  by  the  Chemical  Society  of  Rome,  at  the  Grand  Hotel 
Excelsior,  on  Wednesday  evening,  April  25.  It  was  a  most 
gay  affair,  for  the  fine  rooms  of  the  hotel  framed  a  galaxy 
of  intellect  and  beauty  such  as  they  have  never  seen  before. 
Professor  Cannizzaro  was  there,  the  centre  of  a  group  of 
chemists  from  all  countries,  who  did  him  homage.  He  was 
supported  by  his  compatriots.  Professor  Paterno,  Professor 
Piutti  of  Naples,  Professor  Ciamician  of  Bologna,  Professor 
Menozzi  of  Milan,  Senator  Luciano,  Professor  Villavecchia, 
and  many  others.  The  foreigners  included  Ostwald,  Ram- 
say, Carnot,  Witt,  Thorns  (Berlin),  Fresenius  (Wiesbaden), 
Von  Martius,  and  most  of  the  English  delegates.  The  re- 
ception commenced  at  nine  o'clock,  and  the  guests  were  re- 
ceived by  Professor  Paterno  and  the  Marchesa  Paterno 
di  Sessa.  Music  was  given  under  the  direction  of  Cara- 
binieri,  and  at  an  ample  buffet  the  more  solid  wants  of  the 
participants  were  ministered  to.  The  conversazione  was  a 
foretaste  of  the  hospitality  which  was  showered  upon  the 
visitors  from  day  to  day. 

The  Inaugural  Meeting. 
On  Thursday  morning,  April  26,  the  inaugural  meeting  of 
the  Congress  was  held  under  the  brilliant  auspices  of  the 
presence  of  the  King  and  Queen  of  Italy,  who  arrived  shortly 
after  eleven  o'clock,  escorted  by  a  squadron  of  cuirassiers — 
the  King  in  the  uniform  of  a  general,  and  the  Queen  very 
simply  and  elegantly  dressed.  They  were  received  with 
great  cordiality  when  they  entered  by  the  enormous  crowds 
of  spectators,  as  well  as  by  the  Italian  and  foreign  delegates 
to  the  Conference.  The  corridors,  stairways,  and  halls  of 
the  Palace  of  Justice  were  richly  decorated  with  flags, 
plants,  and  flowers.  The  Royal  guests  were  received  by 
Ministers  Boselli,  Mainoni,  and  Mirabello,  and  Senators 
Cannizzaro  and  Paterno.  Commendatore  Persichetti,  re- 
presenting the  Commune  of  Rome  in  the  absence  of  the 
Mayor,  who  had  been  called  away  to  Milan,  opened  the 
proceedings  with  an  address  of  warm  welcome  to  all  the 
delegates.  He  was  immediately  followed  by  Senator 
Paterno,  who  spoke  at  great  length  and  traced  the  progress 
of  applied  chemistry,  showing  that  in  every  walk  of  life  the 


application  of  chemistry  has  its  influence,  adding  that  it 
may  be  said  to-day  that  where  chemical  industry  is  estab- 
lished there  is  progress,  there  comfort  is  greater,  and  there 
riches  are  more  abundant.  In  the  course  of  his  address  he 
stopped  to  say  that  the  theory  of  the  unity  of  matter  de- 
veloped by  Lord  Kelvin  and  mathematically  demonstrated 
by  Helmholtz  was  the  greatest  problem  of  applied  chemistry, 
and  at  the  -same  time  the  most  exalted  problem  of  natural 
philosophy.  He  declared  that  the  theory  of  evolution  from 
primordial  matter  and  the  studies  connected  therewith  are 
hypotheses  in  which  the  human  intellect  finds  it  delightful 
to  wander.  In  a  special  reference  to  the  presence  of  the 
King  and  Queen  he  found  an  opportunity  to  remind  them 
that  from  the  tower  of  the  Campidoglio  on  March  4,  1898, 
King  Humbert  the  First,  turned  towards  the  Mayors, 
Deputies,  and  Senators  of  Italy,  and  said:  "Beside  the 
magnificent  advances  of  ancient  greatness  let  not  modern 
greatness  seem  small." 

The  Minister  of  Education  then  spoke,  saying,  "  Towards 
the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century,  at  Vittoria,  Amadeus  the 
Third  conceived  the  idea  of  establishing  at  Turin  one  of  the 
first  chairs  of  chemistry  that  Italy  has  had.  Then  timid  and 
evil  councillors  hastened  to  express  their  hatred  of  science, 
saying  that  it  was  presumptuous  in  its  tendencies  and  dan- 
gerous in  its  effects."  The  Minister  next  showed  the  progress 
made  in  the  little  more  than  a  century  since  that  date. 

Signor  Boselli  then  addressed  the  assembly  in  further 
words  of  warm  welcome  to  the  visitors,  and  on  behalf  of 
foreign  nations  the  principal  delegates  spoke.  Dr.  Witt, 
as  the  President  of  the  last  Congress,  first  spoke  for  Ger- 
many. He  was  followed  by  M.  Henri  Moissan,  who  said 
he  had  the  good  fortune  to  have  good  news  for  the  Italians, 
which  he  was  able  to  convey  to  them  in  the  name  of  his 
countrymen.  He  spoke  particularly  in  the  name  of  the 
French  Ministers  of  Trade  and  Education ;  and  added  on 
his  own  behalf  that  he  "  owed  a  tribute  of  gratitude  to  that 
man  of  genius,  Alessandro  Volta,  whose  labours  have  enabled 
me  to  separate  fluor  by  means  of  electrolysis  and  to  face  the 
problems  of  chemistry  at  high  temperatures  with  the  aid  of 
the  electric  furnace."  This  graceful  and  dignified  compli- 
ment was  followed  by  a  pleasing  reference  to  the  heroism 
of  Signor  Matteucci  during  the  recent  eruption  of  Mount 
Vesuvius.  "  We  can  to-day  announce,"  said  M.  Moissan, 
"  that  the  French  Government  purposes  sending  him  soon  a 
testimony  of  its  admiration."  The  announcement  was  re- 
ceived with  great  applause. 

After  M.  Moissan  had  finished,  Professor  Tilden,  of 
London,  spoke  in  English,  Professor  Ostwald  in  German, 
Professor  Donath  in  Italian,  Professor  Yakovkine  in 
English  for  Russia,  Professor  Ledoux  in  Italian  for  North 
America,  Professor  Pinerna  in  French  for  Spain,  and  others 
followed. 

After  a  brief  reply  from  Professor  Paterno  the  inaugural 
ceremony  terminated  at  12.30,  the  King  and  Queen  retiring. 

The  members  then  gathered  at  the  various  sections  in 
which  they  were  interested.  We  reserve  our  report  on  these. 
Besides  excursions,  visits,  and  receptions  arranged  for,  it 
is  understood  that  the  Pope  will  receive  the  delegates  on  a 
date  yet  to  be  fixed. 

In  the  event  of  the  invitation  to  London  being  accepted 
at  the  final  general  session  of  the  Congress,  Sir  William 
Ramsay  will  be  proposed  as  next  President  of  the  com- 
mittee, which  means  next  President  of  the  Congress.

A JOINT  MEETING  of  the  Birmingham  and  Nottingham 
Sections  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  was  held 
on  April  26  at  Burton-on-Trent,  Mr.  J.  M.  C.  Paton 
in  the  chair.  A  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  F.  R.  O'Shaughnessy 
and  Mr.  H.  W.  Kinnersley  on  "  The  Behaviour  of 
Colloids  in  Sewage,"  and  this  was  followed  by  a  paper 
by  Mr.  F.  E.  Lott  on  "Yeast  as  a  By-product,"  which 
contained  some  points  of  special  interest  to  pharma- 
cists. Three  yeast-extracts  were  mentioned — Vejos,  Sito- 
gen,  and  Marmite.  The  last-named  extract  is  made  at 
Burton  by  the  Solurol  Co.,  who  also  manufacture  thymic 
acid  from  yeast.  Thymic  acid  is  a  newly-introduced 
remedy  for  rheumatism,  its  use  being  perhaps  suggested 
from  the  application  of  yeast  poultices  to  rheumatic  joints. 

A  comparison  was  made  between  the  composition  of  yeast 
and  other  nitrogenous  substances,  and  analyses  of  yeast  and 
yeast-preparations  were  compared  with  such  foods  as  mush- 
rooms, soups,  and  meat-extracts ;  and  also  analyses  of  cer- 
tain cattle- foods  containing  yeast  compared  with  hay, 
linseed  cake,  and  dried  grains.  In  connection  with  food  for 
human  consumption  the  following  analyses  given  by  the 
authors  are  of  interest  :

Could  analysis  be  relied  upon,  for  nutrient  value  these 
yeast-extracts  outclass  beef,  soup,  and  meat-extracts,  so  far 
as  nitrogenous  substances  are  concerned,  but  are  somewhat 
deficient  in  the  heat-producing  substances,  such  as  carbo- 
hydrates. For  cattle-foods  dried  yeast,  mixed  with  brewers' 
grains  and  sugar,  is  compressed  into  a  cake  and  sold  under 
such  names  as  "  Myer's  Patent  Food"  and  "  Sustene," 
which  appear  to  give  satisfaction.  Various  fertilisers,  such 
as  "  Protorex,"  "  Trifertex."  and  "  M.  &  L.  Yeast  Pre- 
paration," made  by  Mr.  Lott  and  his  colleague,  Mr. 
Matthews,  were  also  instanced  as  products  obtained  from 
yeast.  Belonging  to  the  mushroom  order  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  the  nitrogenous  and  extractive  matter  of  yeast  should 
approximate  in  quantity  to  that  of  the  mushroom,  and  it  may 
be  that  before  long  chemists  will  be  selling  "yeast  mush- 
rooms or  truffles"  as  well  as  yeast  specifics  for  rheumatism. 

A  discussion  followed,  in  which  Mr.  A.  E.  Tanner,  Mr. 
J.  O'Sullivan,  Dr.  A.  L.  Stern,  and  Mr.  Schmidt  took  part, 
the  last-named  making  the  interesting  announcement  that  a 
perfectly  dry  preparation  of  marmite  in  powder  would 
shortly  be  put  on  the  market.

Colonial  Trade, 

which  the  last  number  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  was  so  specially  calculated  to  foster,  is  already 
a  mighty  asset  of  our  vast  commerce,  but  it  is  nothing  com- 
pared with  what  it  is  destined  to  become.  Australia  may 
not  grow  as  rapidly  as  the  United  States  has  done,  Canada 
will  perhaps  always  be  strongly  influenced  commercially  by 
its  immediate  neighbour,  but  it  only  needs  the  retention  of 
the  English  language,  the  prevalence  of  English  habits  and 
prejudices,  including  perhaps  the  same  old  antiquated 
systems  of  weights,  measures,  and  money,  and  a  continued 
and  increased  intercommunication  between  the  old  and  the 
new  countries,  to  ensure  basic  conditions  of  the  maintenance 
of  those  commercial  relations  between  the  one  and  the  other 
which  now  exist,  when  the  latter  are  ten  times  as  great  in 
population  and  wealth  as  they  are  now.  In  many  of  them 
this  is  an  almost  certain  development.  We  do  not  know  the 
possibilities  of  this  earth.  When  Queen  Victoria  came  to 
the  throne  Singapore  was  a  fishing-village ;  now  it  is  the 
centre  of  a  trade  of  forty  millions  a  year.  Rhodesia  in  1889 
was  a  wilderness ;  in  1899  you  could  buy  all  the  choicest 
British  patent  medicines  in  the  streets  of  Bulawayo.  Those 
illustrations  show  how  the  British  Empire  has  grown,  and 
suggest  vistas  of  commerce  in  the  future.  I  wonder  whether 
many  chemists  at  home  realise  what  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  has  done,  in  its  own  sphere,  in  the  way  of  linking 
together  the  sympathies  of  the  scattered  pharmacists  of 
Greater  Britain ;  how  it  has  helped  to  maintain  the  com- 
munity of  ideas  among  the  chemists  of  Sydney,  of  Toronto, 
of  Cape  Town,  and  of  Calcutta,  with  those  of  London  and 
Edinburgh.  We  all  think  much  alike ;  our  ways  of  conduct- 
ing business,  the  kind  of  things  we  sell,  our  aims,  our  efforts, 
our  statutes,  our  disputes  even,  are  common  to  us  all,  and 
entirely  foreign  to  jjharmaciens  and  apotheker ;  and  it  is 
this  close  acquaintance  with  what  interests  all  conveyed  to 
each  which,  next  to  an  efficient  transport  service,  contributes 
to  the  fixity  of  trade  relations. 

Lord  Ebury 

has  a  pretty  wit,  a  nice  snug  little  business  in 
Victoria  Street,  and  plenty  of  self-satisfaction.  But  his 
Lordship  is  anxious  just  now  about  the  movement  with  the 
ominous  title  "  Price-maintenance";  anxious  not  on  his  own 
account,  but  on  that  of  the  poor  consumer.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  does  not  perhaps  object  to 
profit  when  it  comes  his  way ;  it  is  not  recorded  that  he  ever 
made  a  wry  face  when  pocketing  his  62^  per  cent,  dividend. 
But  those  proprietary  articles  were  useful  things  for  the 
stores  to  play  with,  and  to  get  them  back  into  his  power  he 
talks  about  combination  by  the  stores  to  meet  combination 
against  the  stores.  Perhaps  Lord  Ebury  has  not  been  in- 
formed that  Price-maintenance,  represented  by  the 
P.A.T.A.,  has  recently  fought  a  round  with  a  concern  by 
the  side  of  which  even  his  society  is  a  pigmy,  and  has  come 
out  on  top.  Another  evidence,  to  be  added  to  that  of  "  the 
present  queerly  constituted  House  of  Commons,"  that  things 
are  not  altogether  as  my  Lord  would  have  them. 
Lord  Crewe 

knows  now  what  an  ungrateful  world  he  is 
working  for.  Toiling  away  on  his  self-imposed  crusade  on 
behalf  of  cheaper  poisons  for  the  public,  he  gets  no  recogni- 
tion of  his  labours  even  from  his  own  colleagues.  What  his 
brother  peer  calls  "the  present  queerly  constituted  House 
of  Commons  "  queried  last  week  whether  his  services  were 
worth  the  2,00QZ.  a  year  he  gets  for  them.    Some  members 


said  his  office  is  a  sinecure,  and  no  one  seemed  to  have  heard 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  The  Lord  President's 
salary  was  secured  to  him  by  what  was  said  to  have  been 
the  smallest  majority  this  Government  has  had  to  put  up 
with,  though  it  was  the  sufficient  one  of  ninety-eight.  But 
it  certainly  looks  as  if  the  Privy  Council  will  have  to  justify 
its  existence  another  year. 

The  Privy  Council 

is  the  most  august  body  in  the  realm,, 
and  perhaps  the  most  useless.  Its  only  function,  as  a  whole, 
is  to  meet  on  the  death  of  the  Sovereign  and  to  declare  his 
successor.  But  it  has  had  a  great  history.  It  is  far  older 
than  Parliament,  and  older  than  our  High  Courts  of  Law, 
all  of  which  developed  out  of  it.  Most  of  the  Departments 
of  State  were  originally  committees  of  the  Privy  Council ; 
several  of  them — the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Board 
of  Trade,  and  the  Board  of  Education — are  comparatively 
recent  offshoots.  Now,  as  far  as  I  can  make  out,  the  Phar- 
macy Act  is  the  only  substantial  business  which  the  Privy 
Council  is  concerned  with.  It  has  a  similar  statutory  posi- 
tion with  regard  to  the  Medical  Acts,  but  it  does  not  appear 
to  give  them  much  attention.  It  also  has  a  Judicial  Com- 
mittee which  hears  appeals  from  courts  in  British  posses- 
sions abroad;  but  the  members  of  this  Committee  are  paid 
specially  when  they  sit.  The  total  cost  of  the  Privy  Council 
is  only  7,290/.,  which  seems  trifling  for  a  Department  of  such 
renown.  But  it  is  a  high  price  to  pay  for  merely  occasional 
attempts  to  wreck  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Prime  Minister  will  take  the  hint  of  the  recent  vote 
and  saddle  some  real  work  on  to  the  office,  and  so  check 
Satan  in  his  efforts  to  provide  it  with  mischief  to  do. 

Diachylon 

must  be  a  very  old  compound  indeed,  but  in  its 
Greek  days  it  was  evidently  something  quite  different  from 
the  mere  lead  plaster  which  the  name  now  designates.  The 
word  indicates  that  the  plaster  owed  its  reputation  to  the 
belief  in  the  virtues  of  the  juices  of  medicinal  herbs  which 
were  incorporated  in  it,  and  there  were  not  many  herbs,  or 
indeed  remedial  substances  of  any  sort,  which  did  not 
find  their  way  into  the  formula  of  one  or  other  of  the  multi- 
tude of  plasters  which  figured  in  old  pharmacy.  No  galeni- 
cals were  the  objects  of  so  much  ingenuity  in  the  old  days 
as  plasters.  They  were  the  most  numerous  of  any  of  the 
classes  into  which  compound  remedies  were  grouped.  In 
Lemery's  Pharmacopoeia  there  were  118  formulae  for  various 
plasters,  many  of  them  temptingly  designated.  There  were, 
for  example,  the  Plaster  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  another  of 
the  Grace  of  God,  one  of  Human  Blood,  one  of  the  Skin  of 
the  Eel  (for  hernia),  others  named  after  more  or  less  famous 
persons.  The  formulae  were  generally  very  complicated. 
One  of  the  most  comprehensive,  Emplastrum  Diabotanum, 
must  have  been  the  original  Diachylon,  the  juicy.  It  was- 
made  by  first  beating  up  sixteen  different  roots  and  leaves, 
macerating  these  for  four  days,  then  adding  half-a-dozen 
more  herb-juices,  boiling  all  with  litharge  and  some  worms, 
and  finally  adding  about  thirty  more  ingredients,  including 
turpentine,  storax,  sulphur,  camphor,  bitumen,  and  such 
roots,  seeds,  and  gums  as  had  not  been  previously  thought 
of.  This  plaster  still  survives  by  name,  but  with  a  much 
mutilated  formula,  in  the  Spanish  Pharmacopoeia.  Vigo's 
plasters,  one  of  which  was  the  original  emplastrum 
hydrargyri,  were  devised  by  a  famous  Italian  doctor  in  the 
fifteenth  century,  and  acquired  universal  fame.  Scores  of 
great  men  modified  or  improved  Vigo's  formulae.  The 
original  for  the  mercurial  plaster  prescribed  twelve  live 
frogs  and  4  oz.  of  earthworms  to  be  boiled  with  chamomiles, 
lavender,  melilot,  and  other  herbs,  then  to  be  incorporated 
with  litharge  and  the  fat  of  the  pig  and  the  calf,  the  mer- 
cury and  a  score  of  other  ingredients  being  afterwards 
added.

The  Budget.

Although  the  proposed  legislation  in  regard  to  industrial 
alcohol  is  the  Budget  subject  of  most  direct  influence  on 
the  chemical  and  drug  trades,  there  is  much  in  Mr.  Asquith's 
proposals  which  should  be  of  benefit  to  these  in  common 
with  other  businesses.      At  the  present  moment  trade 
throughout  the  country  is  consolidating  towards  improve- 
ment, confidence  is  firming,  and  money  is  getting  more 
plentiful.    Nothing  could  be  more  beneficial  in  assuring 
fruition  of  these  hopeful  signs  than  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer's  determination  to  release  during  this  fiscal  year 
thirteen  and  a  half  millions  of  the  capital  locked  up  in  the 
National  Debt.    This  means  that  new  avenues  of  invest- 
ment must  be  found  for  the  money,  and  ultimately  it  will 
be  used  to  further  industrial  pursuits,  thus  giving  employ- 
ment to  additional  labour,  and  benefiting  those  who  cater 
for  the  necessities  of  industrial  workers.    These,  when  all 
is  said,  are  the  customers  and  supporters  of  individual 
traders.    This  item  in  the  Budget  may  therefore  become — 
especially  if  it  is  maintained  until  it  is  a  fixed  principle  of 
our  national  finance — the  most  beneficial  feature  of  Mr. 
Asquith's  Budget.    In  it  also  are  several  small  items  of 
immense  trading  potentiality.    First  there  is  the  reduction 
in  the  parcel-post  rates  whereby  5-lb.  and  6-lb.  parcels  will 
be  carried  for  6d.  and  7-lb.  parcels  and  those  up  to  11  lb. 
at  Id.  per  lb.  more.    Retailers  will  miss  their  chance  if  they 
do  not  make  this  reduction  a  feature  in  their  business  offer- 
ings during  the  next  few  months,  and  so  keep  hold  of  and 
extend  their  business  connection.    Chemists  are  able  to 
reckon  the  advantage  this  will  be  to  them.    The  reduction 
of  the  commission  on  postal  orders  will  also  be  a  trading 
advantage.    It  is  astonishing  how  many  transactions  are 
under  half-a-crown,  and  a  ha'penny  is  all  that  will  be 
necessary  to  assure  their  being  done  by  post,  since  postal 
orders  up  to  2s.  6d.  will  henceforth  cost  only  ^d.  above  the 
face-value.    The  postal  order  for  the  annual  subscription  to 
The  Chemist  and  Drt/goist  will  still  cost  10s.  Id.,  but  the 
extra  penny  will  henceforth  cover  a  remittance  of  15s.— 
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to  include,  e.g.,  a  copy  of  "Opening  a  Pharmacy"  and 
"  Diseases  and  Eemedies."  This  is  not  an  advertisement  of 
these  books  that  we  publish,  but  merely  an  illustration  of 
how  Mr.  Asquith's  decision  applies  to  the  chemist's  busi- 
ness. Then  there  is  another  important  postal  relief.  Mr. 
Asquith  said  : 

There  will  be  a  considerable  enlargement  of  the  defini- 
tion of  documents  transmissible  by  post  at  a  halfpenny. 
We  propose  to  give  the  benefit  of  that  rate  to  formal  com- 
munications, and  we  will  thus  get  rid,  it  is  believed,  of  a 
great  deal  of  friction  between  the  Post  Office  and  the 
trading  community. 

There  is  an  echo  about  this  pronouncement  of  the  persistence 
with  which  Mr.  Samuel  Roberts  has  exposed  the  inconsis- 
tencies of  the  circular-post.  Mr.  Roberts  is  the  Henniker- 
Heaton  of  the  drug-trade,  and  the  Chancellor's  realisation 
of  his  theories  will  save  this  and  other  trades  many  a 
sovereign  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  reduction  of  the 
duties  on  tea  and  strip  tobacco  only  affect  chemists  as  mere 
mortals,  and  their  coal  will  be  no  cheaper  or  dearer  by  the 
remission  of  the  export-duty ;  but,  taking  the  Budget  for  all 
in  all,  we  seem  to  have  entered  on  an  era  of  sounder  finance, 
as  well  as  a  fiscal  year  in  which  there  are  to  be  fifty-three 
Sundays  and  two  Good  Fridays.  The  latter  circumstance 
bothered  Mr.  Asquith,  but  he  would  not  have  been  so 
alarmed  if  he  had  had  preliminary  experience  as  publisher 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  which  has  occasionally  to 
meet  fifty-three  Saturdays  in  a  year,  therefore  doling  out 
more  than  ten  thousand  extra  fourpences  to  its  constituents ; 
and  the  world  still  wags  synchronously. 


Duty-free  Alcohol. 

I  propose  to  reintroduce  the  legislation  which  was 
attempted,  but  not  carried  through,  last  year  to  facilitate 
the  use  of  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes. — The  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  House  of  Commons,  Monday, 
April  30,  1906. 

These  three  lines  are  to  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturers the  essence  of  Mr.  Asquith's  six-page  speech. 
The  legislation  referred  to  was  the  Revenue  Bill  introduced 
by  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  which  dealt  with  spirit 
matters,  the  coal-duty,  chicory-duty,  manufacture  of 
British  wines,  and  other  subjects  such  as  are  usual  in 
"omnibus"  Bills  promoted  by  the  Revenue  Departments. 
Mr.  Lough  and  others  blocked  the  Bill  on  account  of  the 
chicory  references,  and  other  opponents  had  something  or 
other  to  say  in  regard  to  different  points — the  whole  sufficing 
to  prevent  the  passage  of  the  measure,  although  there 
was  no  serious  opposition  to  giving  effect  to  the  Industrial 
Alcohol  Committee's  proposals.  Mr.  Asquith  now  states 
that  the  Bill  will  deal  with  spirit  and  the  manufacture 
of  what  are  called  "basis  wines,"  which  are  manufactured 
in  the  United  Kingdom  and  come  more  or  less  into  com- 
petition with  duty-paid  foreign  wines,  under  Excise  super- 
vision and  control.  It  may  be  useful  to  recall  the  pro- 
visions as  to  spirits  in  last  year's  Bill,  which  were  as  follows  : 

1.  To  grant  a  drawback  of  3(7.  per  proof  gal.  on  spirits 
used  in  making  industrial  methylated  spirit,  and  3(7.  per 
proof  gal.  on  duty-free  spirits  for  arts  or  manufactures  re- 
ceived under  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  Section  8. 

2.  To  permit  methylic  alcohol  to  be  imported  and  used 
under  Section  8  without  payment  of  duty. 

3.  Industrial  methylated  spirit  to  be  denaturised  with 
iVth  instead  of  Jth  of  the  legal  denaturant  [wood-naphtha  or 
other  substance  approved  by  I.R.  Commissioners]. 

4.  If  the  conditions  for  use  of  duty-free  spirit  under  Sec- 
tion 8  incur  placing  officer  in  charge  of  premises,  the  cost 
not  to  be  charged  to  owner. 

5.  I.R.  Commissioners  to  have  power  to  modify  the  maxi- 
mum quantities  of  methylated  spirits  received  and  sold  by 
a  retailer. 

6.  An  authorised  methylator  must  not  supply  industrial 
methylated  spirits  to  a  retailer  of  methylated  spirits. 


7.  A  retailer  of  methylated  spirits  must  not  receive  or 
have  in  his  possession  any  methylated  spirit  except  what  is 
according  to  regulations.  _ 

8.  Vessels  containing  industrial  methylated  spirits  or 
mineralised  methylated  spirits  in  the  methylator's  stores 
must  be  so  labelled. 

9.  Methylators  (as  well  as  I.R.  officers)  to  keep  distinct 
stock  accounts  of  methylated  spirits. 

10.  The  provision  [Spirit  Act,  1880,  Section  130]  prohibit- 
ing the  purification  or  recovery  of  methylated  spirits  to  be 
an  offence  if  done  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
Commissioners. 

11.  The  Commissioners  may  extend  the  methylated  ether 
and  chloroform  privilege  by  order  to  any  article. 

12.  Tinctures  or  spirits  of  wine  may  be  exported  under 
drawback  direct  from  the  manufacturer's  premises.  The 
Commissioners  may  add  to  tho  drawback  an  allowance  for 
waste.  If  tho  tincture-exporter  violates  the  regulations  ho 
forfeits  the  article  and  is  fined  501.  Tinctures  shipped  as 
stores  to  get  the  drawback.  "Tinctures"  to  include  medi- 
cinal spirits,  flavouring-essences,  perfumed  spirits,  and  any 
article  added  to  the  Schedule  by  the  Commissioners. 

13.  Definitions  were  also  given  of  industrial  and 
mineralised  methylated  spirits. 

To  the  main  provisions  of  the  Bill  as  thus  outlined  little 
objection  has  arisen  from  manufacturers  whom  it  is  intended 
to  benefit.  These  are  principally  manufacturers  of  chemical 
products.  Ultimately  manufacturing  pharmacists  may  so 
arrange  their  works,  jointly  or  otherwise,  as  to  be  able  to 
take  full  advantage  of  duty-free  spirit  in  terms  of  Nos.  1, 
3,  and  4  as  above.  It  will  be  necessary,  however,  that 
wholesalers  equally  with  retail  chemists  should  cease  to 
retail  methylated  spirits  if  they  are  to  use  unmineralised 
methylated  spirits  for  manufacturing-purposes.  For  many 
years  past  permission  has  been  given  to  make  soap,  com- 
pound camphor,  aconite  and  belladonna  liniments  with  the 
unmineralised  spirits  even  where  such  holders  hold  a  licence 
to  retail  mineralised  spirit.  Some  may  also  have  official 
permission  to  make  sulphuric  ether,  chloroform,  and  chloral 
hydrate  from  methylated  spirit,  and  may  hold  a  licence  to 
retail  the  mineralised  spirit  to  their  customers. 

If  the  forthcoming  Revenue  Bill  contains  the  same  pro- 
hibition as  was  contained  in  the  former  Bill  (No.  7  above), 
retailers  and  wholesalers  will  be  compelled  to  give  up 
making  their  liniments,  etc.,  or  else  give  up  the  retail 
licence.    Clause  2,  sub-clause  1,  reads  : 

Section  121  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880  (which  forbids  the 
supply  of  methylated  spirits  except  to  the  persons  mentioned 
in  the  Section),  shall  be  construed  as  if,  as  regards  the  supply 
of  industrial  methylated  spirits,  a  retailer  of  methylated 
spirits  was  not  a  person  excepted  under  that  section. 

As  "industrial  methylated  spirits"  means  "any  methy- 
lated spirits  (other  than  mineralised  methylated  spirits)  .  .  . 
for  use  in  any  art  or  manufacture,"  it  seems  clear  that  retail- 
ing of  methylated  spirits  and  manufacturing  of  methylated 
preparations  from  industrial  methylated  spirits  cannot  be 
carried  on  by  a  person,  even  though  he  has  one  set  of 
premises  for  retailing  and  another  for  manufacturing. 
Moreover,  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  would  encourage 
variance  in  methylated  preparations,  since  the  mineralised 
spirits  would  contain  10  per  cent,  of  wood  naphtha  and  the 
clue  proportion  of  paraffin,  and  the  unmineralised  only  5  per 
cent,  of  wood  naphtha.  This  may  or  may  not  matter  to 
wholesale  manufacturers,  who  do  comparatively  little 
methylated-spirit  trade,  but  it  may  to  retailers.  We  sug- 
gest that  some  amendment  should  be  made  in  this  Session's 
Bill  which  will  provide  for  the  licensing  of  premises  rather 
than  persons,  and  so  enable  a  person  to  have  a  retailer's 
licence  for  one  place  and  use  industrial  methylated  spirits 
in  another.  If  this  is  not  done,  the  retailer  of  methylated 
spirits  will  always  be  at  a  great  trading  disadvantage  in 
compounding  methylated  preparations.  He  must  use  the 
kind  which  is  intrinsically  dearer  because  it  contains  5  per 
cent,  of  wood  naphtha  more  than  the  industrial  methylated 
spirits,  and  as  on  each  gallon  of  the  latter  the  methylator

will  have  had  a  drawback  of  about  5d.,  this  also  will  be 
deducted  from  the  price  to  the  consumer.  It  is  bound  to 
follow,  therefore,  that  chemists  and  druggists  must 

(1)  Give  up  selling  methylated  spirits  ; 

(2)  Give  up  compounding  methylated  preparations  ;  or 

(3)  Continue  to  sell  the  spirits  and  compound  the  prepara- 
tions with  the  more  objectionable  and  dearer  spirits. 


Mixed  Ginger. 

Inspector  W.  M  Conklin  purchased  a  sample  of  Tincture  of 
Gentian,  divided  it  in  the  usual  manner,  sealed  it  in  the 
presence  of  the  druggist,  and  left  the  sealed  and  labelled 
bottle.  How  the  bottle  containing  Tincture  of  Gentian  came 
to  be  classed  among  the  Tinctures  of  Ginger  is  a  mystery  to 
be  explained  only  by  the  Government  analyst. — British 
Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Record.

Ireland  and  the  Poisons  Bill. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  that  as  certain  information  with  regard  to  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  (the  consideration  of  which  was 
deferred  by  the  Chemical  Section  at  its  last  meeting)  will 
not  be  available  on  May  8,  the  meeting  arranged  for  that 
date  will  not  take  place.  Due  notice  of  the  next  meeting 
will  be  given  later.  It  will  be  remembered  that  it  was  pro- 
posed at  the  last  meeting  to  reinstate  in  the  Bill  the  clause, 
etc.,  which  made  it  applicable  to  Ireland,  the  suggestion 
arising  from  manufacturers  of  agricultural  and  horticul- 
tural poisons.  Much  indignation  has  been  created  in  phar- 
maceutical circles  in  Ireland  in  regard  to  this,  and  Dr. 
Walsh,  the  President  of  the  Society,  when  in  London  last 
week  saw  Mr.  J.  C.  TJmney,  the  Chairman  of  the  Chemical 
Section,  and  explained  to  him  that  the  removal  of  the  ob- 
jectionable clause  was  secured  chiefly  because  the  Earl  of 
Crewe  was  satisfied  that  the  same  inquiry  had  not  been 
made  as  regards  Ireland  that  was  done  with  respect  to 
Great  Britain.  His  Lordship  has  not  lost  sight  of  the 
matter,  nor  has  the  Irish  Council,  and  the  latter  will  doubt- 
less see  to  it,  as  the  official  body  administering  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poison  Acts  in  Ireland,  that  it  is  not  overlooked  in  any 
inquiry  which  may  be  made  as  to  the  facilities  for  distribu- 
tion by  retail  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  in 
Ireland.

Milan  Exhibition. 

The  Milan  International  Exhibition  was  opened  on 
April  28  by  the  King  of  Italy.  The  British  Commission  has 
issued  in  pamphlet  form  a  general  account  of  the  Exhibition 
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and  a  description  of  the  British  section.  From  this  we 
gather  that  there  is  a  short-period  exhibition,  lasting  from 
June  15  to  November  15,  comprising,  among  others,  divi- 
sions devoted  to  food  products,  chemicals,  pharmaceuticals, 
perfumery,  and  photography.  The  space  occupied  by  Great 
Britain  approximates  75,000  square  feet,  and  there  are 
several  British  firms  connected  with  pharmacy  and  the 
chemical  and  drug  trades  who  are  exhibiting.  The  Hon. 
Executive  Commissioner  is  Mr.  Arthur  Serena. 

Why  Not? 

[In  our  report  of  the  Chemists'  Exhibition  in  last  week's  issue 
it  was  stated  that  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  were  ex- 
hibiting "  edible  soaps."  Referring  to  this  the  company  stato 
that  they  make  "pure  soaps  for  toilet-purposes  from  raw- 
fatty  materials  the  purity  of  which  makes  them  suitable  for 
edible  use,  but  having  by  saponification  converted  these  fats 
into  soap,  we  do  not  recommend  them  for  internal  use,  but 
only  tor  external."] 

We  have  often  seen  "  edible  fat," 
And  to  see  it  again  was  no  treat, 
But  we  thought  we'd  got  further  than  that, 
And  the  products  of  Price  were  so  sweet; 
And  we'll  solemnly  swear 
We  heard  someone  declare, 
"  They  are  pretty  enough  to  eat." 

Greek  Pharmacy  and  Trade  Marks. 

The  laws  governing  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  Greece 
enact  that  before  opening  a  pharmacy  or  drug-store  in  the 
country  a  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of 
Health  in  Athens,  and  the  permit  must  be  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior.  The  pharmacy  must  be  situated 
in  a  district  where  there  are  not  less  than  1,000  inhabitants. 
In  towns  of  from  3,000  to  6,000  inhabitants  two  pharmacies 
are  allowed,  and  in  towns  with  a  population  of  from  6,000 
to  30,000  one  pharmacy  is  permitted  for  each  1,000  inhabit- 
ants. Above  30,000  inhabitants,  one  additional  pharmacy  is 
allowed  to  each  additional  6,000  of  the  population. 
Those  to  whom  permits  have  been  granted  must  put  them 
in  force  within  six  months  after  issue,  or  they  will  be  with- 
drawn. A  pharmacist  who  retires  from  business  cannot 
open  a  pharmacy  again  in  the  same  locality,  and  one  proprie- 
tor is  not  allowed  to  conduct  two  pharmacies.  Druggists,  or 
drug-dealers,  who  do  not  dispense  prescriptions  are  required 
to  pass  a  modified  examination  in  general  knowledge  of  the 
nature  and  effects  of  various  drugs.  By  a  treaty  between 
Greece  and  the  United  States,  in  1894,  the  Hellenic  Govern- 
ment, according  to  U.S.  Consul  Horton  of  Athens,  gave 
citizens  of  the  United  States  the  same  rights  as  its  own 
subjects  in  all  that  relates  to  the  registration  and  protection 
of  trade-marks.  Application  for  registry  of  trade-mark  must 
include  a  description  of  the  mark,  three  copies  of  the  mark  on 
paper-of  a  specified  size,  a  block  of  the  same  dimensions,  the 
products  to  which  the  mark  is  to  be  applied,  and  a  receipt 
for  the  fee.  The  fees  and  expenses  are  :  For  registration, 
60  drachmas  (1  dr.=9Jsd.);  for  stamps  and  copies, 
12  dr  achmas  (about  10.s.)  ;  for  attorney,  30  drachmas.  Phar- 
maceutical or  other  specialities  imported  into  the  country  in 
bottles  pay  a  duty  of  2.70  drachmas  per  oke  on  liquids  with 
40  per  cent,  off  for  tare.  Solids  in  bottles  have  to  pay 
double  that  duty,  with  50  per  cent,  allowed  for  tare.  Goods 
in  paper  boxes,  such  as  pills,  tablets,  etc.,  are  charged  aft 
duty  of  6.75  drachmas  per  oke,  with  no  allowance  for  tare. 
An  oke  is  reckoned  at  2.82  lb.  avoirdupois. 

Byron  Silver  Gloss. 
There  has  been  considerable  inquiry  from  retail  chemists 
regarding  this  article,  for  which  the  Byron  Manufacturing 
Co.  have  been  offering  agencies.  The  company  propose  a 
novel  scheme  for  promoting  its  sale— viz.,  that  agents 
should  employ  boys  and  girls  to  sell  it,  apparently  from 
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house  to  house,  and  each  boy  or  girl  who  sells  thirty  boxes 
at  bd.  will  get,  through  the  agent,  "  a  reliable  lever  watch" 
valued  at  a  guinea.  The  object  of  this  note  is  to  point  out 
that  the  sale  of  goods  (other  than  those  that  are  perishable) 
in  this  manner  requires  a  pedlar's  licence,  costing  5s.  Each 
boy  and  girl  must  have  one,  and  application  for  it  has  to  be 
made  to  the  police,  who  do  not  grant  it  to  those  of  tender 
years.  Chemists  will  perceive  that  if  they  employ  persons 
who  are  not  licensed  pedlars  there  may  be  trouble.  The 
company  in  their  circular  letter  say  :  "  Fletcher  &  Fletcher, 
Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  are  manufacturing  the  gloss." 
Messrs.  Fletcher,  Fletcher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  inform  us  that  this 
use  of  their  name  is  without  their  authority  or  consent. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Vesipyrine.— This  body  is  a  powerful  anti-rheumatic,  and  is 
the  acetyl  derivative  of  salol,  of  the  formula 
CJL.O.CO.OJL.OCHaCO. 
It  is  a  white  crystalline  powder,  melting  at  97°,  insoluble  in 
water  but  soluble  in  alcohol.    It  is  odourless  and  tasteless. 

Benzosalin.^This  compound  is  the  methyl  ether  of  benzoyl- 
salicylic  acid,  of  the  formula  CcH4(0.C0OLI  ,)(C02CH3).  It 
forms  white  crystalline  needles,  almost  tasteless  and  with  a 
faint  aromatic  odour.  It  is  insoluble  in  cold  water,  but  easily 
soluble  in  alcohol  and  chloroform.  It  is  not  attacked  by  the 
gastric  juice,  but  is  decomposed  by  the  pancreatic  juice.  It  is 
recommended  as  an  internal  antiseptic  in  intestinal  troubles. 

The  Preparation  of  Terpene  Alcohols.— Haller  and 
Martine  have  been  granted  a  patent  for  the  preparation  of 
terpene  alcohols  in  the  following  manner :  Pulegone,  for 
example,  is  heated  with  water  and  finely  powdered  nickel, 
when  it  is  reduced  to  menthol  or  a  substance  isomeric  and 
almost  identical  with  it.  The  reduction  with  nickel  pro- 
ceeds easily,  and  is  claimed  to  have  advantages  over  other 
methods. 

A  JTew  Strychnine  Compound.  —  Bacovasco  ("Bull. 
Farm.,"  I.,  9)  has  prepared  a  crystalline  chloro-benzoyl  strych- 
nine by  heating  the  alkaloid  with  benzoyl  chloride  to  120°. 
This  body  was  originally  believed  by  Schutzenberger  to  be  a 
benzoyl  derivative  only  and  to  have  established  the  presence  of 
an  OH  group  in  the  molecule.  It  is,  however,  now  shown  to  bo 
an  addition-compound,  and  the  presence  of  such  a  group  is  not 
established. 

The  Detection  of  Plnene  and  Camphene  Balbiano 

("  Jour,  do  Pharm.  et  de  Chim.,"  1906,  397)  states  that  by  the 
action  of  a  solution  of  acetate  of  mercury  the  terpene  pineno 
is  converted  into  an  oxymenthenone.  To  obtain  the  best 
results,  25  grams  of  pinene  and  174.5  grams  of  acetate  of 
mercury  in  700  c.c.  of  water  should  be  used.  The  bodies 
should  bo  left  in  contact  for  ten  to  fifteen  days  with  frequent 
shaking.  With  camphene  an  addition-product  is  formed 
which  is  crystalline  and  has  the  formula  C,oHlf,0(HgC2H302)2 
and  is  insoluble  in  water,  alcohol,  or  ether ;  it  is  decomposed 
into  its  constituents  by  a  current  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen, 
lne  author  recommends  this  as  a  means  of  detecting  pineno 
and  camphene  m  essential  oils.  To  detect  pinene  requires 
much  care  but  camphene  yields  such  an  insoluble  compound 
that  it  can  be  detected  with  ease. 


Banish  IHotcs. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


A  Religious  Society  has  been  formed  among  Danish  phar- 
macists, one  of  whose  objects  is  to  maintain  a  qualified  phar- 
macist for  a  medical  missionary  society,  working  in  India 
Another  object  is  to  reduce  the  work  done  in  pharmacies  on 
holy  days.    The  Society  publishes  a  monthly  journal. 

Danish  Pharmacists  in  Switzerland  are  warning  their 
colleagues  in  Denmark  against  accepting  Swiss  situations  as 
Ua,st  year  co-operative  pharmacies  were  started  in  Switzer- 
land^ The  Swiss  Chemists'  Association  are  in  strong  op- 
position to  the  movement,  and  Danish  chemists  desire  to 
support  them  in  the  matter. 

Sale  of  a  PriARMACY.-One  of  the  largest  pharmacies  in 
Copenhagen,  the  Gammel  Torvs  Apotek,  was  recentlv  sold 
for  715,000  crowns  (39,468*.),  the  privilege  alone  SinJ  £d 


to  be  worth  250,000  crowns  (13,801/.).  The  annual  turnover 
is  about  95,000  crowns  (5,244/.).  The  pharmacy  will  be  re- 
built next  year,  and  Copenhagen  will  then  have  an  up-to- 
date  instead  of  an  old-fashioned  shop. 

Pharmacy  Privileges. — A  Government  privilege  was 
recently  granted  to  a  young  pharmacist,  twenty-two  older 
and  fully  qualified  applicants  being  passed  over.  Some  com- 
motion was  caused  by  the  matter,  and  a  question  was  put  in 
the  Folksting  to  the  Minister  of  Justice,  who  is  responsible 
for  the  appointment.  The  Minister  replied  that  the  candi- 
date was  too  clever  to  be  overlooked.  This  is  regarded  as 
an  insufficient  reason,  and  anti-ministerial  papers  freely  hint 
at  an  influential  friend  in  the  Government. 

Pharmacist  Suspended. — Repeated  complaints  having 
been  made  by  the  inhabitants  of  Lokken,  one  of  the  smaller 
Danish  towns,  as  to  the  drinking-habits  of  the  pharmacist 
there,  the  Minister  of  Justice  suspended  the  holder  of  the 
privilege,  and  replaced  him  by  another  pharmacist  without 
throwing  the  privilege  open  to  competition  among  qualified 
chemists,  as  required  by  a  Royal  order  governing  the  grant 
of  these  privileges.  His  action  has  been  the  cause  of  much 
comment  in  the  anti-ministerial  papers,  who,  in  view  of  the 
forthcoming  election  to  the  Folksting,  are  using  it  as  an 
electioneering  device,  omitting  to  state  the  fact  that  the  new 
holder  ranked  second  in  competition  when  the  replaced 
chemist  was  appointed.

Association  Presidents. 


Me.  Ceoss. 


There  is  a  natural  hesitation  in  giving  names  to  certain  towns 
in  tho  British  Isles.  We  have  heard  that  the  second  city  in  the 
Empire  is  Glasgow,  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  Calcutta,  and 
there  are  other  claimants,  but 
when  the  "  Queen  of  Watering- 
places  "  is  spoken  of,  English- 
men, at  least,  know  that  Scar- 
borough is  meant.  What  more 
ideal  place  for  a  pharmacy? 
It  has  all  that  the  restless  sea, 
beautiful  surroundings,  and 
bracing  air  can  give,  and  it  has 
a  Chemists'  Association,  pre- 
sided over  by  Mr.  Edward 
Robert  Cross,  Ph.C.  He  spoils 
the  poetry  of  the  ideal  concep- 
tion by  telling  us  that  the  shop- 
hours  there  are  long,  and  we 
fancy  from  the  tone  that  the 
Association  can  do  little  to 
remedy  them.  Visitors  are  the 
sort  of  customers  who  prefer 
shopping  in  the  evenings  to 
moping  in  their  lodgings,  and 
foolish  is  the  shopkeeper  who  will  not  recognise  the  fact. 
Scarborough  chemists  do  find  opportunity  to  meet  when  occa- 
sion requires,  and  we  daresay  they  all,  like  Mr.  Cross,  would 
rather  be  chemists  in  Scarborough  than  anywhere  else.  He 
was  born  in  the  town  forty  years  ago,  and  served  his  appren- 
ticeship there.  Then  he  came  to  London  and  passed  the  Minor 
from  Woodlands'  in  1889  and  the  Major  from  tho  City  School 
of  Pharmacy  in  1892,  both  at  the  first  attempt.  He  then 
became  assistant  with  the  late  Edward  Brown,  Leeds,  one  of 
the  old  school  of  chemists,  who  made  everything — jujubes, 
lozenges,  distilled  waters,  mercurial  ointment,  and  concen- 
trated infusions.  "  It  was  a  capital  experience,"  Mr.  Cross 
says.  Leaving  Leeds  for  Scarborough,  he  took  a  situation 
with  the  late  William  Parker.  After  that  he  bought  a  business 
in  Rochdale.  Two  years  afterwards  Mr.  William  Parker  died, 
and  Mr.  Cross  left  Lancashire  for  home  once  more,  joining 
Mr.  Edward  Parker  in  tho  firm  of  Parker  &  Cross.  After  nine 
years  of  amicable  partnership  they  decided  to  separate  and  be 
friendly  rivals.  Mr.  Cross's  pharmacy  is  at  96  Westborough, 
and  he  "  has  found  the  C.  <£•  D.  one  of  the  best  investments." 


Poor-Law  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  Well-attended  Meeting  of  Poor-law  dispensers  was  held 
at  the  offices  of  the  Strand  Union,  15  Henrietta  Street, 
London,  W.C.,  on  April  26,  with  Mr.  G.  B.  Walker 
(President)  in  the  chair,  when  matters  of  interest  to  all 
Poor-law  dispensers  were  discussed.  It  was  proposed  to 
hold,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association,  a  conference  at 
an  early  date.

That  this  Association  desires  to  record  its  satisfaction 
with  and  appreciation  of  the  efforts  being  made  by  the 
President  and  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
secure  legislation  in  the  interests  of  pharmacy  and  the 
public  safety  ;  and  this  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that 
this  end  will  be  best  attained  by  the  incorporation  of 
suitable  amendments  into  the  Government's  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill,  such  as  have  already  been  accepted  at  the 
instance  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

This  Association  trusts  that  no  effort  will  be  spared  to 
convince  the  Legislature  of  the  justice  of  the  amendment, 
already  accepted  by  the  Lord  President,  restricting  che- 
mists' titles  to  individuals  holding  the  statutory  qualifica- 
tion. 


Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
April  27.  The  President  (Mr.  J.  H.  Williams)  occupied  the 
chair,  and  there  was  a  fair  attendance  of  members. 

P.A.T.A.  and  Co-ops. — The  first  business  of  the  meeting 
was  to  consider  the  action  of  the  P.A.T.A.  in  the  conflict 
with  the  co-operative  societies.

ing to  the  utmost  of  their  ability  those  manufacturers  who 
remain  loyal  to  the  P.A.T.A. 

Mr.  Botham  seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried  unani- 
mously. 

TriE  Pharmacy  Bills. — Mr.  Toone,  in  opening  the  dis- 
cussion, expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Bill  could  not  make  much  headway  at  present, 
but  the  Government  could  pass  their  Bill  if  they  liked.  The 
Government  Bill  was  not  one  to  please  them  entirely,  but  it 
was  worth  their  while  to  support  it  and  if  possible  to  get 
their  amendments  added.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Presi- 
dent and  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  spared 
no  pains  in  their  endeavours  to  conserve  the  rights  of 
qualified  chemists  by  putting  the  claim  of  the  Society 
before  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  that  the  title 
might  be  legally  held  by  those  only  who  were  personally 
qualified,    fie  moved — 

That  this  Association  assures  the  President  and  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  its  loyal  support  in  their 
persistent  endeavours  to  secure  such  legislation  as  shall 
prevent  the  future  assumption  of  the  title  by  unqualified 
persons. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Hughes  and  carried  unani- 
mously.— It  was  suggested  that  in  addition  the  Society 
should  be  asked  to  endeavour  to  get  the  proposed  period  of 
seven  years,  in  which  established  companies  would  be 
allowed  to  use  the  title,  reduced  to  "not  more  than  three 
years,"  but  after  discussion  it  was  decided  not  to  add  the 
clause  to  the  resolution. 

Council  Election. — The  members  next  proceeded  to  dis- 
cuss the  respective  merits  and  demerits  of  the  candidates  for 
the  vacant  seats  upon  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
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Society. — Mr.  Bilson  urged  upon  the  members  the  necessity 
of  carefully  considering  the  subject,  as  it  was  a  matter  of 
some  importance  that  the  right  men  should  be  sent  up  to 
represent  the  chemists  of  the  land  upon  the  Council  of  the 
Society. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  St.  Bride  Insti- 
tute, Ludgate  Circus,  London,  E.G.,  on  April  25,  Mr. 
Hermann  C.  T.  Gardner,  F.C.S.  (Chairman  of  Council), 
presiding. 

Unification  of  Galenical  Preparations. — The  Chair- 
man read  a  short  paper  on  this  subject,  pointing  out  that 
there  were  several  classes  of  galenical  preparations  that  could 
with  advantage  be  merged  into  one  standard  series.  Before, 
however,  settling  the  nature  of  such  a  class,  it  was  necessary 
to  consider  the  substances  to  be  operated  upon.    He  pointed 
out  the  objections  to  merely  using  solutions  of  alkaloids, 
and  indicated  the  difficulties  some  drugs  offered  in  the  way 
of  standardisation.    It  was  imperative  to  have  a  definite 
standard  of  potency  for  each  item.     Standardisation  by 
physiological  tests  was  not  practicable  as  far  as  pure  phar- 
macy was  concerned ;  and  although  tests  upon  animals  might 
appear  desirable  sometimes,  it  was  yet  to  be  shown  that  bio- 
standardisation  was  not  variable,  for  experiments  upon  the 
lower  animals  who  might  possess  distinct  idiosyncrasies 
might  not  prove  an  exactly  analogous  physiological  activity 
of  the  drug  in  its  therapeutical  application  to  the  higher 
organisation  of  man.    The  best  class  of  uniform  galenical, 
in  the  speaker's  opinion,  would  be  a  fluid  extract  prepared 
by  one  or  two  methods  of  repercolation.    The  difficulty  of 
affixing  definite  standards  in  the  case  of  drugs  having  active 
principles  not  as  yet  fully  understood  might  be  partially 
overcome  by  the  much-debated  extractive  percentage,  and 
he  cited  the  results  of  personal  experiments  proving  that  in 
the  case  of  assayable  galenicals  the  proportion  of  extractive 
was  an  indication  of  proportion  of  alkaloid,  and  deduced  that 
a  similar  thing  took  place  in  the  case  of  preparations  of  not 
easily  assayable  drugs.    As  the  active  principle  of  drugs 
varied  in  amount  it  would  be  better  to  assay  the  drug,  if 
possible,  first.    Mr.  Gardner  then  cited  instances  of  recent 
researches  upon  the  active  principles  of  certain  drugs,  show- 
ing that  these  drugs,  though  not  now  standardised,  could 
be,  quoting  the  work  of  Taurel  on  gentian,  Dunstan  on 
aconitine,  Leger  on  aloes,  Tschirsch  on  digitalis,  and  others. 
He  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  inactivity  of  some  samples 
of  ergot  might  be  due  to  the  absence  of  cornutine  (Kobert) ; 
whether  it  were  an  oxidised  product  of  ergotinine  did  not 
matter,  for  it  had  been  shown  that  cornutine  was  physiologic- 
ally active,  and  that  it  was  found  in  some  specimens  of  ergot. 
He  suggested  standards  and  doses  for  a  class  of  fluid  ex- 
tracts, and  finished  his  address  by  referring  to  the  recently 
standardised  drugs  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia. 

Discussion. — The  paper  was  unanimously  voted  an  ex- 
cellent one  by  the  speakers  who  followed.  Mr.  W.  E.  Miller 
agreed  that  standardisation  was  desirable,  but  was  strongly 
of  opinion  that  the  methods  of  standardisation  should  be 
kept  well  within  the  scope  of  the  ordinary  pharmacist.  Mr. 
Lindsay  endorsed  Mr.  Miller's  opinion,  and  so  did,  in  effect, 
Mr.  Welford,  Mr.  Hewitt,  Mr.  Goodall,  and  others.  Mr. 
Leadbeater  was  of  opinion  that  rather  too  much  was  being 
made  of  standardisation.  The  reputation  of  all  the  best 
known  drugs  had  been  made  on  the  use  of  the  drugs  in  their 
crude  state,  and  it  would  be  very  invidious,  he  thought,  to 
say  that  the  virtue  of  a  drug  which  contained  many  different 
active  principles  should  be  gauged  by  the  stated  percentage 
of  one  definite  principle.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Gardner  closed  the  proceedings. 


Night  Service. — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Berne 
has  decided  to  introduce  a  night-service  for  the  town. 
Twelve  pharmacists  in  the  inner  part  of  the  town  will  take 
part  in  the  scheme,  which  is  to  be  given  a  year's  trial,  each 
pharmacy  taking  a  week's  duty ;  and  it  is  so  arranged  that 
the  two  Sunday-service  pharmacists  undertake  the  night- 
work  for  the  following  week.  The  public  is  informed  as  to 
which  pharmacies  are  open,  by  notices  outside  their  shops, 
also  by  daily  advertisements  in  a  city  paper.  In  case  of  an 
epidemic  the  "  turns"  would  be  suspended. 


Westminster  Mistom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


The  Budget  :  Industrial  Alcohol  Legislation. 
Mr.  Asquith,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in  the 
course  of  his  Budget  statement  on  Monday,  April  30,  after 
referring  to  the  question  of  licensing  generally,  remarked  : 
"In  the  meantime,  I  may  mention  that  I  propose  to  re- 
introduce tho  legislation  which  was  attempted,  but  not 
carried  through,  last  year  to  facilitate  tho  use  of  alcohol  for 
industrial  purposes,  and  to  bring  the  growing  industry  of 
the  manufacture  of  what  arc  called  "basis  wines,"  which 
are  manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  como  more 
or  less  into  competition  with  duty-paid  foreign  wines,  under 
Excise  supervision  and  control." 
The  announcement  was  received  with  loud  cheers  from  many 
quarters  of  the  House,  for  the  proposal  to  free  alcohol  used 
for  industrial  purposes  from  the  restrictions  at  present  im- 
posed upon  it  is  very  widely  favoured  by  members  of  the 
new  Parliament.  It  is  felt,  moreover,  that  the  chances 
of  legislation  being  passed  in  the  sense  desired  are 
materially  greater  than  they  were  at  the  time  Mr.  Austen 
Chamberlain  introduced  his  Revenue  Bill.  Members  inter- 
ested in  the  removal  of  the  duty  expressed  in  the  Lobby 
afterwards  their  great  gratification  at  the  Chancellor's 
announcement. 

Poisons  and  the  Pharmacy  Bills. 
Before  being  reported  to  the  House  the  Earl  of  Crewe's 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  will,  I  understand,  be  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Law  Lords.  The  Bill  will 
come  before  the  committee  on  Tuesday  next,  May  8,  this 
somewhat  unusual  course  being  adopted,  I  infer,  owing  to 
the  considerable  amendment  which  the  measure  underwent 
whilst  in  Committee.  Pending  its  review  by  the  Standing 
Committee  no  date  has  as  yet  been  named  for  the  Report 
stage. 

In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Winfrey's  Pharmacy  Bill  came  up 
for  second  reading  shortly  before  the  rising  of  the  House  on 
Monday  evening.  The  usual  objection  was,  however,  offered 
to  its  passage,  and  Mr.  Winfrey  consequently  postponed  the 
second  reading  to  Monday,  May  7. 

Telegrams  and  Circulars. 
The  Postmaster-General  informed  Mr.  Bridgeman  on 
April  30  that  he  does  not  see  his  way  to  reduce  the  fee  of 
one  guinea  a  year  for  having  telegrams  addressed  to  busi- 
ness offices  delivered  at  the  private  houses  of  the  addressees 
after  business  hours,  even  although  the  number  so  delivered 
is  small. — In  reply  to  another  query  by  Mr.  Bridgeman, 
Mr.  Buxton  stated  that  under  the  regulations  governing 
the  halfpenny  post  a  printer's  error  might  be  corrected  in 
manuscript  in  a  circular  sent  by  the  halfpenny  post,  but  the 
regulations  do  not  permit  the  insertion  in  manuscript  in  such 
circulars  of  any  figures  other  than  those  indicating  the  date 
of  despatch  of  the  circular,  the  date  of  a  meeting  or  appoint- 
ment, and  index  or  reference  numbers.  The  Postmaster- 
General  added,  however,  that  he  is  inquiring  into  the  whole 
question. 

The  Explosives  Committee. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Weir  on  April  26,  Mr.  Haldane  ex- 
plained that  1,450/.,  which  appears  in  the  War  Office  esti- 
mates as  fees  to  the  Explosives  Committee,  is  paid  to  the 
members  of  the  Committee  who  are  not  in  the  Government — 
viz.,  Lord  Rayleigh,  Sir  A.  Noble,  and  Sir  William  Crookes. 

Lord  Crewe's  Salary. 
The  Earl  of  Crewe  as  Lord  President  of  the  Council  re- 
ceives a  salary  of  2,000/.,  and  in  reply  to  Mr.  Weir,  in  the 
Estimates  discussion  on  April  24,  Mr.  McKenna  explained 
that  in  the  last  Government  the  office  was  combined  with 
that  of  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  latter 
carrying  the  same  salary,  and.  Lord  Crewe  now  represents 
the  Board  of  Education  in  the  House  of  Lords.  Colonel 
Legge  moved  to  knock  off  the  2,000/.,  and  there  was  quite  a 
long  discussion  about  the  matter,  the  Opposition  charging 
the  Government  with  extravagance.  The  members  who 
spoke  seemed  to  imagine  that  Lord  Crewe  has  no  work  to 
do,  no  one  thinking  of  anything  except  the  Education  Bill. 
They  were  all  oblivious  of  the  fact  that  his  Lordship  has 
almost  ready  for  them,  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill, 
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something  that  they  will  not  be  allowed  to  forget  as  long  as 
it  is  on  the  Orders. 

Vaccine-lymph. 
Mr.  Haldane  informed  Mr.  Weir  on  Wednesday  that  no 
lymph  is  now  preserved  at  the  Army  and  Navy  Vaccine 
Institute  on  ivory  points.  The  War  Secretary  added  that 
the  stock  calf  lymph  at  present  in  use  has  been  obtained 
through  the  courtesy  of  MM.  St.  Yves  Menard  and  Chaubon, 
from  the  Institute  of  Animal  Vaccination,  Paris.  In 
response  to  a  previous  question  by  Mr.  Weir,  Mr.  Haldane 
stated  that  the  quantity  of  glycerinated  calf  lymph  pro- 
duced at  the  Army  and  Navy  Vaccine  Institute  last  year 
was  sufficient  for  107,766  vaccinations,  while  the  number  of 
tubes  used  at  military  stations  during  the  year  was  67,685. 
The  War  Secretary  added  that  no  lymph  produced  at  this 
establishment  is  sold. 

Drug-taking  in  India. 
Mr.  John  Morley,  the  Secretary  for  India,  answering  a 
long  question  by  Mr.  Charles  Schwann,  stated  at  the 
beginning  of  the  week  that  the  Government  revenue  from 
the  excise  on  liquors  and  drugs  was  2,374,000/.  in  1870-1, 
and  4,076,000/. -in  1901-2  in  sterling  at  the  exchange  rate 
of  each  date.  As  no  accurate  statistics  of  consumption 
exist,  it  was  impossible  to  say  to  what  extent  the  increase 
in  revenue  represents  increased  consumption.  The  popula- 
tion of  British  India  had  increased  by  25  per  cent.  ;  the 
duties  on  liquors  and  drugs  had  been  frequently  increased, 
and  the  excise  administration  had  been  made  much  more 
efficient  against  smuggling.  A  committee  is  now  sitting  in 
India  to  consider  the  administration  of  excise  in  respect 
of  intoxicating  liquors  and  to  promote  reforms.  Opium  and 
other  drugs  have  been  similarly  examined,  and  Mr.  Morley 
understood  that  various  measures  have  been  taken  to  sup- 
press abuses. 

Chemical  and  Vegetable  Indigo. 
Two  questions  relating  to  the  use  of  chemical  and  vege- 
table indigo  in  fulfilment  of  Admiralty  contracts  are  being 
put  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Department  next  Tuesday.  In 
one  of  these  Mr.  Bright  is  to  inquire  whether  the  rule  that 
all  cloth  goods  supplied  to  the  Admiralty  must  be  dyed 
with  vegetable  indigo  is  still  in  force,  and,  if  so,  whether 
the  attention  of  the  Admiralty  has  been  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  chemically  produced  indigo  is  identical  in  composi- 
tion with  the  vegetable  product,  cheaper  to  dye,  enters  more 
intimately  into  the  structure  of  the  yarn  or  cloth,  and  is 
equally  permanent.  The  other  question  stands  in  the  name 
of  Mr.  Jowett,  who  will  ask  the  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty 
to  explain  why  the  employment  of  synthetic  indigo  is  still 
prohibited  in  Navy  contracts,  also  whether  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  synthetic  indigo  is  decidedly  cheaper  than  plant 
indigo  and  of  equal  strength,  he  will  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  permitting  its  use  in  Navy  contracts. 

Celluloid  Hair-combs. 
Replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Bethell,  the  member 
for  the  Maldon  division  of  Essex,  arising  from  accidents  by 
the  ignition  of  celluloid  combs,  the  Home  Secretary  has 
stated  that  the  question  of  putting  marks  upon  materials  of 
all  sorts  that  are  likely  to  be  dangerous  is  a  very  wide  one, 
and  he  did  not  see  his  way  to  deal  specially  with  celluloid. 
He  hoped  that  the  question  will  call  attention  to  the  possible 
danger  of  these  articles,  and  will  put  the  public  on  their 
guard. 

The  Ottoman  Tariff. 
The  Foreign  Secretary  is  to  be  asked  whether  any  nego- 
tiations are  at  present  pending  or  contemplated  between 
H.M.  Government  and  the  Porte  for  an  increase  in  the 
Customs  duties  on  British  goods  imported  into  Turkey  as 
fixed  by  treaty.  Mr.  Lynch,  who  is  putting  the  question, 
also  desires  to  know  whether,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
great  preponderance  of  the  import  trade  into  Turkey  is  in 
British  and  Indian  hands,  Sir  Edward  Grey  will  ascertain 
the  views  of  the  representatives  of  that  trade  before  sanc- 
tioning any  such  increase. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Bill. 
On  Tuesday,  May  1,  Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone,  Home  Sec- 
retary, received  a  deputation  at  the  Home  Office  from  repre- 
sentatives of  Chambers  of  Commerce  with  regard  to  this 
Bill,  certain  parts  of  which  require  modification.   Mr.  R.  J. 


Lake  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  were  among  the  representa- 
tives for  the  London  Chamber.  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain 
introduced  the  deputation  and  spoke  at  some  length,  being 
followed  by  others,  and  Mr.  Gladstone  gave,  on  the  whole, 
a  sympathetic  reply.  Subsequently  Mr.  Tyrer  had  a  con- 
versation with  the  Home  Secretary  with  regard  to  the  point 
raised  by  him  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  meeting  last 
week  (O.  <&  D .,  April  28,  p.  671)  as  to  the  liability  of  work- 
men for  injury  to  the  health  of  their  co-workers  and  the 
property  of  their  employers  through  negligence  of  rules. 
Mr.  Tyrer  considers  that  some  provision  should  be  intro- 
duced into  the  Bill  for  checking  such  infractions  and  in- 
juries. I  understand  that  Mr.  Gladstone  asked  Mr.  Tyrer 
to  write  to  him  fully  on  the  matter. 

Chartered  Societies  Bill. 
The  second  reading  of  this  Bill  has  been  put  down  for 
Thursday,  May  17,  when  motions  for  its  rejection  stand  in 
the  names  of  Mr.  Charles  Schwann,  Mr.  George  Harwood, 
and  Mr.  D.  A.  Thomas.  The  Bill  would,  if  carried,  afford 
members  of  chartered  societies  protection  of  their  titles 
(e.g.,  F.C.S.).

The  Saccharin  Patents. 
The  action  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation.  Ltd.,  v.  Fentiman 
&  Picup  was  in  Mr.  Justice  Warrington's  list  on  Monday, 
April  30.  Counsel  stated  that  his  Lordship  would  not  be 
troubled  with  the  hearing  of  the  action,  which  was  one  of 
infringement  of  patent,  but  there  would  be  an  injunction  in 
the  terms  of  the  statement  of  claim. 

A  Photographic  Case. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Monday,  April  30,  the  case  of 
the  Adhesive  Dry  Mounting  Co..  Ltd.,  v.  the  Adherent 
Film  Co.  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich.  Mr.  Cold- 
ridge,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the  defendants 
had  put  in  evidence  which  he  had  not  seen,  and  which  raised 
a  serious  question  as  to  validity.  In  the  circumstances,  if 
the  defendants  undertook  to  keep  the  usual  account,  he 
would  not  ask  for  anything  more  on  this  motion,  and  the 
matter  must  stand  until  the  trial.  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich 
said  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  that.  There  would  be  no 
order  on  the  motion,  except  that  the  costs  of  the  motion 
would  be  costs  in  the  action. 


The  Viscose  Patent. 

The  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  (Lord  Mac- 
naghten.  Sir  Andrew  Scobie,  Sir  Arthur  Wilson,  and  Sir 
Alfred  Wills)  on  Wednesday,  May  2,  gave  its  decision  in  a 
petition  by  Messrs.  C.  F.  Cross,  E.  J.  Bevan,  and  Clayton 
Bradle  for  prolongation  of  the  term  of  letters  patent 
No.  8,700  of  1892.  The  invention  consists  in  the  produc- 
tion of  a  mouldable  cellulose  material  by  mercerising  fibrous 
and  cellular  materials,  and  while  in  this  condition  treating 
with  carbon  bisulphide.  Various  projects  had  since  the  in- 
vention been  formed  to  exploit  it,  and  in  1902  these  were 
centralised  and  combined  in  one  called  the  Viscose  Develop- 
ment Co.,  Ltd.  A  great  many  difficulties  and  trade  pre- 
judices had  to  be  overcome,  and  now,  as  the  patent  is  about  to 
expire,  the  applicants  would  lose  the  advantages  which  they 
believed  they  were  entitled  to.  Sir  William  Ramsay,  F.R.S.. 
and  others  had  given  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  petition^ 
and  certain  objectors  had  withdrawn  their  opposition. 
Lord  Magnaghten  intimated  that  the  Committee  would 
humbly  advise  his  Majesty  to  prolong  the  patent  for  five 
years,  the  longest  term  that  had  been  granted  of  late  years 
to  an  invention  of  conspicuous  merit. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  !'fffCf|f 

Liquid  Extract  of  Cinchona. 
At  the  Bournemouth  Police  Court  on  April  27,  Dr.  J. 
Roberts  Thomson  (in  the  chair)  and  Mr.  E.  E.  Rebbeck 
heard  evidence  in  a  summons,  under  Section  6  of  the  1875 
Act,  against  Mr.  Frank  Spinney,  chemist  and  druggist 
(trading  as  Blacklock  &  Co.),  14  Commercial  Road,  Bourne- 
mouth, for  selling  3  oz.  of  liquid  extract  of  cinchona  which 
the  public  analyst  (Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps)  certified  to  be  13  per 
cent,  deficient  in  alkaloids.  Mr.  H.  Goringe  Smith  prose- 
cuted, and  Mr.  James  Druitt  defended.  Evidence  for  the 
prosecution  having  been  given  and  the  analyst's  certificate 
put  in,  Mr.  Druitt  asked  the  Magistrates  to  dismiss  the 
case,  as  no  direct  evidence  had  been  given  by  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  standard  set  up  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
The  only  evidence  of  that  standard  was  contained  in  the 
analyst's  certificate.  What  was  required  by  the  B.P.  must 
be  proved  by  the  production  of  the  B.P.  itself,  which  had 
not  been  done. 

The  Chairman  overruled  the  objection,  and  said  they 
regarded  the  statement  in  the  certificate  as  sufficient. 

Mr.  Druitt  then  asked  the  Magistrates  not  to  record  a 
conviction  against  the  defendant,  who  is  the  oldest  trades- 
man in  Bournemouth,  having  carried  on  business  at  the  same 
place,  both  as  an  assistant  and  proprietor,  for  fifty  years 
past. 

The  defendant  then  deposed  that  he  always  bought  his 
drugs  from  the  best  wholesale  houses,  and  he  had  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  the  liquid  extract  was  deficient. 

The  Magistrates  decided  that  a  technical  offence  had  been 
committed,  which  would  be  met  by  the  payment  of  costs. 


Liquid  Extract  of  Cascara. 
In  Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  on  May  3,  trial  took  place, 
before  Sheriff  Orphoot,  of  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart, 
Powell  &  Co.,  chemists,  53  Ferry  Road,  Leith,  on  a  com- 
plaint, under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  by  Dr. 
Robertson,  medical  officer  of  health  for  Leith,  that  on 
March  16  they  sold  to  Thos.  Bishop,  sanitary  inspector  for 
Leith,  10  oz.  of  liquid  extract  of  cascara  sagrada  which  was 
not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  of  that  article,  in 
respect  that  it  was  destitute  of  alcohol. 

Mr.  Morison,  advocate,  on  respondent's  behalf,  stated 
his  defence  was  that  the  article  sold  was  the  article  de- 
manded, alternatively  that  it  was  of  the  nature,  substance, 
and  quality  of  the  article  demanded;  further,  that  alcohol, 
being  a  preservative,  is  non-essential.  Evidence  was  then 
led  in  the  case,  which  was  expected  to  last  over  a  second  day. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  Bournemouth  Police  Court  on  April  27,  Alfred  Ernest 
Seymour,  grocer,  127  Malmesbury  Park  Road,  was  sum- 
moned, under  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act,  for  selling  as 
camphorated  oil  an  article  which  was  51  per  cent,  deficient  in 
camphor.  For  the  defence  Mr.  E.  H.  Bone  put  in  an  invoice 
from  Mr.  John  Symonds,  manufacturer  of  the  article,  show- 
ing the  purchase  by  the  defendant  of  a  quarter  of  a  gross  of 
penny  bottles  of  camphorated  oil  described  in  the  price-list 
as  B.P.  He  submitted  that  this  constituted  a  legal  war- 
ranty, and  notice  having  been  given  to  the  prosecution  that 
it  would  be  relied  upon,  he  thought  the  case  must  fail  as 
against  the  defendant  under  Section  25  of  the  1875  Act. 
The  Magistrates  were  not  satisfied  that  the  defendant  was 
protected  by  Section  25,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  5s.  and  costs. 

Mr.  Bone  asked  the  Magistrates  if  they  would  be  willing 
to  state  a  case,  and  Dr.  Thomson  replied  in  the  affirmative, 
adding,  in  reply  to  a  further  question  from  Mr.  Bone,  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Bench  the  article  was  not  purchased 
from  the  manufacturer  by  the  defendant  under  a  warranty. 

A  similar  charge  against  James  Frederick  Lovell,  130  Wol- 
verton  Road,  Boscombe,  was  dismissed,  as  Mr.  Harry  Tre- 
vanion,  who  defended,  produced  a  warranty — viz.,  that  the 
camphorated  oil  was  declared  to  be  pure,  for  all  the  purposes 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  in  the  price-list,  in  the  invoice, 
on  the  box  in  which  the  penny  bottles  were  contained,  and 
also  upon  the  labels  on  the  bottles. 

Warranty  was  also  proved  in  cases  against  William  Childs, 
Bennett  Road,  and  Lizzie  Thrift,  wholesale  grocer,  5  South- 
cote  Road. 


Bankruptcies  anb  failures. 

Be  J.  W.  Deysdale,  16  Creechurch  Lane,  E.C.,  Colonial 
and  Drug  Merchant  and  Commission  Agent,  trading  as  J.  W. 
Drysdalo  &  Co.— This  debtor,  whose  failure  arose  solely  in 
connection  with  transactions  in  jute,  there  being  no  drug-trado 
creditors,  was  on  Thursday  granted  a  discharge  subject  to  tho 
minimum  suspension  of  two  years. 

Be  Thomas  Handley,  Lowestoft,  Chemist  and  Licensed  Vic- 
tualler.— Debtor,  who  appeared  for  his  public  examination  at 
tho  Yarmouth  Bankruptcy  Court  on  May  1,  said  he  was  by 
trade  a  chemist,  and  for  many  years  was  manager  to  Messrs. 
Davy  &  Co.,  of  Woodbridge.  The  business  being  sold,  he,  in 
February  1900,  moved  to  Lowestoft  and  took  "  The  Three 
Herrings,"  a  public-house.  After  he  had  detailed  tho  non- 
success  of  his  venture  the  examination  was  closed. 

Re  Henry  Tattersall  Hyslop,  Briar  House,  Bury  Old  Road, 
Heywood,  late  Grosvenor  Place,  Limefield,  and  54  Walmers- 
ley  Road,  Bury,  Lanes,  Chemist's  Assistant  (late  Chemist  and 
Druggist  in  business).— The  liabilities  are  stated  at 
1,920^.  12s.  bd.,  and  the  assets  are  estimated  at  14/.  Tho 
following  are  creditors:  H.  Bowen,  London  (68/.);  S.  J.

Be  Richard  Horn  and  William  Young,  trading  as  Wentzel 
&  Schleswig,  Leeuwen  Street,  Cape  Town,  Manufacturing 
Chemists.— The  trustees  of  these  estates  report  that  when  they 
took  charge  of  the  business  they  found  tho  books  of  tho 
wholesale  department  neglected.  No  payments  had  been 
entered  in  the  cashbook  since  February  1905,  the  bank-book 
had  not  been  properly  adjusted  for  five  months,  nor  had  tho 
balances  been  verified  since  December  1904.  Horn  was  in 
the  habit  of  drawing  a  monthly  allowance  of  25/.,  and  it  was 
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his  duty  to  account  for  the  cash  and  write  up  the  cashbook. 
For  the  period  May' to  December  1905  there  was  a  difference 
in  the  cash  of  459/.,  which  Horn  had  been  called  upon  to 
explain,  but  had  not  done  so  up  to  the  time  of  writing  the 
report.  Stock  was  taken  in  January,  with  the  result  that  it 
was  found  that  the  stock,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  on 
December  31  amounted  to  6,462/.  12s.  Id.  The  shop-furniture, 
shop  cases,  and  shelvings  were  valued  at  726?.  The  outstand- 
ing debts  on  December  31,  1905,  amounted  to  3,484/.  lis.  ;  of 
this  amount  up  to  March  16,  581/.  2.s\  10(7.  had  turned  out  to  be 
bad,  leaving  an  amount  of  2,903/.  8s.  2d.  still  to  be  collected. 
From  that  amount  up  to  March  16  a  sum  of  1,122/.  Is.  10r/.  had 
been  paid,  leaving  1,781/.  6s.  Ad.  still  open.  The  trustees  had 
continued  the  business  with  fair  success,  and  continued  im- 
porting goods  in  order  to  keep  together  the  old  connection 
and  customers,  with  the  view  to  ultimately  disposing  of  the 
same  as  a  going  concern.  The  debtors  in  1902  purchased  the 
present  business,  goodwill,  and  stock-in-trade  of  the  firm  of 
Wentzel  &  Schleswig,  as  also  the  stores  situated  in  Leeuwen 
Street,  for  the  sum  of  12,000/.  In  addition  to  that,  Mr. 
Geister  advanced  them,  at  time  of  purchase,  1,000/.  as  working 
capital.  For  the  first  eighteen  months  they  did  well.  After 
that  the  depression  set  in,  causing  considerable  shrinkage  in 
the  business.  The  depression,  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees, 
would  not  have  been  of  such  serious  consequence  if  greater 
exertion  had  been  made  in  picking  up  business  and  stricter 
attendance  and  economical  working  had  been  practised.  In 
the  case  of  the  private  estate  of  Horn  the  assets  consist  of  a 
small  quantity  of  household  furniture  which  did  not  appear  to 
be  of  much  value.  In  Young's  estate  the  trustees  reported 
that  Young  appears  to  have  no  private  assets  nor  private 
debts. — The  report  was  adopted. 

lie  Henry  Bishop  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Freezywater,  Waltham 
Cross,  Makers,  Proprietors,  and  Vendors  of  Patent  Medicines, 
Proprietary  Articles,  etc.— At  the  Edmonton  County  Court  on 
Monday,  April  30,  beforo  Judgo  Tindal  Atkinson,  a  petition 
was  presented  by  Walter  H.  Goss  for  the  winding-up  of  this 
concern.  Mr.  Walker,  barrister,  appeared  for  the  petitioner 
and  Mr.  Moeran  opposed.— Counsel  stated  that  the  company 
was  registered  in  1900,  and  had  several  shops.  The  petitioner 
was  formerly  in  its  employ,  and  he  brought  an  action  in  the 
King's  Bench  Division  for  arrears  of  salary.  He  obtained 
judgment  for  50/.  and  costs  amounting  to  54/.

The  company  was  also  said  to 
be  solo  London  agents  for  Orange  Blossom  Soap  and  Ward- 
rine's  specialities.— Counsel  read  a  letter  received  from  the 
company's  solicitor,  stating  that  a  receiver  had  been  appointed 
by  tho  High  Court  under  an  action  instituted  by  the  debenture- 
holders.— His  Honour  said  that  he  could  not  make  an  order 
which  would  be  antagon;stic  or  prejudicial  to  the  order  of 
tho  High  Court.— Mr.  Walker  contended  that  although  the 
debenture-holders'  action  had  been  started  it  did  not  disentitle 
the  petitioner  to  a  winding-up  order.— Mr.  Moeran,  for  the 
company,  said  that  Mr.  Justice  Buckley  appointed  a  receiver 
and  manager  last  Friday.  Ho  would  have  no  difficulty  in 
satisfying  his  Honour  that  there  would  not  be  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  debenture-holders.  The  petitioner  was  mistaken 
with  regard  to  the  assets.— His  Honour  adjourned  the  further 
hearing  of  the  petition  for  Mr.  Moeran  to  call  evidence  as  to 
means.

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  accounts,  the  Chair- 
man said  business  during  1905  was  bad,  and  the  result  of  the 
company's  trading  was  so  unsatisfactory  that  the  general 
managers  were  compelled  to  pass  the  payment  of  a  dividend.

INHERE  is  little  change  in  the  general  condition  of  the 
drug  and  chemical  markets,  although  there  is  a  fairly 
satisfactory  undercurrent  of  trade.  Alterations  in  value 
are  perhaps  more  numerous  than  usual,  and  in  fine  chemicals 
they  include  a  further  slight  advance  in  citrates,  while  a 
rise  in  lithia  salts  is  talked  of  owing  to  the  good  demand. 
Tartar  emetic  is  dearer,  and  quinine  is  still  inactive. 
Among  drugs,  opium  is  steady,  but  only  moves  in  a  jobbing 
way.  Chamomiles  are  again  dearer,  and  ergot  tends  firmer. 
Menthol  and  Japan  wax  are  a  shade  weaker,  as  is  cod-liver 
oil.  Coriander  is  easier.  Among  essential  oils,  star  aniseed  and 
American  peppermint  have  improved  in  demand  and  are 
firmer.  Cajuput  and  camphor  are  scarce;  English  pepper- 
mint and  B.P.  dill  oil  are  also  higher.  In  fixed  oils,  sweet 
almond  has  been  advanced  a  further  Id.,  and  castor  oil 
for  prompt  is  firmer.  The  alterations  among  spices,  dry- 
salteries, etc.,  include  a  decline  in  old-crop  Jamaica  ginger, 
shellac,  and  vanilla.  The  following  table  shows  the  prin- 
cipal alterations  of  the  week  :

Peppermint  oil  is  very  firm  at  $2.75  per  lb.  in  tins.  Re- 
fined spermaceti  is  firmer  at  28c.  per  lb.,  and  lycopodium 
is  also  firmer  at  48c.  Jalap  is  firm  at  12c.  per  lb.,  and  ergot 
is  easy  at  26c. 

Amsterdam,  May  3  :—  At  the  auctions  of  cinchona  held 
here  to-day  7,131  packages  were  offered,  weighing  648,547 
kilos.,  and  containing  33,665  kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate,  as 
compared  with  9,865  packages,  containing  49,210  kilos, 
quinine  sulphate,  offered  at  the  previous  auction  on  March  22. 
The  manufacturing-bark  contains  an  average  of  5.60  per 
cent,  quinine  sulphate.  Of  the  above  quantity  6,669  packages 
sold  at  an  average  unit  of  4.30c.  per  half-kilo.,  compared 
with  4.18c.  paid  at  the  auction  on  March  22.  The  following 
were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  purchased  by 
the  principal  buyers  :  (1)  The  English  and  American  fac- 
tories, who  bought  the  equivalent  of  10,236  kilos. ;  (2)  the 
Brunswick  factory,  3,345  kilos.  ;  (3)  the  Mannheim  factory, 
3,971  kilos. ;    (4)  the  Amsterdam  factory,  3,488  kilos.  ; 

(5)  the  Frankfort  and  Stuttgart  factories,  2,476  kilos.  ; 

(6)  various  buyers,  7,473  kilos.  The  prices  paid  for  the 
manufacturing-bark  ranged  from  4c.  per  half-kilo,  to  40c, 


while  the  lowest  price  paid  for  druggists'  bark  was  3|c, 
the  highest  price  being  40^c.  per  half-kilo.  The  coca-leaves 
sold  at  from  31-JsC  to  47c.  per  half-kilo. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  steady  all-round  demand  continues  in  the  heavy-chemical 
market,  although  possibly  new  business  is  a  trifle  quiet  at  the 
moment.  This,  however,  is  made  up  for  by  a  heavier  request 
against  existing  contracts.  Prices  rule  steady,  and  are  without 
material  fluctuation. 

Alkali-produce.— Bleaching-powder  and  caustic  soda  are 
in  better  request,  especially  on  export  account.  Soda  crystals 
are  moving  better,  while  the  demand  for  ammonia  alkali 
keeps  up  very  well.  Saltcakc,  although  somewhat  quiet, 
nevertheless  has  a  rather  better  tone.  .... 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  fairly  well  maintained,  though 
demand  is  rather  on  tho  quiet  side.  Nominal  values  are  as 
follows  •  Beckton  12/.

Platinum. 

The  British  Commercial  Agent  in  Russia  reports  that, 
according  to  the  official  "  Commercial  and  Industrial 
Gazette,"  the  Ministry  of  Trade  and  Industry  proposes 
•hortly  to  summon  a  special  conference  to  consider  the 
questions  of  (1)  the  prohibition  of  the  export  of  raw  plati- 
num, (2)  the  imposition  of  an  export-duty,  and  (3)  the  con- 
struction of  Government  works  for  purifying  platinum. 

"  Pepperette." 

In  further  reference  to  our  note  on  ground  olive-stones  or 
"  pepperette  "  we  gather  that  the  offers  from  Italy  were  sent 
broadcast  to  the  London  wholesale  spice-houses,  judging  from 
a  note  which  has  recently  appeared  in  the  "  Produce-markets' 
Review."  It  is  evident,  remarks  that  journal,  that  the  use  of 
the  old  adulterant  "  Poivrette  "  is  being  revived,  and  the 
retail  grocers  will  have  to  be  on  their  guard.  It  is  suggested 
that  public  authorities  should  have  powers  given  them  to  seize 
the  stuff  on  importation  ;  but  it  cannot  be  too  widely  known 
that  sanitary  inspectors  have  already  power  to  apply  for 
a  Magistrates's  order  for  the  destruction  of  such  rubbish  if  it 
can  be  proved  that  it  is  used  solely  for  the  purposes  of 
adulteration. 

Sicilian  Sulphur. 

The  Bill  for  controlling  the  output  of  the  sulphur  in  Sicily, 
known  as  the  "  Consorzio  Obligatorio,"  has  not  yet  been 
presented  to  Parliament  as  the  detailed  report  of  the  two 
Italian  engineers  who  were  sent  to  the  U.S.A.  has  not  yet  been 
presented.  Some  modification  on  the  original  project  is  likely 
to  be  proposed.  The  owners  of  the  principal  mines  at  Catania, 
Girgenti,  and  Caltanisetta  are  protesting  against  the  scheme 
of  making  Palermo  the  headquarters  of  the  new  company, 
fearing  that,  by  a  readjustment  of  the  railway  rates,  Palermo 
may  become  both  a  shipping  port  and  depot  for  brimstone,  to 
the  detriment  of  Girgenti,  Licata,  and  Catania.  All  parties 
are  agreed  as  to  the  necessity  of  reducing  the  production,  but 
what  measures  are  to  be  taken  towards  this  end  still  remains  a 
puzzle.  The  rich  mineowners  are,  of  course,  in  a  better  posi- 
tion to  resist  an  eventual  crisis  than  the  small  owners.  Mean- 
while the  present  uncertainty  weighs  heavily  on  the  market, 
which  shows  signs  of  weakening.  The  A.S.  Co.,  being  bound 
by  this  agreement  with  Mr.  Frasch,  cannot  reduce  its  prices ; 
but  in  spite  of  the  small  arrivals  from  outsiders  the  open 
market  is  giving  way.  Thirds  have  declined  3s.  to  4s.,  and  for 
seconds  quotations  remain  nominally  unaltered,  as  almost 
the  entire  supply  belongs  to  the  monopoly.  From  August 
onwards,  when  arrivals  will  again  be  on  a  large  scale,  there 
are  sellers  of  seconds  4s.  to  5s.  below  prompt.  The  Louisiana 
mines  in  making  long  contracts  have  guaranteed  buyers 
against  a  decline,  and  Sicilian  sellers  are  following  suit. 
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Reunion  Vanilla. 

According  to  the  British  Consul  at  Reunion,  the  exports 
from  that  island  during  1905  amounted  to  165,704  lb.  Prices 
locally  fell  from  24f.  per  kilo,  in  January  1905  to  17f.  50c.  per 
kilo,  last  December.  The  amount  of  vanilla  planted  of  late, 
years  throughout  the  world  has  (says  the  Consul)  caused  an 
immense  over-production,  and  the  general  opinion  is  that  the 
palmy  days  of  vanilla-planting  arc  over.

Belgian  Sulphuric  Acid. 

Tho  Industrial  Bureau  of  Belgium  has  issued  a  series  of 
statistics  on  the  position  of  the  national  industries  in  1905. 
The  chemical  section  shows  that  there  are  twenty-seven 
sulphuric-acid  factories  in  Belgium.  The  lead-chambers 
capacity  of  these  factories  may  bo  estimated  at  387,000  cubio 
metres,  though  the  real  production  does  not  correspond  with 
such  a  high  apparent  capacity.  The  output  in  1903  was 
310,000  tons  acid  at  60°  Beaume.  The  production  ta 
regulated  by  mutual  agreement  among  the  producers,  other- 
wise tho  result  would  be  a  largo  balance  for  export.  Bel- 
gium is  not  therefore  a  large  exporter  of  this  merchandise, 
says  "  L'Engraie." 

French  Arsenic. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  from  a  British  Consular  Report  on 
the  trade  of  Marseilles  that  the  Department  of  the  Auda 
annually  exports  from  3,000  to  4,000  tons  of  mispickels  to 
Swansea  and  Barry  Port,  and  to  Hobokon  in  Belgium,  for 
the  extraction  of  tho  arsenic.  The  ore  is  exported 
via  Bordeaux  and  Cette.  Last  year,  however,  a  local 
oompany,  with  a  capital  of  160,000f.,  was  formed  at 
Carcassonne,  in  the  Department  of  the  Aude,  to  extract  the 
arsonio  from  the  ore,  which  contains  45  to  41  per  cent,  of 
arsonio,  21  to  16  per  cent,  of  sulphur,  and  37  to  33  por  oent.  of 
iron.  As  operations  only  began  in  1905,  no  information  if 
available  as  to  the  output  of  the  factory,  but  the  Consul 
feports  that  "  considerable  quantities  are  already  being 
shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  Bordeaux."  The  opera- 
tions of  this  oompany,  he  says,  aro  likely  to  affeot  unfavour- 
ably tho  Swansea  and  Barry  Port  importers  of  mispickels, 
and  to  compete  with  the  manufacturers  of  arsenio  in  th* 
United  Kingdom.  The  managing  director  of  the  company  at 
Carcassonne  is  M.  Rasse-Courbot,  18  ruo  Pierre  Germain.

Titles  a  Saleable  Commodity. 

Sir, — Between  inflated  notions  as  to  professional  status 
and  the  jealousy  of  trade  interests  the  old-fashioned  matter- 
of-fact  fitness  that  the  title  of  "pharmaceutical  chemist" 
was  intended  to  represent  is  being  pushed  into  the  back- 
ground unduly.  To  speculate  on  what  the  position  would 
now  be  if  the  title  "  Pharmaceutical  Chemist"  had  become 
general  would  be  as  useless  as  other  might-have-been  his- 
tory ;  but  the  fact  appears  to  be  continuously  more  apparent 
that  since  1868  pharmaceutical  chemists  have  been  going 
down  while  chemists  and  druggists  have  been  going  up. 
The  newly  evolved  personality  claims  to  be  the  dominant 
factor  in  carrying  on  the  business,  and  the  instructor  as 
to  how  that  should  be  done.  The  Government  Bill  appears 
to  me  suggestive  of  a  desire  to  discriminate  between  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  and  trade  transactions,  and,  further, 
to  recognise  the  need  of  qualification  for  the  conduct  of 
such  of  the  latter  as  relates  to  poisons.  Proprietary  quali- 
fication is  past  praying  for  as  a  necessary  condition,  though 
it  may  continue  to  be  the  rule,  and  experience  has  shown 
that  qualified  persons  are  willing  enough  to  act  as  the 
instruments  enabling  companies  to  carry  on  the  business. 
Qualified  conduct  of  a  business  is  an  arrangement  incom- 
parably more  rational  and  practically  efficient  than  that 
requiring  a  qualified  director  or  directors,  which  is  a 
delusive  and  irritating  contrivance.  The  conduct,  not  the 
management,  is  the  important  thing  in  regard  to  public 
interest  which  it  is  the  business  of  the  Government  to  look 
after.  Conduct  of  the  business  by  qualified  individuals  is 
declared  by  the  companies  to  be  compulsory,  and  it  cannot, 
therefore,  be  objected  to  by  them  ;  it  is  the  business  of 
qualified  persons  and  their  representatives  to  take  care  that 
the  claims  which  can  be  enforced  in  their  interests  shall  in 
future  be  more  rigidly  enforced.  If  that  be  done,  as  it 
should  be  and  more  than  it  has  beep  the  case,  there  may 
be  a  prospect  of  a  satisfactory  answer  to  Mr.  Keen's  query 
whether  we  shall  say  "Good-bye"  to  the  professional  side 
of  even  the  Minor  qualification.  As  for  the  qualification 
of  pharmaceutical  chemist,  there  seems  to  be  no  sort  of 
pretext  for  dealing  with  that  title  as  a  commodity  the  use 
of  which  can  be  hired  under  any  conditions  whatever,  and 
the  only  permissible  reference  to  it  in  a  Bill  of  the  kind 
now  under  consideration  would  be  provision  that  use  of  the 
title  "  Pharmaceutical  Chemist"  is  unlawful  by  any  person 
who  has  not  the  individual  qualification  it  represents. 

Pharm.  Chem.  (32/96.) 
The  Pharmacy  Bill:  An  Overlooked  Point. 

Sir, — Permit  me  to  call  attention  to  a  clause  in  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  which,  if  not  amended,  will  eventually  work 


out  unfavourably  to  the  retail  chemist.  It  is  proposed  to 
make  it  compulsory  to  register  all  shops  open  for  the  sale 
of  poisons  and  compounding  prescriptions ;  the  qualified 
proprietor's  or  manager's  name  must  also  be  registered,  in 
addition  to  which  his  name  must  appear  in  a  conspicuous 
place  over  the  pharmacy  or  store.  The  result  of  this  enact- 
ment, so  far  as  the  stores  are  concerned,  will  be  to  create 
a  class  of  permanent  managers,  thereby  introducing  a  per- 
sonality into  the  store  system  of  trading  which  at  present 
is  almost  entirely  absent,  and  which,  it  is  generally  agreed, 
is  a  most  valuable  asset  of  the  retail  chemist  of  the  present 
day.  The  stores  will  eventually  share  with  the  chemist  in 
this  personality,  thereby  becoming  a  much  more  formidable 
rival  and  competitor.  To  bring  out  the  point  more  clearly. 
There  are,  say,  600  open  shops  or  stores  owned  by  com- 
panies, and  although  in  the  majority  of  instances  under  the 
charge  of  qualified  managers,  there  is  no  system  of  per- 
manency with  regard  to  these  managers.  On  the  contrary, 
it  is  believed  generally  that  constant  changes  go  on, 
managers  being  frequently  transferred  from  one  shop  to 
another  at  very  short  notice.  The  effect  of  the  clause  re- 
ferred to  will  be  to  create  a  class  of  permanent  managers, 
to  whom  greater  inducements  to  stay  will  be  offered  by 
directors  of  limited  companies,  and  very  soon  the  qualified 
manager  will  add  to  his  other  qualifications  any  personality 
which  he  may  be  able  to  introduce  into  the  business. 
Another  point.  If  limited  companies  are  prohibited 
from  using  our  titles,  the  clause  referred  to  will  help  them 
over  their  difficulties  and  tell  against  us  here  again  in  this 
way.  What  is  to  prevent  a  company  advertising  or  styling 
themselves  thus,  for  instance  ? — ■

This  would  be  using  our  titles  with  a  vengeance,  and  the 
store  would  then  become  a  legal  pharmacy.  I  think  the 
clause  should  be  amended  so  as  to  avoid  the  unpleasant 
position  which  would  thus  be  created.

Sir, — I  heartily  agree  with  the  urgent  demand  for  a  re- 
vision of  pharmacy  law.  The  law  should  protect  the  public 
by  insisting  on  the  qualification  of  those  who  (in  wholesale 
laboratories  or  those  attached  to  retail  shops,  etc.)  actually 
make  pharmaceutical  preparations  consisting  of  or  contain- 
ing scheduled  poisons,  as  well  as  those  who  dispense  medi- 
cines of  similar  nature  in  shops,  hospitals,  or  doctors'  dis- 
pensaries. Whether  the  remuneration  for  the  services  of 
those  pharmacists  comes  from  the  pockets  of  qualified 
employers  or  not  is  of  no  moment.  The  contention  that 
there  should  be  at  least  one  qualified  director  in  a  drug  com- 
pany is  illogical.  The  pharmacists  in  their  employ  are 
qualified  to  look  after  themselves  as  well  as  the  unqualified 
persons  under  them.  Any  supervision  required  is  provided 
for  in  the  shape  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  There  is  no  valid  reason  why  any  persons  with 
capital  should  not  use  it — by  means  of  qualified  persons — 
to  facilitate  the  supply  of  medicines  for  those  who  need 
them,  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned.  The  suppression 
of  drug  companies  would  exclude  much  capital  from  our 
trade,  and  is  a  short-sighted  policy.  The  abstraction  of  the 
term  "chemist"  from  Boots  Cash  Chemist  would  be  like 
grasping  the  shadow  and  leaving  the  substance.  Skilled 
labour  (as  well  as  unskilled),  when  backed  by  unrestricted 
supply  of  capital,  makes  far  more  progress  than  when 
crippled  by  antiquated  and  monopolising  laws.  Lest  it  be 
thought  these  remarks  are  prompted  by  prejudice  or  influ- 
ence, I  wish  to  state  I  am  qualified,  and  not  in  the  employ 
of  a  drug  company,  nor  have  I  any  friends  so  situated.

For  Conscience  Sake. 
The  following  letter  of  resignation  addressed  to  Mr.  Boot, 
Managing  Director,  Boots,  Ltd.,  Nottingham,  by  a  Sheffield 
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assistant  of  the  company,  has  been  sent  to  us  for  publica- 
tion : 

Dear  Sir, — After  much  deliberation  respecting  the  relative 
positions  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  of  unqualified 
companies  practising  as  chemists,  I  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  titles  clause  is  a  clause  that  affects  me  very 
seriously;  and  should  it  become  a  legal  fact  that  companies 
that  are  not  qualified  be  permitted  to  use  the  title  "  chemist  " 
(to  which  they  have  not  the  slightest  claim),  then  I  am  per- 
suaded my  position  would  be  seriously  impugned,  and  that 
the  future  may  hold  out  for  me  conditions  fraught  with  much 
danger. 

Since  I  have  been  with  your  firm  I  have  had  no  reason  to 
complain  of  treatment,  and,  in  return,  I  think  I  have  con- 
sidered your  interests  from  the  business  point  of  view.  How- 
ever, in  this  matter  (titles)  it  is  of  immediate  importance  that 
I  be  loyal  to  myself.  It  is  only  just  that  a  person  who  proves 
his  fitness  by  passing  the  necessary  examinations  should  be 
allowed  to  use  the  titles  "chemist,"  "doctor."  "solicitor," 
and  so  on  ;  and  so  far  I  have  failed  to  see  any  just  reason 
why  any  person  or  combination  of  persons  unqualified  should 
assume  the  titles  they  have  not  legally  acquired. 

To-day  it  is  not  legal  to  do  so,  but  as  there  appears  a 
possibility  of  capital  annihilating  justice,  to-morrow  it  might 
be  a  legal  fact — in  which  case  my  qualification  (which  I  hold 
dear)  would  become  practically  valueless.  I  am  sorry  you 
oppose  the  clause  in  question,  and  am  therefore  compelled 
to  take  the  step  I  do,  inasmuch  as  to  silently  acquiesce  in 
your  policy  would  be  tantamount  to  absolute  submission  to 
what  to  me  is  wrong  in  principle,  unjust  to  the  legally  quali 
fied,  and  a  menace  to  my  livelihood. 

I  respectfully  decline  to  participate  in  obtaining  signatures 
for  the  purpose  of  opposing  the  Pharmacy  Bills  now  in 
Parliament.    To  do  so  would  be  suicidal. 

I  am  bound  to  make  a  strenuous  effort  to  preserve  my 
rights  as  far  as  title  is  concerned,  and  this  I  could  not  con- 
sistently do  whilst  in  your  employ,  so  that  I  must  ask  you 
respectfully  to  accept  my  resignation,  which  may  terminate 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

The  Poisons  Bill. 

Sie, — Do  chemists  realise  that  many  of  our  legislators 
and  many  of  the  public  have  been  so  successfully  "  bluffed  " 
by  certain  company  chemists  that,  without  having  our  side 
of  the  question  fully  explained,  they  (companies)  are  com- 
manding more  sympathy  from  the  Government  than  they 
deserve?  There  are  chemists,  it  seems,  who  would  be  pre- 
pared to  surrender,  without  much  protest,  all  their  rights 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  if  they  were  told  they  ought, 
for  an  empty  title  which  many  chemists  have  for  years 
found  to  be  less  successful  from  a  business  point  of  view 
than  the  expression  "  Drug-store."  This  is  to  be  done  for 
those  who,  not  content  with  robbing  us  of  our  legitimate 
claims,  have  done  their  very  best  in  various  mean  and  con- 
temptible ways  to  injure  us.  I  consider  Lord  Crewe's  Bill, 
as  now  amended,  to  allow  these  people  another  seven  years 
to  usurp  our  title  and  to  continue  to  deceive  the  public, 
would  perpetuate  an  injustice  that  hundreds  of  chemists 
will  never  survive.  I  wrote  to  Lord  Crewe  to  this  effect, 
and  consider  it  the  duty  of  every  chemist,  as  you  have  sug- 
gested, to  bombard  the  House  of  Commons  with  protests 
and  explanations,  instead  of  expecting  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  to  do  it  all.  The  vested  interests  of  companies  have 
been  specially  considered,  but  for  the  purpose  of  safeguard- 
ing the  public  the  Government  find  they  are  compelled  to 
reserve  the  title  after  seven  years  to  its  owner.  This  is  the 
reward  to  chemists  who  have  staked  their  all — time,  money, 
and  brains— everything.  Let  every  chemist  write  to  his 
M.P.  explaining  the  position  of  affairs,  and  I  believe  we 
shall  get — 

The  title  reserved,  forthwith  ;  if  not. 
The  exclusive  right  to  retail  poisons,  and 
The  exclusive  right  to  dispense  prescriptions  (those  con 
taining  poisons  only).

Boots'  Advertisements. 
Sir, — Your  correspondents  (in  the  current  issue  of  the 
C.  &  D.)  "  A.  E.  J."  and  "  Fairplay  "  are  evidently  in  the 
employ  of  company  chemists  from  the  tone  of  their  letters 
or  they  would  not  be  so  narrow-minded  and  selfish  ;  for  they 
do  not  seem  capable  of  seeing  beyond  the  branch  shop  they 
are  in  and  their  weekly  salary.   The  first-mentioned  says  Mr. 


Boot  does  not  claim  the  title  "  chemist."  This  we  all  know, 
and  Mr.  Boot  knows  better  than  to  claim  for  himself  the 
title  he  has  not  earned.  Neither  do  the  correspondents  seem 
capable  of  seeing  the  anomaly  which  exists  in  their  own  state- 
ments. Mr.  Boot  is  not  a  chemist,  and  should  not  use  the 
title  in  connection  with  his  name  at  all.  What  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  all  live  chemists  throughout  the  whole 
country  want  is  that  the  title  should  be  theirs  and  theirs  only 
who  have  earned  it.  If  Mr.  Boot  cannot  use  the  title  him- 
self, why  should  he  and  six  more  equally  unqualified  be 
allowed  to  do  so  ?  We  are  frequently  told  that  Mr.  Boot  is 
a  good  and  considerate  employer,  and  I  think  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  truth  in  it  from  an  assistant's  point  of  view; 
but  I  give  him  credit  for  knowing  that  if  he  did  not  give  his 
men  some  advantages,  both  in  money  and  hours,  he  would  not 
be  able  to  get  the  class  of  man  he  wants.  But  apart  from  all 
these  good  qualities,  which  are  not  parts  of  the  controversy, 
I  would  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  do  not  wish  to 
legislate  for  this  year  or  next  only,  but  for  a  century  or 
more.  As  to  Mr.  Boot's  letter  referring  to  your  remarks  on 
the  notorious  advertisement,  I  notice  he  still  contends  that 
his  companies  are  compelled  by  law  to  have  a  qualified 
manager.  I  only  know  one  law  which  compels  him  to  do  so, 
and  that  is  the  "  law  of  greed  "  (which  has  no  place  on  the 
statute-books  of  Great  Britain),  so  that  he  can  supply  two- 
pennyworth  of  laudanum,  and  so  prevent  his  customer  going 

I  to  a  qualified  opponent,  who  may  sell  him  a  box  of  Beecham's 

I  pills  for  lOd.  at  the  same  time.

Sir, — In  considering  the  stores  question,  I  think  more 
emphasis  should  be  laid  on  a  point  mentioned  by  some  of 
your  correspondents — viz.,  the  hours  of  business.  Naturally 
this  is  a  matter  of  prime  importance  in  the  mind  of  assistants, 
and  more  so  with  the  active,  capable  men  than  with  the 
duffers.  If  we  are  to  keep  our  good  men  out  of  the  stores, 
we  must  not  only  pay  them  reasonably  well,  but  also  see 
that  their  hours  of  employment  are  reasonable ;  and  who 
will  be  bold  enough  to  claim  that  this  is  done  at  the  present 
time  ?  Not  only  are  the  hours  of  actual  open  shop  long,  but 
the  unfortunate  indoor  assistant  is  more  or  less  on  duty 
the  whole  day,  from  getting  up  in  the  morning  to  going  to 
bed  at  night — the  shop  is  always  with  him.  Can  we  wonder 
if,  comparing  his  lot  with  that  of  his  "  stores"  confrere,  he 
is  dissatisfied,  and  easily  tempted  to  forsake  the  path  of 
pharmaceutical  rectitude?  No  wonder  Mr.  Boot  can  show 
a  list  of  over  400  qualified  men  in  his  employ,  one  of  whom, 
Mr.  E.  S.  Waring,  has  been  with  him  for  fifteen  years  at 
least.

Sir, — I  notice  Mr.  Osborne's  suggested  Chemists'  Reply 
to  Boots'  Advertisement.  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt 
that  Mr.  Osborne  and  Mr  Pears,  of  the  Standard  Tablet 
Co.,  have  been  actuated  by  a  desire  to  help  the  individual 
chemist,  but  I  think,  without  any  attempt  to  criticise,  we 
ought  to  look  at  the  matter  from  all  points.  By  adopting 
the  plan  referred  to  we  shall  be  distinctly  adding  fuel  to 
the  fire.  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  in  his  advertisements,  does  not 
mention  any  particular  chemist,  but  speaks  of  chemists 
generally,  where  we  should  be  absolutely  personal.  Again, 
the  showcard  would  have  exactly  the  opposite  effect  to  what 
it  is  meant  it  should  have.  It  would  prove  a  good  adver- 
tisement for  Boots,  and  in  many  cases  hold  the  chemist  up 
to  ridicule.  I  sincerely  hope  that,  before  chemists  are  led 
away  by  the  novelty  of  the  idea,  they  will  seriously  con- 
sider the  matter  and  let  well  alone.  The  unfortunate  part 
of  the  affair  is  that  chemists  are  not  more  united,  and  so 
few  of  them  take  an  interest  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  would  be  better  able  to  help  them  if  they  would  help 
it.  As  one  of  the  many  chemists  who  have  felt  for  a  long 
time  the  seriousness  of  our  position,  I  think  that  we  could 
face  competition  more  easily  if,  instead  of  always  worrying 
our  opponents  and  thus  giving  them  every  cause  to  go  for 
us,  we  would  pay  more  attention  to  our  own  businesses 
and  utilise  our  time  in  improving  our  premises  and  en- 
deavouring to  work  up  personal  business.  Let  the  indivi- 
dual chemist  give  special  attention  to  : 

(1)  The  attractiveness  of  his  window; 

(2)  Competitive  prices; 

(3)  Finest  quality ; 

(4)  Individual  attention  and  civility  to  customers; 

and  he  will  find  that  the  stores  will  not  be  over-anxious 
to  oppose  him,  and,  if  they  do,  they  will  certainly  do  him 
very  little  harm.

The  Living-in  System. 

Sir, — Having  read  with  interest  the  letters  of  "Max," 
"Apteka,"  and  "Sceptic,"  I  should  like  to  express,  as  an 
assistant  whose  doubtful  privilege  it  has  been  to  spend  his 
whole  period  of  service  with  private  chemists,  dwelling  in 
the  house  attached  to  the  business  premises — sometimes 
living  with  the  family  and  sometimes  in  the  tender  care  of 
housekeepers — my  complete  agreement  with  the  remarks  of 
"Max"  and  "Apteka."  The  living-in  system,  whatever 
may  have  been  its  virtues,  is  now  at  any  rate  an  iniquitous 
one.  "Sceptic"  may  be  sceptical  or  he  may  be  merely 
feigning  scepticism,  but  from  my  numerous  acquaintances 
in  the  retail  trade  and  my  own  personal  experience  I  make 
the  following  deductions  : 

1.  Badly  cooked  food  is  the  portion  of  the  majority  of  us. 

2.  Slovenly  and  dirty  surroundings  are  the  accompani- 
ments of  many  indoor  assistants. 

3.  Many  West-end  businesses  are  the  worst  offenders. 

It  amuses  one  to  read  the  clockwork  regularity  of  com- 
plaints as  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  youths  ready  to 
submit  themselves  to  a  course  of  apprenticeship  to  the 
trade.  Why,  Sir,  what  can  you  expect?  Each  of  us 
assistants  is  a  missionary  moving  among  our  friends  and 
others,  who  deems  it  his  duty  to  prevent  any  budding 
ambitions  toward  a  pharmaceutical,  or  what  must  be  in 
most  cases  a  pseudo-pharmaceutical,  career.  Our  friends 
who  may  call  in  to  visit  us,  supposing  we  have  facility  to 
receive  them,  need  no  efforts  on  our  part  to  enlighten  them 
— the  tale  is  told  from  walls  to  floor.  Chemists  forget  that 
they  compete  for  pupils  with  other  callings,  that  crippled 
and  unlovely  surroundings  will  entice  no  man,  and  in  their 
hatred  of  the  men  who,  leaving  the  orthodox  man,  engage 
with  store  companies,  forget  that  so  long  as  firms  exist  with 
whom  indoor  life  is  a  mere  stabling,  so  long  will  there  be 
trained  men  in  the  stores.  Who  was  it  applied  in  this  con- 
nection the  phrase  "  Selling  their  birthright  for  a  mess  of 
pottage  "  ?  I  apply  the  expression  to  the  time  I  signed  the 
apprenticeship  indentures.  The  freedom  and  opportunities 
of  outdoor  living  are  birthrights  far  ahead  in  importance 
of  a  supposed  semi-professional  dignity.  No,  Sir;  the 
drug-trade  will  sink  or  swim  according  as  it  continues  this 
system,  the  objections  to  which  are  many  more  than  those 
mentioned  in  the  letters  of  "Max"  and  "Apteka."

Ruaticus  (32/9). — A  partnership  between  a  registered 
chemist  and  druggist  and  an  unqualified  person  is  a  legal 
partnership,  but  if  the  unqualified  person  actually  parti- 
cipates in  keeping  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or  com- 
pounding poisons,  or  in  using  the  title  "chemist  and  drug- 
gist," he  wijl  be  liable  to  prosecution  under  the  Pharmaey 
Act. 

Inquirer  (30/71). — Neither  of  the  labels  which  you  submit 
is  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty.  The  emollient  is  not  a 
medicine,  but  a  toilet-preparation.

— Ship  Dispensers  do  not  exist  in  the  mer- 
cantile marine,  nor  in  the  Royal  Navy  afloat.  The  medical 
officers  of  the  ships  (where  there  are  any)  do  the  little  dis- 
pensing that  is  required. 

Heroin  (23/14)  and  O.  R.  L.  (29/25).— Elixir  Heroin  cum 
Terpene. — The  following,  from  the  Formulary  of  the  Bourne- 
mouth Association,  is  a  good  preparation  :

Terpene  hydrate   gr.  viij. 

Alcohol  (90-per-cent.)    3.YJ- 

Syrup  of  Virginian-prune  bark  51;]. 

Glycerin   JjiiJ. 

Dissolve  the  heroin  and  the  terpene  hydrate  in  the  alcohol, 
and  add  the  glycerin  and  syrup,    3j.  =  heroin  gr.       and  ter- 
pene hydrate  gr.  §.

J.  T.  D.  (23/16).— We  have  made  inquiries,  and  find  that  the 
company  you  mention  is  defunct. 

^Yclshman  (25/23).— Bleaching  Sponges.— The  process  was 
last  described  in  the  C.  J-  D.,  June  11.  1904,  p.  942.  The  same 
method  is  used  for  shop-soiled  sponges,  but  following  a  wash- 
ing in  warm  water. 

R.  E.  0.  B.  (27/46).— Removing  Enamelled  Letters  from 
Window. — The  quickest  way  is  to  scrape  off  the  letters  with  a 
chisel,  but  the  risk  of  injury  to  the  letters  is  considerable. 
The  solvent  method  is  to  use  paraffin  oil,  applying  it  to  the 
edges  of  the  letters  daily  till  the  letters  are  loosened  :  this  is 
necessarily  a  slow  way,  especially  if  the  white-lead  cement 
has  become  thoroughly  set. 

W.  W.  (31/13).— Purgative  Powder  for  Horses.— PowderB 
of  the  class  you  send  depend  for  their  activity  upon  a  small 
quantity  of  powdered  croton-seed.  The  dose  of  the  powdered 
seeds  for  a  horse  is  20  to  60  grains.  There  are  two  formulae 
for  compound  powders  in  "  Veterinary  Counter-practice." 

Alpha  (30/31).— The  polished  appearance  of  black-puddings 
is  obtained  by  rubbing  with  a  non-drying  oil,  such  as  olive  oil. 

H.  &  B.  (30/16).— Fullers'  Earth.— There  was  a  paper  in 
the  G.  &  />.,  July  22,  1899,  p.  132,  giving  particulars  of  the 
Bedfordshire  fullers'  earth  deposits,  to  which  you  should 
refer.  The  earth  is  kiln-dried  after  it  has  been  mined,  and 
the  grinding  is  accomplished  in  "Cyclone"  grinders. 
Besides  the  comparatively  limited  amount  used  as  a  toilet- 
po\vder  and  for  removing  grease,  large  quantities  are  used 
by  woollen-manufacturers  and  oil-refiners. 

Boliahing  (8/30).— (1)  A  good  many  people  would  like  to 
know  the  formula  for  the  blacking  you  name,  but  the  makers 
would  want  a  big  price  before  they  disclosed  it.  See  recipes 
for  a  similar  polish  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  or  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  December  24,  1904,  p.  1033.  (2)  Parlour  Magic.— 
This  correspondent  puts  the  following  poser:  "Copying-ink 
was  spilt  on  a  white  fabric,  and  immediately  disappeared 
when  milk  was  poured  through  the  stain;  why  was  this?" 
Perhaps  some  of  our  readers  can  reason  this  out. 

Mac  (15/7).— (1)  The  root-like  fibres  by  which  ivy  attaches 
itself  to  the  walls  of  a  house  tend  to  loosen  the  mortar  between 
the  bricks  or  stone;  otherwise  a  growth  of  ivy  on  a  house  is 
unobjectionable  if  kept  within  limits.  (2)  A  qualified  chemist 
has  no  special  privileges  in  supplying  wines  because  they  are 
ordered  in  a  doctor's  prescription.  (3)  Any  good  white 
enamel  paint  is  suitable  for  golf-balls.  There  are  special 
clips  sold  for  holding  the  balls  while  they  arc  being  painted
